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P R E F A C E. 


ARegifter  of  the  births,  difeafes,  and  deaths  among  any  confi- 
derable  number  of  people  will  eafily  afford  much  ufeful  infor- 
mation to  philofophers  in  general,  as  well  as  to  the  flatefmen  and 
phyficians  of  the  particular  country,  in  which  it  is  kept.  For  their  fakes 
therefore,  and  by  their  means  for  the  fake  of  the  public,  fome  pains 
have  been  taken  to  make  as  perfect  a collection,  as  was  poffible,  of  all  the 
London  bills  of  mortality,  from  their  beginning  to  this  prefent  year  1758. 
It  can  only  be  from  a long  feries  of  fuch  registers,  that  we  are  enabled  to 
make  any  near  approaches  to  truth,  in  the  calculations  founded  upon  them ; 
and  the  longer  the  feries  is,  the  nearer  will  our  approaches  be.  But  as 
thefe  bills  are  published  in  loofe  leaves,  and  very  little  care  has  hitherto 
been  taken  to  preferve  them,  it  is  evident,  that  the  keeping  of  this  regifter 
has  loft  a great  part  of  its  ufe.  For  it  is  become  a matter  of  great  trouble 
to  find  any  number  of  bills  together,  greater  perhaps  than  many  of  thofe 
would  chufe  to  take,  who  are  able,  and  might  be  willing,  to  draw  out 
feveral  important  conclufions  from  them,  when  thrown  in  their  way,  as 
by  the  prefent  publication. 

Notwithftanding  all  the  fearch,  which  has  been  made,  many  of  thefe 
bills  have  hitherto  proved  irrecoverable ; and  the  reft  would  probably 
have  had  the  fame  fate,  if  this  collection  had  been  deferred.  Perhaps 
this  publication  may  be  the  means  of  bringing  thofe,  which  are  wanted, 
to  light,  if  they  are  any  where  extant  j and  of  preferving  thofe,  which 
will  be  publifhed  hereafter. 

As  a fpecimen  of  the  ufe,  which  may  be  made  of  them,  there  are 
fubjoined  to  this  collection : 

Capt.Graunt’s  Natural  and  PoliticalObfervations  on  the  Bills  of  Mortality. 
Sir  William  Petty’s  EJfay  concerning  the  Growth  of  the  City  of  London , 
with  the  Meafures,  Periods , Caufes , and  Conferences  thereof. 
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The  very  judicious  performance  of  Corbyn  Morris,  Efq ; intiriedr 
Obfervations  on  the  pajl  Growth  and  prefent  State  of  the  City  of  London  : 

And  laftly,  A comparative  view  of  the  difeafes  and  ages,  for  the  laft  thirty 
years,  drawn  from  the  bills  of  mortality,  with  their  proportions  to  a thoufand ; 
and  alfo  a table  of  the  probabilities  of  life,  for  the  laft  thirty  years, 
compared  with  that  of  Mr.  Smart’s,  for  the  firft  ten  of  the  faid  thirty  *, 
for  all  which  the  public  is  obliged  to  an  accurate  and  careful  calculator. 

Though  the  reader  is  here  prefented  with  the  beft  materials,  which 
could  be  had,  it  is  but  fair  to  acquaint  him,  that  thefe  bills  are  very  far 
from  being  fo  accurate,  as  they  might  have  been  j and  therefore,  that  no 
greater  authority  may  be  allowed  them,  than  they  deferve,  it  may  be  of 
ufe  to  point  out  the  feveral  caufes  of  this  imperfediorr. 

Many  obvious  and  apparent  defeds  in  the  weekly  and  yearly  bills  of 
mortality  occur  to  every  one*  who  has  looked  into  this  fubjcd;  but 
others,  not  fo  generally  known,  can  hardly  efcape  thofe,  whofe  nearer 
fituation  gives  them  an  opportunity  of  enquiring  into  this  matter  with 
more  exadnefs. 

Our  bills  mufti  plainly  be  a very  defedive  regifler  of  births,  as 

1.  They  extend  only  to  baptifms,  which  are  adminiftered  according  to 
the  rites  and  ulage  of  the  church  of  England.  Very  few  of  the  numerous 
body  of  d'iflenters,  and  none  of  the  Roman- catholkks,  are  included  in 
this  number. 

2.  They  take  no  notice  of  thofe,  who  die  unbaptized  j or  of  thofe, 
perhaps  no  inconftderable  number  among  the  lowed  clafs  of  the  people, 
who  never  are  brought  to  be  baptized  at  all.  This  defed  is  probably  not 
made  up  by  fuch  of  the  diflenters,  who  may  occaftonally  be  baptized  in 
the  form  of  the  eftabliflied  church. 

Suppofing  then  the  papifts  and  proteftant  diflenters  to  make  up  one 
hxth  part  of  the  whole  number  of  inhabitants ; the  baptifms,  as 
they  now  ftand  in  the  bills,  muft  be  encreafed  in  this  proportion,  to  give 
the  true  number  of  births  within  the  bills  of  mortality. 

Thefe  bills  muft  be  alfo  an  imperfed  regifter  of  deaths,  as  intending 
only  to  comprehend  perfons  belonging  to  the  church  of  England,  and 
buried  according  to  the  form  of  its  fervice. 

Some  few  indeed  among  the  poorer  fort,  both  of  papifts  and  dif- 
fcnters,  who  live  at  a dift'ance  from  their  refpedive  burial-grounds,  and 
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cannot  bear  the  expence  of  being  carried  thither,  are  buried1  according 
to  the  rites  of  the  church  of  England,  and  by  that  means  have  a place 
in  the  weekly  bills. 

Some  have  been  willing  to  think,  that,  though  the  bills  are  defective  in 
the  feveral  articles  of  births  and  burials,  yet  they  are  defective  in  nearly 
the  fame  degree ; fo  that  a proportion  is  ft  ill  in  fome  meafure  kept  up*. 
But  the  lad  obfervation  dedroys  this  fuppofed  proportion  ; as  the  burials  of 
fome  few  papids,  and  of  more  diffenters,  but  the  births  of  none  in  either 
perfualion,  are  regidered  there. 

Another  defedt  in  the  bills,  not  fo  generally  attended  to,  is,  that  the 
number  of  perfons,  carried  into  the  country  to  be  buried,  is  not  brought 
to  account  in  them.  Many  are  frequently  removed  from  one  parifh  to  be 
buried  in  another,  that  are  both  within  the  bills  j which  makes  no  altera- 
tion upon  the  whole.  But  great  numbers  are  carried  from  parities  in  town 
to  be  buried  in  the  country.  This  number  has  probably  encreafed,  as  the 
fafhion  of  having  country-houfes  has  more  prevailed.  A few  indeed*, 
who  die  elfe where,  are  brought  to  be  buried  in  parifhes  within  the  bills. : 
but  the  number  of  thefe  is  very  difproportionate  to  thofe,  who  are  carried 
out.  A didindt  account  of  this  matter  ought  to  be  kept  in  the  feveral 
parifhes,  but  feldom  is  kept  with  any  exadtnefs. 

In  one  of  the  larged  and  mod  populous  parifhes  in  Wedminder,  in 
which  as  careful  a regider  is  made  as  in  any,  the  account  is  found  to 
fland  thus:

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This  may  be  of  fome  ufe  in  forming  a judgment  of  the  reft ; and 
yet  this  is  far  from  being  perfect.  Thofe,  who  are  brought  in  to  be  bu- 
ried, are  carefully  regiftered  ; thofe,  who  are  carried  out,  are  not  fo.  Such 
are  entered  by  themfelves  in  the  burial-account,  as  come  to  the  know- 
ledge of  thofe,  whofe  bufinefs  it  is  to  attend  to  thefe  matters : but  of 
thefe,  many  are  heard  of  but  by  accident,  and  fome  not  at  all. 

Suppofing  the  number  of  perfons  carried  away,  and  not  brought  to 
account,  to  be  one  fixth  (which  I think  comes  as  near  the  truth,  as  any 
fuppofition  we  can  make)  this  will  make  the  whole  number  of  deaths  to 
be  one  fifth  more  than  are  regiftered  in  the  bills. 

If  the  ftate  of  deaths,  which  are  not  regiftered  in  the  bills,  be  the 
fame,  or  nearly  the  fame,  in  this  parifti  as  in  others,  the  defeft  in  this  ar- 
ticle may  with  fome  degree  of  probability  be  fupplied.  But  there  is 
another  material  defedt,  which  affefts  both  baptifms  and  burials,  and  can- 
not be  fupplied  fo  probably.  This  arifes  from  the  negleft  of  parifti- clerks 
and  their  deputies,  in  not  making  exadt  returns  to  the  common- hall. 
From  fome  large  parifties  no  account  is  Lent  for  feveral  weeks  together, 
and  the  account  for  feveral  is  fometimes  inferted  in  one  weekly  bill;  If 
this  was  done  without  any  omifiions,  the  account  would  come  right  at  the 
end  of  the  year:  but  omifiions  in  many,  there  is  good  reafon  to  believe, 
are  never  fupplied  or  corrected.  This  is  often  to  be  afcribed  to  negli- 
gence ; but  it  is  fometimes  owing  to  difputes  between  the  clerk  in  orders 
and  the  officiating  clerk,  that  the  bills  of  births  and  burials  are  neither  fo 
regularly  kept,  nor  fo  exadtly  returned,  as  they  ought  to  be.  What  al- 
lowance is  ttf  be  made  for  thefe  omifiions,  can  be  hardly  fettled  j but  it 
is  judged,  that  they  are  not  inconfiderable. 

Mr.  Maitland  obferves  ( a ),  that  the  bills  of  mortality  are  very  defective, 
none  being  mentioned  therein,  but  fuch  as  are  buried  in  parochial  ceme- 
teries ; by  which  means  no  account  is  taken  of  thofe,  who  are  buried  in 
many  burial  grounds  belonging  to  the  church  of  England;  fuch  as  St. 
Paul’s  cathedral,  Weftminfter  abbey,  the  Temple  church,  St.  Peter’s  ad 
Vincula,  the  Rolls,  and  Lincoln’s-Inn  chapels,  the  Charter-houfe,  and 
divers  others  belonging  to  hofpitals.

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And  he  farther  fays  (£),  that  the  number  of  perfons  buried,  in  and  from 
the  city  and  fuburbs  of  London  in  1729,  not  taken  notice  of  in  the  bills 
of  mortality,  amounted  to  3038. 

Every  pariffi  appoints  a fearcher,  whofe  bufinefs  it  is  to  examine  the 
corpfe,  and  to  report  the  diftemper.  The  low  capacity  of  the  perfon 
ufually  chofen  into  this  office  has  been  made  an  objection  to  the  truth 
and  juftnefs  of  the  bills.  But  with  regard  to  natural  deaths,  there  feems 
no  other  capacity  neceflary  in  thefe  fearchers,  than  that  of  relating  what 
they  hear.  For  the  wifeft  perfon  in  the  pariffi  would  be  able  to  find  out 
very  few  diftempers  from  a bare  infpeCtion  of  the  dead  body,  and  could 
only  bring  back  fuch  an  account,  as  the  family  and  friends  of  the  deceafed 
would  be  pleafed  to  give.  And  it  ffiould  indeed  be  always  remembered 
from  whom  this  account  comes,  that  proper  allowances  may  be  made  for 
miftakes,  or  mifreprefentations,  in  thofe  diftempers,  which  they  might  not 
be  very  able  to  know,  or  not  very  willing  to  own. 

Befides  the  putting  of  the  calculator  on  his  guard,  it  may  be  hoped,  that 
the  expofing  of  the  prefent  faulty  manner,  in  which  the  London  bills  of 
mortality  are  kept,  will  excite  thofe,  who  have  it  in  their  power,  to  find 
out  a remedy. 

The  antients  probably  never  kept  any  regifters  of  this  fort  j and  ac- 
cordingly they  appear  to  have  had  no  juft  notion  of  the  proportions  of 
deaths  in  the  feveral  ages,  if  we  may  form  any  judgment  about  fuch  a 
ferious  matter  from  what  occuri  in  fo  ludicrous  a writer  as  Lucian.  For 
in  his  Cataplus  he  tells  us,  that  out  of  a thoufand  perfons,  who  died, 
there  were  three  hundred  and  ninety  eight  above  fixty  years  of  age ; 
which  is,  I fuppofe,  double  to  the  general  proportion,  and  is  fo  much 
out  of  nature,  that  we  need  not  doubt  his  having  faid  it  from  a random 
guefs,  without  any  helps  from  obfervation. 

The  pariffi-regifters  in  England  began  no  earlier  than  in  1538,  in  con- 
fequence  of  one  of  the  feventeen  injunctions  fet  forth  that  year,  in  the  name 
of  king  Henry  VIII.  by  the  lord  Thomas  Cromwell,  his  vice-regent  in 
ecclefiaftical  matters ; which  injunction  appointed,  that  the  parfon,  vicar,  or 
curate  of  every  pariffi,  ffiould  keep  a true  and  exaCt  regifter  of  all  wed- 
dings, chriftenings,  and  burials.  And  the  weekly  bills  of  mortality,

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containing  an  account  of  chriftenings  as  well  as  burials^  taken  by  the 
company  of  parifh-clerks  in  London,  had  their  rife  on  the  21ft  of  De- 
cember, 1592. 

In  the  year  1594,  the  particular  or  weekly  account,  both  of  chriften- 
ings  and  burials,  was  firft  made  public,  as  alfo  the  general  or  yearly 
account,  untill  the  1 8th  of  December,  1595,  when  it  was  difcontinued 
upon  the  ceafing  of  the  plague. 

It  is  proper  to  be  remarked  here,  that  the  bill  of  mortality,  now  in  its 
infancy,  confided  of  but  one  hundred  and  nine  parifhes,  which  parifhes 
were  then  only  alphabetically  fet  down,  without  making  any  diftindtion 
of  the  out-parifhes  from  thofe  within  the  walls;  whereas  afterwards,  in 
1665,  when  Mr.  John  Bell,  clerk  of  the  company  of  parifh-clerks, 
publifhed  at  London,  in  quarto,  his  London’s  Remembrancer ; or,  a true 
account  of  every  particular  week’s  chriflenings  and  mortality , in  all  tbe  years 
of  pef  Hence,  within  the  cognizance  of  the  bills  of  mortality ; the  laid  bill  com^ 
prehended  one  hundred  and  thirty  parifhes,  and  diftinguifhed  the  parifhesby 
the  four  divifionsof  the  ninety  feven  parijhes  within  the  walls , the  fixteen  pu- 
rifies without  the  walls , the  twelve  out-par ijhes  in  Middlefex  and  Surry , 
and  tbe  five  parijhes  in  the  city  and  liberties  of  Wefiminfter . 

In  the  ninety  feven  parifhes  within  the  walls  was  wanting  that  of  St. 
James  Duke’s  place. 

In  the  fixteen  parifhes,  being  part  within  the  liberties,  and  part  without, 
were  wanting;  St.  Bartholomew  the  Great,  Bridewell  precindt,  and  Tri- 
nity in  the  Minories.  Which  three  parifhes,  together  with  that  of  St. 
James  Duke’s  place,  Mr.  Bell  conceived  were  not  inferted  in  the  bill,  on 
account  of  their  being  all  precindts. 

The  twelve  out-parifhes  in  Middlefex  and  Surry,  and  the  five  in  Wefl- 
minfler,  were  then  wholly  exempt. 

In  the  year  1603,  on  the  29th  of  December,  the  firfl  of  the  conti- 
nued weekly  bills  of  mortality  extant  at  the  parifh-clerks  hall  begins. 
Since  which  time  a weekly  account  hath  been  kept  there  of  chriflenings 
and  burials. 

In  1604,  were  added  to  the  hundred  and  nine  parifhes  thefe  under- 
mentioned ; to  the  then  thirteen,  the  three  parifhes  mentioned  to  be  wanting 
of  the  fixteen,  viz.  St.  Bartholomew  the  Great,  Bridewell  precindt,  and 
Trinity  in  the  Minories;  and  thefe  eight,  viz. 
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St.  Clements  Danes,  St.  Leonard  Shoreditch, 

St.  Giles  in  the  Fields,  St.  Mary  in  Whitechapel, 

St.  James  at  Clarkenwell,  St.  Martin  in  the  Fields, 

St.  Catharine  Tower,  St.  Mary  Magdalen  Bermondfey. 

In  1606  was  added  to  thofe  eight  St.  Mary  at  the  Savoy. 

In  16 1 1,  on  the  19th  of  January,  the  parifh-clerks,  who  had  been 
incorporated  by  letters  patent  of  the  1 7th  of  king  Henry  III.  in  the  year 
i233>  hy  the  name  of  the  Fraternity  of  St.  Nicholas , were  reincorpo- 
rated by  charter  of  the  9th  of  king  James  I. 

In  1625,  the  bills  of  mortality  having  now  acquired  a general  reputation, 
the  company  of  parifh-clerks  obtained  a decree,  or  adt,  under  the  feal  of  the 
High- commiflion -court  or  Star-chamber,  for  the  keeping  of  a printing-prefs 
in  their  hall,  in  order  to  the  printing  of  the  weekly  and  general  bills  within 
the  city  of  London  and  liberties  thereof ; for  which  purpofe  a printer  is 
aflignedby  the  archbifhop  of  Canterbury.  And  on  the  1 8 th  of  July  that 
year,  a printing-prefs  was  accordingly  fe t up,  and  an  order  then  made,  that 
from  thenceforth  the  weekly  reports  of  the  burials,  within  the  limits  afore- 
faid,  fhould  be  printed,  with  the  number  of  burials  againft  every  parifh  j 
which  till  that  time  had  not  been  done. 

The  year  following,  viz.  1626,  the  parifh  or  precindt  of  St.  James 
Duke’s  place  was  added  to  the  then  ninety  fix  parifhes  within  the  walls: 
all  which  parifhes,  ever  fipce  their  feveral  additions,  and  the  other  ever 
fince  the  year  1604,  brought  to  the  company  of  parifh  clerks,  not  only  the 
number  of  all  the  christenings  and  burials,  but  alfo  an  account  of  all  the 
difeafes  and cafualties , though  no  fuch  account  was  publifhed  till  1629. 

In  this  year,  1626,  the  city  of  Weftminfter  was  likewife  added,  which 
brought  in  only  the  number  of  the  chriftenings,  burials,  and  plague, 
without  taking  notice  of  or  fpecifying  any  other  difeafes  or  cafualties. 

In  1629,  was  inferted  an  account  of  the  difeafes  and  cafualties , with 
the  diftindtion  of  males  and  females. 

In  1636,  the  parifhes  of  Hackney,  Iflington,  Lambeth,  Newington, 
Rotherith,  and  Stepney,  brought  in  their  reports  of  the  chriftenings,  bu- 
rials, and  plague,  in  like  manner  and  form,  as  the  city  of  Weft  minder  had 
before  done. 

In  1647,  the  parifh  of  St.  Paul,  Covent- Garden,  was  added,  making 
the  number  of  out- parifhes  ten. 
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In  1660,  the  bills  were  new- modelled,  and  the  account  of  all  the  dif- 
eafes  and  calualties,  in  the  whole  130  parishes,  was  brought  in  j and 
the  twelve  parifhes  in  Middlefex  and  Surrey  were  made  a divifion  by  them- 
felves;  and  the  five  parishes  within  the  city  and  liberties  of  Weftminfter  were 
made  a divifion  in  the  bills  by  themfelves;  whereas  before  they  were  inter- 
mixed with  each  other. 

In  1665,  totals  of  the  chriftenings  were  diftindtly  fet  down  in 
the  bills,  under  each  of  the  four  divifions  of  the  ninety  feven,  fixteen, 
twelve,  and  five  parifiies  refpedtively. 

In  1670,  St.  Paul’s,  Shadwell,  heretofore  part  of  Stepney  and  a cha- 
pel of  eafe  to  the  fame,  was  added  to  the  twelve  parifhes  in  Middlefex 
and  Surrey. 

In  1671,  Chrift-church  in  Surrey,  heretofore  part  of  St.  Saviour’s, 
Southwark,  was  added  to  the  out-parifhes  in  Middlefex  and  Surrey,  mak- 
ing the  number  of  parifhes  one  hundred  and  thirty  two. 

In  1685,  July  14,  St.  James’s  Weftminfter  was  added  ; 

In  1686,  April  6,  St.  Anne’s  Weftminfter  ; 

In  1694,  April  1 7,  St.  John  Wapping ; 

In  1726,  June  28,  St.  Mary  le  Strand  ; 

In  1729,  October  7,  St.  Geoge  Hanover  Square  ; and 

December  16,  St.  Peter  ad  Vincula , in  the  Tower  of  London,  was 
added:  but  a conteft  arifing  between  the  inhabitants  of  the  Tower-liberty 
without  and  within  the  Tower,  whether  this  church  of  St.  Peter  ad  Vin- 
cula was  parochial  or  not,  the  queftion  was  tried  in  the  court  of  King’s- 
bench  at  Weftminfter,  in  1730,  when  it  was  determined  in  the  negative; 
which  occafioned  this  church  to  be  left  out  of  the  bill  of  mortality  foon  after. 

In  the  fame  year,  1729,  were  added  likewife  the  parilhes  of 
Chrift.Church  Spittlefields, 

St.  George  Radcliffe  High- way, 

St.  George  the  Martyr,  in  Queen ’s-fquare,  and 

In  1730,  September  22,  St.  Anne  Limehoufe  ; 

In  1731,  April  13,  St.  George  Bloomfbury  ; 

Auguft  3,  St.  John  Evangelift  Weftminfter  ; 

In  1733,  Auguft  21,  St.  John  in  Southwark ; 

November  27,  St.  Luke  in  Old-ftreet;  and 

In  1746,  St.  Matthew  Bethnal-Green. 
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To  what  Capt.  Graunt  obferves,  in  his  fourth  chapter  on  the  plague* 
may  be  added  the  following  remark.  Before  the  plague  begins,  there 
fometimes  dies  not  one  in  a week  of  the  fpotted  fever,  and  never  at  moft 
above  four  ( a ).  But  in  the  firft  week  of  the  plague  there  die  twelve, 
and  afterwards  the  number  increafes  as  the  plague  increafes,  fo  that  there 
frequently  die  above  a hundred,  and  one  week  one  hundred  and  ninety. 
This  fever  decreafes  again  with  the  plague.  There  is  reafon  therefore  to 
fufpedt,  that  this  fever  was  the  fame  from  the  beginning,  as  the  true 
plague  : at  leaft,  if  we  consider  what  has  juft  now  been  obferved,  we  muft 
fuppofe,  that  the  true  plague  very  often  paffed  under  the  name  of  the 
lpotted- fever.  This  might  be  done  willfully  by  fome,  who  were  unwilling 
to  own,  that  the  plague  was  in  their  houfes ; v/hich  is  worth  the  attention 
of  the  magiftrate.  It  probably  fometimes  happened  by  a miftake  through 
ignorance  j purples  only  appearing  in  feveral,  who  had  the  plague,  with- 
out any  buboes  or  carbuncles  5 which  is  worth  the  attention  of  phyfici- 
ans(^).  But,  however  it  happened,  we  muft  conclude,  that  great  as  the 
reputed  number  was  of  thofe,  who  died  of  the  plague,  the  real  number 
was  ftill  greater,  by  all  or  moft  of  the  one  thoufand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty  nine,  who  are  faid  to  have  died  of  the  fpotted-fever  j for  this  is  a 
greater  number,  than  is  found  to  have  died  of  it  in  twenty  other  years. 
The  number  of  thofe  likewife,  who  die  of  the  plain  or  common  fever, 
may  be  obferved  to  rife  every  week  with  the  plague,  and  to  decreafe  with 
it  j fo  that  in  one  week,  during  the  height  of  the  plague,  three  hundred 
and  eighty  three  are  reputed  to  die  of  a fever,  when  at  the  beginning  and 
end  of  the  year  not  above  one  tenth  of  this  number  is  found  under  this 
article  j and  in  the  whole  year,  the  number  of  deaths  by  fevers  is  five 
times  as  great  as  that  of  ordinary  years.  So  that  from  both  thefe  articles 
we  may  fairly  take  five  thoufand,  and  add  them  to  fixty  eight  thoufand  five 
hundred  and  ninety  fix,  the  reputed  number  of  thofe,  who  were  deftroyed 
by  the  plague  : and  even  then  we  fhall  be  far  from  having  the  whole  num- 
ber j for  the  bills  of  mortality  did  not  take  in  thofe,  who  died  among  the

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diflenters,  or  in  Ludgate,  Newgate,  Chrift-church  hofpital,  and  many 
other  places  (<r). 

On  this  head  of  the  plague  it  is  very  obfervable,  that  London  has  now 
been  free  from  it  for  near  a century,  though  before  the  laft  plague  there 
are  but  few  yearly  bills  without  it ; and  there  hardly  palled  any  twenty  years 
together,  in  one  of  which  it  did  not  rage  to  fuch  a degree,  that  it  could 
not  be  miftaken,  which  might  be  fufpeCted,  when  only  a few  are  faid  to 
have  died  of  it.  This  would  almoft  tempt  one  to  doubt  the  truth  of  the 
common  opinion,  that  the  plague  was  never  bred  in  England,  but  has  al- 
ways been  imported  from  other  countries,  where  it  is  endemial.  For  if 
it  always  comes  from  abroad,  and  the  danger  of  its  being  imported  is  in 
proportion  to  the  imports  made  from  other  nations,  we  muft  have  had  much 
more  of  the  infection  brought  to  us  during  the  laft  century,  than  in  any 
preceding  one,  as  the  trade  of  the  nation  has  been  unqueftionably  greater. 
But  perhaps  it  will  be  thought,  that  though  we  have  no  caufes  among  us 
ftrong  enough  to  produce  the  plague,  yet  there  may  be  fuch,  as  will  dif- 
pofe  us  to  receive  the  infection  at  one  time,  and  be  too  weak  to  admit  it 
at  another  j juft  as  experience  has  frequently  taught  us,  that  the  fame  quan- 
tity of  infection  will  fometimes  communicate  the  fmall-pox,  and  fometimes 
fail  of  doing  it.  Whether  then  we  are  become  lefs  apt  to  breed,  or  to  re- 
ceive this  dreadful  evil,  one  of  the  caufes  of  this  happy  event  feems  to  be 
the  greater  frelhnefs  and  purity  of  the  air  of  London,  finee  the  rebuilding 
of  it  after  the  great  fire  j the  ftrcets  being  made  wider,  and  the  inhabitants 
not  crowded  fo  clofely  together.  As  it  is  perhaps  owing  to  its  being  more 
thinly  peopled  than  the  reft  of  the  world,  that  America  has  never  yet  been 
vifited  with  the  plague,  while  the  crowded  and  filthy  cities  of  Cairo  and 
Conftantinople  are  feldom  free  from  it.  Another,  and  probably  the  moft 
effectual  prefervative  has  been  the  great  quantity  of  water  from  the 
Thames  and  the  New  river,  which,  for  the  laft  century,  has  wafhed  the 
houfes  fo  plentifully,  and  afterwards  running  down  into  the  kennels  and 
common  fewers,  conftantly  hinders,  or  weakens  the  tendency  to  putrefac- 
tion : and  if  more  water  could  ftill  be  derived  into  our  houfes,  ftreets,  and 
common  fewers,  it  might  perhaps  fully  make  amends  for  the  imperfections 
of  quarantines,  arifing  from  the  though tlcflhefs,  negligence,  avarice,  and 
obftinacy  of  thofe,  who  may  have  the  direction  of  them,  or  of  thofe  by 
whom  they  ftiould  be  performed. 

(c)  See  the  letter  of  J.  Tillifon.  The  writer  mentions  a report,  which  feems  almoft  incredible,  that 
the  Quaker*  buried  a thoufand  in  a week  for  fomc  weeks  together. 
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The  deaths  imputed  to  the  meafles  are  very  remarkably  different  in  dif- 
ferent years : and  yet  it  is  poflible,  that  this  difeafe  is  not  in  reality  fo  ve- 
ry irregularly  epidemical  or  fatal,  as  by  the  bills  it  appears  to  be.  The 
fcarlet  fever  and  malignant  fore  throat  often  occafion  fuch  appearances 
upon  the  fkin,  as  may  eafily  be  miftaken  for  the  meafles  by  better  judges, 
than  the  mothers  and  nurfes  j who  thinking  themfelves  able  to  diftinguifh 
this  diftemper,  and  equal  to  the  management  of  it,  often  call  in  no  other 
afliftance.  This  miftake  is  well  known  to  have  been  fometimes  made 
within  thefe  few  years,  during  which  the  fcarlet  fever  and  malignant  fore 
throat  have  been  fo  common.  It  may  perhaps  have  happened  in  every 
year,  in  which  an  extraordinary  number  of  deaths  are  charged  to  the 
meafles  j and  confequently  thofe  two  formidable  diftempers,  (if  they  are 
two  diftindt  diftempers,  and  not  one  and  the  fame)  being  difguifed  under 
the  name  of  the  meafles,  may  have  been  older,  and  more  general  than  is 
ufually  imagined. 

The  large  article  of  deaths  by  convulfions  belongs  chiefly,  if  not  folely, 
to  children  under  two  years  of  age  j which  will  eaflly  appear,  if  in  any 
year  we  fet  aftde  the  number  of  thofe,  who  die  by  difeafes,  in  which 
children  are  known  to  have  no  (hare,  allowing  at  the  fame  time  to  the 
children  any  reafonable  proportion  of  thofe  difeafes,  to  which  they  are  fub- 
jedt  in  common  with  grown  perfons : for  there  will  ftill  remain  the  deaths 
of  fo  many  children  to  be  accounted  for,  as  will  fill  up,  befides  the  dif- 
eafes peculiar  to  them,  almoft  the  whole  number  of  deaths  by  convulfions. 

The  yearly  fum  of  the  deaths  ranged  under  the  heads  of  apoplexies, 
fuddenly,  planet-ftruck,  lethargies,  and  palfies,  fludtuates  without  any 
conftant  increafe  or  decreafe,  till  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  century : 
from  which  time  this  fum  has  been  perpetually  increafing,  fo  that  the  mid- 
dle proportion  of  it  for  every  ten  years  to  the  total  of  the  burials  conftant- 
ly  exceeds  that  of  the  preceding  ten  years.  In  the  laft  ten  years  this  in- 
creafe has  been  the  greateft  of  all,  nearly  one  fourth  more  having  died  of 
thefe  diftempers,  than  there  did  at  a medium  in  any  other  fucceflive  ten 
years  $ and  a double  proportion  died  of  them  in  thefe  ten  years,  to  what 
there  did  at  an  average  in  the  fame  fpace  of  time  before  the  beginning  of 
this  century.  Is  this  difference  only  an  apparent  one,  arifing  from  the 
placing  of  feme  deaths  under  thefe  in  the  later  bills,  which  formerly  came 
under  ether  articles  ? There  feems  no  reafon  for  fuch  a fufpicion,  and  the 
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gradual  increafe  of  thefe  fums  is  an  argument  againft  it.  If  the  increafe 
be  real,  is  it  owing  to  any  alteration  in  our  manners,  or  diet  ? And  what  is 
that  alteration  ? The  practice  of  drinking  fpirituous  liquors  mud,  pro- 
bably, anfwer  for  fome  part  of  this  j and  it  might  be  of  public  ufe,  if 
fome  attention  were  paid  to  the  finding  out  of  the  other  caufes. 

But  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  increafe  in  the  diftempers  juft  men- 
tioned, or  in  any  other,  which  is  not  likely  to  be  abundantly  made  amends 
for,  by  the  decreafe  in  the  numbers  deftroyed  by  the  fmall-pox,  which 
may  be  hoped  for  from  the  practice  of  inoculation.  The  good  effects  of 
which  do  not  yet  appear  for  want  of  its  being  more  general : for  while 
inoculation  prevails  only  among  a part  of  any  number  of  people,  who  all 
have  an  intercourfe  with  one  another,  it  may  occafion  as  many  deaths  by 
fpreading  the  diftemper  in,  as  it  is  called,  the  natural  way,  as  it  prevents 
among  thofe,  on  whom  it  is  pra&ifed. 

The  reader  may  find,  that  the  fum  total,  as  fet  down  in  the  bills,  of 
all  the  deaths,  does  not  correfpond  in  fome  years  to  the  fum  of  the  parti- 
culars, which  is  owing  to  fome  miftake  in  the  original  bills. 

The  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  Rhode-Ifland,  taken  by  order  of  the 
lords  commiffioners  of  trade,  was  in  the  year

And  it  is  believed,  that  within  the  time  here  mentioned  there  had  been 
little  or  no  acceflion  made  to  them  by  new-comers  from  other  places.  From 
this  account  it  appears,  that  the  inhabitants  of  that  country  were  nearly 
doubled  in  eighteen  years : and  great  as  this  increafe  is,  there  are  probably 
even  among  them  fome  caufes  fubfifting,  which  hinder  their  increafe  from 
being  fo  great,,  as  it  naturally  would  be.  What  then  are  we  to  think  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Great  Britain,  who  increafe  fo  flowly,  if  they  do  at  all, 
that  fome  intelligent  perfons  have  been  inclined  to  believe,  that  they  even 
decreafe  ? And  as  to  the  inhabitants  within  the  bills  of  mortality,  it  is 
evident,  that  there  is  a great  wafte,  and  conftant  leflening  of  their  number, 
which  is  annually  filled  up  by  fupplies  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  Pride, 
poverty,  the  abufe  of  fpirituous  liquors,  the  crowded  manner  of  living  in 
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our  cities,  the  unhealthfulnefs  of  many  occupations,  and  the  falfe  ridicule 
thrown  upon  marriage,  particularly  by  thofe  great  patrons  of  debauchery, 
who  wrote  for  the  ftage  towards  the  end  of  the  lafl  century  and  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  prefent,  feem  to  be  fome  of  the  caufes,  which  reflrain  the 
natural  fertility  of  mankind  in  Great  Britain.  Whoever  could  find  them  all 
out,  and  provide  a proper  remedy  for  them,  as  far  as  they  will  admit  of 
being  remedied,  would  remove  evils,  which  do  more  to  difpeople  this  nation, 
than  has  ever  been  done  by  famine,  war,  or  peftilence.  But  it  is  not  to  be 
expedted  in  a country  fo  populous  as  England,  that  the  increafe  fhould  be 
as  great,  as  in  thofe  parts  of  the  globe,  which  are  thinly  peopled.  For  the 
nearer  any  country  approaches  to  the  point,  at  which  it  would  be  flocked 
With  as  many  inhabitants  as  it  can  maintain,  the  more  extenfively  will  the 
difficulties  be  felt  of  providing  for  children  j and  theft  may  reafonably  dif- 
courage  many  from  marrying  early,  and  not  a few  from  marrying  at  all. 

The  Foundling- hofpital  muff;  have  made  a difference  in  the  proportion 
of  the  births  to  the  burials,  and  of  the  burials  of  infants  to  thofe  of  adults, 
ever  fince  it  was  firfl  opened  March  25,  174 1 ; and  a very  confiderable  one, 
ever  fince  it  has  received  all  the  children  that  are  brought ; which  it  began 
to  do  in  June  1756. 

For  though  many  children  are  fent  thither  from  the  country,  yet  the 
greateft  part  received  into  the  hofpital  are  undoubtedly  born  in  London, 
and  are  accounted  for  in  the  births  j but  the  deaths  of  none  of  thefe  chil- 
dren are  ever  inferted  in  the  London  bills.  Such  of  them  as  die  in  the  coun- 
try, are  buried  there  j and  fuch  as  die  in  the  hofpital,  are  buried  in  Pancras 
parifh,  which  is  out  of  the  bills  of  mortality.  This  fhould  be  attended  to 
in  all  calculations,  in  which  it  may  be  concerned  j and  in  particular,  this 
will  account  for  fome  part  of  the  increafed  proportion  of  apoplexies,  &c. 
to  the  other  deaths  for  the  lafl  ten  years ; for  thefe  are  not  the  difeafes  of 
children,  and  confequently  there  is  little  or  no  deduction  made  from  thefe 
diflempers,  while  a confiderable  deduction  is  made  from  the  fum  total  of 
the  burials.

C H A P.  I. 


Of  the  Bills  of  Mortality , their  beginning  and  progrefs. 


TH  E firft  of  the  continued  weekly  bills  of  mortality  extant  at  the  parifh 
clerks  hall  begins  the  twenty  ninth  of  December  1603,  being  the  firft 
year  of  King  James  his  reign  ; fince  when  a weekly  account  hath  been 
kept  there  of  burials  and  chriftnings.  It  is  true,  there  were  bills  before,  viz.  for 
the  years  1592,-93,-94;  but  fo  interrupted  fince,  that  I could  not  depend  upon 
the  fufficiency  of  them,  rather  relying  upon  thofe  accounts,  which  have  been  kept 
fince  in  order,  as  to  all  the  ufes  I fhall  make  of  them. 

2.  I believe,  that  the  rife  of  keeping  thefe  accounts  was  taken  [from  the  plague : 
for  the  faid  bills  (for  ought  appears)  firft  began  in  the  faid  year  1592,  being  a 
time  of  great  mortality ; and,  after  fome  difufe,  were  refumed  again  in  the  year 
1603,  after  the  great  plague  then  happening  likewife. 

3.  Thefe  bills  were  printed  and  publifhed,  not  only  every  week,  on  Thurfdays, 
but  alfo  a general  account  of  the  whole  year  was  given  in  upon  the  Thurfday  be- 
fore Chriftmas-day:  which  faid  general  accounts  have  been  prefented  in  the  feveral 
manners  following,  viz.  from  the  year  1603  to  the  year  1624,  inclufive,  accord- 
ing to  the  pattern  here  inferted.

8.  Covent-Garden  being  made  a parifh,  the  nine  out-parifhes  were  called  the  ten 
out-parifhes,  the  which  in  former  years  were  but  eight. 

9.  In  the  year  1660,  the  1 aft- mentioned  ten  parilhes,  with  Weftminfter,  Isling- 
ton, Lambeth,  Stepney,  Newington,  Hackney,  and  Redriff,  are  entered  under 
two  divifions,  viz.  the  one  containing  the  twelve  parilhes  lying  in  Middlefex  and 
Surrey,  and  the  other  the  five  parilhes  within  the  city  and  liberties  of  Weftminfter, 
viz.  St.  Clement  Danes,  St.  Paul’s  Covent- Garden,  St.  Martin’s  in  the  Fields,  St. 
Mary-Savoy,  and  St.  Margaret’s  Weftminfter. 

10.  We  have  hitherto  defcribed  the  feveral  fteps,  whereby  the  bills  of  mortality 
are  come  up  to  their  prefent  ftate  : we  come  next  to  Ihew  how  they  are  made  and 
compofed,  which  is  in  this  manner,  viz.  When  any  one  dies,  then,  either  by 
tolling,  or  ringing  of  a bell,  or  by  befpeaking  of  a grave  of  the  fexton,  the  fame  is 
known  to  the  fearchers,  correfponding  with  the  faid  fexton. 

11.  The 
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11.  The  fearchers  hereupon  (who  are  antient  matrons,  fwom  to  their  office)  re- 
pair to  the  place  where  the  dead  corps  lies,  and  by  view  of  the  fame,  and  by  other 
enquiries,  they  examine  by  what  difeafe  or  cafualty  the  corps  died.  Hereupon  they  . 
make  their  report  to  the  parifti  clerk,  and  he,  every  Tuefday  night,  carries  in  an 
account  of  all  the  burials  and  chriftnings  happening  that  week,  to  the  clerk  of  the 
hall.  On  Wednefday  the  general  account  is  made  up  and  printed,  and  on  Thurf- 
day  publilhed  and  difperfed  to  the  fevcral  families,  who  will  pay  four  ffiiliings  per 
annum  for  them. 

12.  Memorandum,  that  although  the  general  yearly  bills  have  been  fet  out  in 
the  feveral  varieties  aforementioned,  yet  the  original  entries  in  the  hall-books  were 
as  exadt  in  the  very  firft  year,  as  to  all  particulars,  as  now  ; and  the  fpecifying  of 
cafualties  and  difeafes  was  probably  more. 

General  obfervations  upott  the  cafualties. 

IN  my  difeourfes  upon  thefe  bills,  I fhall  firft  fpeak  of  the  cafualties;  then  give 
my  obfervations  with  reference  to  the  places  and  parifhes  comprehended  in  the 
bills  ; and  next  of  the  years  and  fealbns. 

i .  There  feems  to  be  good  reafon,  why  the  magiftrate  fhould  himfelf  take  notice  of 
the  numbers  of  burials  and  chriftnings,  viz.  to  fee  whether  the  city  increafe  or  decreafe 
in  people  ; whether  it  increafe  proportionably  v/ith  the  reft  of  the  nation  ; whether 
it  be  grown- big  enough,  or  too  big,  &c.  But  why  the  fame  fhould  be  made  known 
to  the  people,  otherwife  than  to  pleafe  them,  as  with  a curiofity,  I fee  not. 

2.  Nor  could  I ever  yet  learn  (from  the  many  I have  afked,  and  thofe  not  of 
the  lead  lagacity)  to  what  purpofe  the  diftindtion  between  males  and  females  is 
inferred,  or  at  all  taken  notice  of?  or  why  that  of  marriages  was  not  equally  given 
in?  Nor  is  it  obvious  to  every  body,  why  the  account  of  cafualties  (whereof  we 
are  now  fpeakingf  is  made  ? The  reafon,  which  feems  moft  obvious  for  this  latter, 
is,  that  the  ftate  of  health  in  the  city  may  at  all  times  appear. 

3.  Now  it  may  be  objedted,  that  the  fame  depends  moft  upon  the  accounts  of 
epidemical  difeafes,  and  upon  the  chief  of  them  all,  the  plague.  Wherefore  the 
mention  of  the  reft  feems  only  matter  of  curiofity. 

4.  But  to  this  we  anfwer,  that  the  knowledge  even  of  the  numbers,  which  die  of 
the  plague,  is  not  fufficiently  deduced  from  the  meer  report  of  the  fearchers,  which 
only  the  bills  afford  ; but  from  other  ratiocinations,  and  comparings  of  the  plague 
with  fome  other  cafualties. 

5.  For  we  fhall  make  it  probable,  that  in  the  years  of  plague,  a quarter  part 
more  dies  of  that  difeafe  than  are  fet  down  : the  fame  we  fhall  prove  by  other  ca- 
fualties. Wherefore,  if  it  be  neceffary  to  impart  to  -the  world  a good  account  of 
fome  few  cafualties,  which  fince  it  cannot  well  be  done  without  giving  an  account 
of  them  all,  then  is  our  common  pradtice  of  fo  doing  very  apt  and  rational. 

6.  Now,  to  make  thefe  corredtions  upon  the,  perhaps,  ignorant  and  carelefp 
fearchers  reports,  I confidered  firft  of  what  authority  they  were  of  themfelves  ; that 
is,  whether  any  credit  at  all  were  to  be  given  to  their  diftinguifhments  : and  find- 
ing that  many  of  the  calyalties  were  but  matter  of  fenfe,  as  whether  a child  were 

abortive 
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abortive  or  ftillborn  ; whether  men  were  aged,  that  is  to  fay,  above  fixty  years  old, 
or  thereabouts,  when  they  died,  without  any  curious  determination  •,  whether  fuch 
aged  perfons  died  purely  of  age,  as  for  that  the  innate  heat  was  quite  extindf,  or 
the  radical  moifture  quite  dried  up  (for  I have  heard  fome  candid  phyficians  com- 
plain of  the  darknefs,  which  themfelves  were  in  hereupon)  I fay,  that  thefe  diftin- 
guilhments  being  but  matter  of  fenfe,  I concluded  the  fearchers  report  might  be 
fufficient  in  the  cafe. 

7.  As  for  confumptions,  if  the  fearchers  do  but  truly  report  (as  they  may)  whe- 
ther the  dead  corps  were  very  lean  and  worn  away,  it  matters  not  to  many  of  our 
purpofes,  whether  the  difeafe  were  exactly  the  fame,  as  phyficians  define  it  in  their 
books.  Moreover,  in  cafe  a man  of  feventy  five  years  old  died  of  a cough  (of 
which  had  he  been  free,  he  might  have  poflibly  lived  to  ninety)  I efteem  it  little 
error  (as  to  many  of  our  purpoles)  if  this  perfon  be  in  the  table  of  cafualties  reckon- 
ed among  the  aged,  and  not  placed  under  the  title  of  coughs. 

8.  In  the  matters  of  infants  I would  defire  but  to  know  clearly,  what  the  fearch- 
ers mean  by  infants;  as  whether  children,  that  cannot  fpeak,  as  the  word  infant  feems 
to  fignify,  or  children  under  two  or  three  years  old  ; although  I fhould  not  be  finis- 
hed, whether  the  infant  died  of  wind,  or  of  teeth,  or  of  the  convulfioh,  &c.  or 
were  choaked  with  phlegm,  or  elfe  of  teeth,  convulfion,  and  fcowring,  apart,  or 
together,  which,  they  fay,  do  often  caule  one  another  ; for,  I fay,  it  is  fome  what 
to  know  how  many  die  ufually  before  they  can  fpeak,  or  how  many  live  pall  any 
afligned  number  of  years. 

9.  I fay,  it  is  enough,  if  we  know  from  the  fearchers  but  the  moll  predominant 
fymptoms;  as  that  one  died  of  the  head-ach,  who  was  forely  tormented  with  it, 
though  the  phyficians  were  of  opinion,  that  the  difeafe  was  in  the  fbomach.  Again, 
if  one  died  fuddenly,  the  matter  is  not  great,  whether  it  be  reported  in  the  bills, 
fuddenly,  apoplexy,  or  planet-ftrucken,  &c. 

10.  To  conclude,  in  many  of  thefe  cafes  the  fearchers  are  able  to  report  the 
opinion  of  the  phyfician,  who  was  with  the  patient,  as  they  receive  the  fame  from 
the  friends  of  the  defundt : and  in  very  many  cafes,  fuch  as  drowning,  fcalding, 
bleeding,  vomiting,  making  away  themfelves,  lunatics,  fores,  fmall-pox,  &c. 
their  own  fenl'es  are  fufficient,  and  the  generality  of  the  world  are  able  pretty  well 
to  diftinguilh  the  gout,  (tone,  dropfy,  falling- ficknefs,  palfy,  agues,  pleurify, 
rickets,  one  from  another. 

11.  But  now  as  for  thofe  cafualties,  which  are  apteft  to  be  confounded  and  mif- 
taken,  I fhall  in  the  enfuing  difcourfe  prefume  to  touch,  upon  them  lb  far,  as  the 
learning  of  thefe  bills  hath  enabled  me. 

12.  Having  premifed  thefe  general  advertifements,  our  firlt  obfervation  upon 
the  cafualties  fhall  be,  that  in  twenty  years  there  dying  of  all  difeafes  and  ca final - 
ties  229250,  that  71124  died  of  the  thrufh,  convulfion,  rickets,  teeth  and  worms; 
and  as  abortives,  chryfomes,  infants,  livergrown,  and  overlaid  ; that  is  to  lay, 
that  about  -l  of  the  whole  died  of  thofe  difeales,  which  we  guefs  did  all  light  upon 
children  under  four  or  five  years  old. 

13.  There  died  alfo  of  the  fmall-pox,  fwine-pox,  and  mealies,  and  of  worms 
without  convulfions,  12210,  of  which  number  we  fuppofe  likewife,  that  about  * 
might  be  children  under  fix  years  old.  Now,  if  weconfider  that  fixteen  of  the  laid 
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229250  died  of  that  extraordinary  and  grand  cafualty,  the  plague,  we  fliall  find 
that  about  thirty  fix  per.  centum  of  all  quick  conceptions  died  before  fix  years  old. 

14.  The  fecond  obfervation  is,  that  of  the  faid  229250  dying  of  all  difeafes, 
there  died  of  acute  difeafes  (the  plague  excepted)  but  about  50000,  or  ~ parts. 
The  which  proportion  doth  give  a meafure  of  the  ftate,  and  difpofition  of  this  cli- 
mate and  air  as  to  health  j .thefe  acute  and  epidemical  difeafes  happening  fuddenly 
and  vehemently, , upon  the  like  corruptions  and  alterations  in  the  air. 

15.  The  third  obfervation  isj  that  of  the  faid  229250,  about  feventy  died  of 
chronical  difeafes,  which  fhews  (as  I conceive)  the  ftate  and  difpofition  of  the 
country  (including  as  well  its  food  as  air)  in  reference  to  health,  or  rather  to  lon- 
gevity.: for  as  the  proportion  of  acute  and  epidemical  difeafes  fhews  the  aptnefs  of 
the  air  to  fudden  and  vehement  impreffions  ; fo  the  chronical  difeafes  fhew  the  or- 
dinary temper  of  the  place : fo  that  upon  the  proportion  of  chronical  difeafes  feems 
to  hang  the  judgment  of  the  fitnefs  of  the  country  for  long  life.  For,  I conceive, 
that  in  countries  fubjedt  to  great  epidemical  fweeps,  men  may  live  very  long,  but, 
where  the  proportion  of  the  chronical  diftempers  is  great,  it  is  not  likely  to  be  fo  j 
becaufe  men  being  long  fick,  and  always  fickly,  cannot  live  to  any  great  age,  as 
we  lee  in  feveral  forts  of  metal-men,  who,  although  they  are  lefs  fubjedt  to  acutr 
difeafes  than  others,  yet  feldom  live  to  be  old,  that  is,  not  to  reach  unto  thofe 
years,  which  David  lays  is  the  age  of  man. 

16.  The  fourth  obfervation  is,  that  of  the  faid  229250,  not  4000  died  of  out- 
ward griefs,  as  of  cancers,  fiftulas,  fores,  ulcers,  broken  and  bruifed  limbs,  im- 
pofthumes,  itch,  king’s-evil,  leprofy,  fcald-head,  fwine-pox,  wens,  &c.  viz.  not 
one  in  fixty. 

1 7.  In  the  next  place,  whereas  many  perfons  live  in  great  fear  and  apprehenfion 
of  fome  of  the  more  formidable  and  notorious  difeafes  following  •,  I fhall  only  fee 
down  how  many  died  of  each  : that  the  refpe£tive  numbers,  being  compared  with 
the  total  229250,  thofe  perfons  may  the  better  underftand  the  hazard  they  are  in.

18.  In 
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1 8,  In  the  foregoing  obfervations  we  ventured  to  make  a ftandard  of  the  health- 
fulnels  of  the  air  from  the  proportion  of  acute  and  epidemical  difeales,  and  of  the 
wholfomnefs  of  the  food  from  that  of  the  chronical.  Yet,  forafmuch  as  neither 
of  them  alone  do  fhew  the  longevity  of  the  inhabitants,  we  fhall  in  the  next  place 
come  to  the  more  abfolute  ftandard  and  correction  of  both,  which  is  the  propor- 
tion of  the  aged,  viz.  1 5757  to  the  total  229250 ; that  is,  of  about  1 to  15, 
or  7 per  cent.  Only  the  queftion  is,  what  number  of  years  the  fearchers  call  aged, 
which  I conceive  muft  be  the  fame  that  David  calls  fo,  viz.  70.  For  no  man 
can  be  faid  to  die  properly  of  age,  who  is  much  lefs.  It  follows  from  hence,  that 
if  in  any  other  country  more  than  feven  of  the  100  live  beyond  70,  fuch  country  is 
to  be  efteemed  more  healthful  than  this  of  our  city. 

19.  Before  we  fpeak  of  particular  cafualties,  we  fhall  obferve,  that  among  the 
feveral  cafualties  fome  bear  a conftant  proportion  unto  the  whole  number  of  bu- 
rials •,  fuch  are  chronical  difeaies,  and  the  difeales  whereunto  the  city  is  moft  fub- 
je&i  as  for  example,  confumptions,  dropfies,  jaundice,  gout,  ftone,  palfy,  fcur- 
vy,  rifing  of  the  lights  or  mother,  rickets,  aged,  agues,  fevers,  bloody- flux  and 
fcowring  : nay,  fome  accidents,  as  grief,  drowning,  men’s  making  away  them- 
felves,  and  being  killed  by  feveral  accidents,  &c.  do  the  like  : whereas  epidemical 
and  malignant  difeales,  as  the  plague,  purples,  fpotted  fever,  fmall-pox  and 
mealies  do  not  keep  that  equality ; fo  as  in  fome  years,  or  months,  there  died  ten 
times  as  many  as  in  others. 

CHAP.  III. 

Of  particular  cafualties. 

i.  Ti  If  Y firft  obfervation  is,  that  few  are  ftarved.  This  appears,  for  that  of 

iVl  the  229250,  which  have  died,  we  find  not  above  fifty  one  to  have  been 
ftarved,  excepting  helplefs  infants  at  nurfe,  which  being  caufed  rather  by  carelefs- 
nefs,  ignorance,  and  infirmity  of  the  milch-women,  is  not  properly  an  effedf  or 
fign  of  want  of  food  in  the  country,  or  of  means  to  get  it. 

2.  The  obfervation,  which  I fhall  add  hereunto,  is,  that  the  vaft  number  of  beg  - 
gars, fwarming  up  and  down  this  city,  do  all  live,  and  feem  to  be  moft  of  them 
healthy  and  ftrong : whereupon  I make  this  queftion,  whether,  fince  they  do 
all  live  by  begging,  that  is,  without  any  kind  of  labour  ; it  were  not  better  for 
the  ftate  to  keep  them,  even  although  they  earned  nothing  ? that  lb  they  might 
live  regularly,  and  not  in  that  debauchery,  as  many  beggars  do  •,  and  that  they 
might  be  cured  of  their  bodily  impotencies,  or  taught  to  work,  each  according  to 
his  condition  and  capacity,  or  by  being  employed  in  lome  work  (not  better  un- 
done) might  be  accuftomed  and  fitted  for  labour. 

3.  To  this  fome  may  objebt,  that  beggars  are  now  maintained  by  voluntary  con- 
tributions, whereas  in  the  other  way  the  fame  muft  be  done  by  general  tax  ; and 
confequently,  the  objedts  of  charity  would  be  removed  and  taken  away. 

4.  To  which  we  anfwer,  that  in  Holland,  although  no  where  fewer  beggars 
appear  to  charm  up  commiferation  in  the  credulous,  yet  no  where  is  there  greater 
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or  more  frequent  charity : only  indeed  the  magiftrate  is  both  the  beggar,  and  the 
dilpofer  of  what  is  got  by  begging  •,  fo  as  all  givers  have  a moral  certainty,  that  their 
charity  fhall  be  well  applied. 

5.  Moreover,  I queftion,  whether  what  we  give  to  a wretch,  that  fhews  us  la- 
mentable fores  and  mutilations,  be  always  out  of  the  pureft  charity  ? that  is,  purely 
for  God’s  fake  i for  as  much  as  when  we  fee  fuch  objecfts,  we  then  feel  in  our- 
lelves  a kind  of  pain  and  pafllon  by  confent,  of  which  we  eafe  ourfelves,  when  we 
think  we  eafe  them,  with  whom  we  fympathized  •,  or  elfe  we  befpeak  aforehand 
the  like  commiferation  in  others  towards  ourfelves,  when  we  fhall  (as  we  fear  we 
may)  fall  into  the  like  diftrefs. 

6.  We  have  faid,  ’twere  better  the  public  fhould  keep  the  beggars,  though 
they  earned  nothing,  & c.  But  moft  men  will  laugh  to  hear  us  fuppole,  that  any 
able  to  work  (as  indeed  moft  beggars  are,  in  one  kind  of  meafure  or  another) 
fhould  be  kept  without  earning  any  thing.  But  we  anfwer,  that  if  there  be  but  a 
certain  proportion  of  work  to  be  done,  and  that  the  fame  be  already  done  by  the 
non- beggars,  then  to  employ  the  beggars  about  it,  will  but  transfer  the  want  from 
one  hand  to  another  j nor  can  a learner  work  fo  cheap  as  a fkilful  pradfifed  artift 
can.  As  for  example,  a pradtifed  fpinner  fhall  fpin  a pound  of  wool,  worth  two 
fhillings,  for  fix  - pence ; but  a learner,  undertaking  it  for  three-pence,  fhall- 
make  the  wool  indeed  into  yarn,  but  not  worth  twelve-pence. 

7.  This  little  hint  is  the  model  of  the  greateft  work  in  the  world,  which  is  the 
making  of  England  as  confiderable  for  trade  as  Holland  •,  for  there  is  but  a certain 
proportion  of  trade  in  the  world,  and  Holland  is  prepoftefTed  of  the  greateft  part  of 
it,  and  is  thought  to  have  more  fkill  and  experience  to  manage  it.  Wherefore  to 
bring  England  into  Holland’s  condition,  as  to  this  particular,  is  the  fame,  as  to 
fend  all  the  beggars  about  London  into  the  Weft  Country  to  fpin,  where  they 
fhall  only  fpoil  the  clothiers  wool,  and  beggar  the  prefent  fpinners  at  beft ; but,  at 
worft,  put  the  whole  trade  of  the  country  to  a ftand,  until  the  Hollander  being 
more  ready  for  it,  have  fnapt  that  with  the  reft. 

8.  My  next  obfervation  is,  that  but  few  are  murthered,  viz.  not  above  86  of 
the  229250,  which  have  died  of  other  difeafes  and  cafualties ; whereas  in  Paris 
few  nights  fcape  without  their  tragedy. 

9.  The  real'ons  of  this  we  conceive  to  be  two  : one  is  the  government  and  guard 
of  the  city  by  citizens  themfelves,  and  that  alternately  ; no  man  fettling  into  a 
trade  for  that  employment.  And  the  other  is  the  natural  and  cuftomary  abhor- 
rence of  that  inhuman  crime,  and  all  bloodfhed,  by  moft  Englifhmen  : for  of  all, 
that  are  executed,  few  are  for  murther.  Befides,  the  great  and  frequent  revolutions 
and  changes  in  government  fince  the  year  1650,  have  been  with  little  bloodfhed ; 
the  ufurpers  themfelves  having  executed  few  in  comparifon,  upon  the  account  of 
difturbing  their  innovations. 

-io.  In  brief,  when  any  dead  body  is  found  in  England,  no  algebraift,  or  un- 
cypherer  of  letters,  can  ufe  more  fubtile  fuppofitions  and  variety  of  conjectures  to 
find  out  the  demonftration  or  cypher,  than  every  common  unconcerned  perfon 
doth  to  find  out  the  murtherers,  and  that  for  ever,  until  it  be  done. 

11.  The  lunatics  are  alfo  but  few,  viz.  158  in  229250,  though  I fear  many 
more,  than  are  fet  down  in  our  bills,  few  being  entered  for  fuch,  but  thofe* 
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who  die  at  Bethlehem  ; and  there  all  Teem  to  die  of  their  lunacy,  who  died  lunatics ; 
for  there  is  much  difference  in  computing  the  number  of  lunatics,  that  die  (though 
of  fevers  and  all  other  difeafes,  unto  which  lunacy  is  no  fuperfedeas)  and  thofe,  that 
die  by  reafon  of  their  madnefs. 

.12.  So  that,  this  cafualty  being  fo  uncertain,  I fhall  not  force  myfelf  to  make 
any  inference  from  the  numbers  and  proportions  we  find  in  our  bills  concerning  it : 
only  I dare  enfure  any  man  at  this  prelent,  well  in  his  wits,  for  one  in  a thoufand, 
that  he  fhall  not  die  a lunatic  in  Bethlehem  within  thefe  feven  years,  becaufe  I find 
not  above  one  in  one  thoufand  five  hundred  have  done  fo. 

1 3.  The  like  ufe  may  be  made  of  the  accounts  of  men,  that  made  away  them- 
felves,  who  are  another  fort  of  mad-men,  that  think  to  eafe  themfelves  of  pain  by 
leaping  into  hell ; or  elfe  are  yet  more  mad,  fo  as  to  think  there  is  no  fuch  place  ; 
or  that  men  may  go  to  reft  by  death,  though  they  die  in  felf-murther,  the  great- 
ell  fin. 

. 14.  Welhall  fay  nothing  of  the  numbers  of  thofe,  that  have  been  drowned,  killed 
by  falls  from  fcaffolds,  or  by  carts  running  over  them,  &c.  becaufe  the  fame  de- 
pends upon  the  cafual  trade  and  employment  of  men,  and  upon  matters,  which  are 
but  circumfiantial  to  the  feafons  and  regions  we  live  in,  and  affords  little  of  that 
lcience  and  certainty  we  aim  at. 

15.  We  find  one  cafualty  in  our  bills,  of  which,  though  there  be  daily  talk, 
there  is  little  effedl,  much  like  our  abhorrence  of  toads  and  fnakes  as  moll  poifonous 
creatures,  whereas  few  men  dare  fay  upon  their  own  knowledge  they  ever  found 
harm  by  either;  and  this  cafualty  is  the  French  pox,  gotten,  for  the  moll  part,  not 
fo  much  by  the  intemperate  ufe  of  venery  (which  rather  caufeth  the  gout)  as  of 
many  common  women. 

16.  I fay,  the  bills  of  mortality  would  take  off  thele  bars,  which  keep  fome 
men  within  bounds,  as  to  thefe  extravagances  : for  in  the  aforementioned  229250, 
we  find  not  above  392  to  have  died  of  the  pox.  Now,  forafmuch  as  it  is  not  good 
to  let  the  world  be  lulled  into  a fecurity  and.  belief  of  impunity  by  our  bills,  which 
we  intend  fhall  not  be  only  as  deaths  heads  to  put  men  in  mind  of  their  mor- 
tality,- but  alfo  3s  Mercurial  llatues  to  point  out  the  moll  dangerous  ways,  that 
lead  us  into  it  and  mifery  ; we  fhall  therefore  fhew,  that  the  pox  is  not  as  the  toads 
and  fnakes  aforementioned,  but  of  a quite  contrary  nature,  together  with  the  rea- 
fon why  it  appears  otherwife. 

17.  Forafmuch  as  by  the  ordinary  difcourfe  of  the  world  it  feems  a great  part  of 
men  have,  at  one  time  or  other,  had  fome  fpecies  of  this  difeale,  I wondering  why 
fo  few  died  of  it,  efpecially  becaufe  I could  not  take  that  to  befo  harmlefs,  whereof 
fo  many  complained  very  fiercely ; upon  enquiry,  I found,  that  thofe,  who  died  of  it 
out  of  the  hofpitals  (efpecially  that  of  Kingfiand,  and  the  Lock  in  Southwarkj 
were  returned  of  ulcers  and  fores.  And  in  brief,  I found,  that  all  mentioned  to 
die  of  the  French  pox  were  returned  by  the  clerks  of  St.  Giles’s  and  St.  Martin’s 
in  the  Fields  only,  in  which  place  I underllood  that  moll  of  the  vilell  and  moll  mi- 
ferable  houfes  of  uncleannefs  were  : from  whence  I concluded,  that  only  hated  per- 
Ions,  and  fuch,  whofe  very  nofes  were  eaten  off,  were  reported  by  the  fearchers  to 
have  died  of  this  too  frequent  malady. 
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1 8.  In  the  next  place,  it  ffiall  be  examined,  under  what  name  or  cafualty  fuch, 
as  die  of  thefe  difeafes  are  brought  .in  : I fay,  under  the  confumption ; forafmuch 
as  all  dying  thereof  die  lo  emaciated  and  lean  (their  ulcers  difappearing  upon  death) 
that  the  old-women  fearchers,  after  the  mift  of  a cup  of  ale,  and  the  bribe  of  a 
two-groat  fee,  inftead  of  one,  given  them,  cannot  tell  whether  this  emaciation  or 
leannefs  were  from  a phthifis,  or  from  an  hedtic  fever,  atrophy,  &c.  or  from  an 
infection  of  the  fpermatic  parts,  which  in  length  of  time,  and  in  various  difguifes, 
hath  at  laft  vitiated  the  habit  of  the  body,  and  by  difabling  the  parts  to  digeft  their 
nourifhment,  brought  them  to  the  condition  of  leannefs  abovementioned. 

19.  My  next  obfervation  is,  that  of  the  rickets  we  find  no  mention  among  the 
cafualties,  until  the  year  1634,  and  then  but  of  14  for  that  whole  year. 

20.  Now  the  queftion  is,  whether  that  difeafe  did  firft  appear  about  that  time; 
or  whether  a difeafe,  which  had  been  long  before,  did  then  firft  receive  its  name  ? 

21.  To  clear  this  difficulty  out  of  the  bills  (for  I dare  venture  on  no  deeper  argu- 
ments) I enquired  what  other  cafualty  before  the  year  1634,  named  in  the  bills, 
was  mod:  like  the  rickets  •,  and  found,  not  only  by  pretenders  to  know  it,  but  alfo 
from  other  bills,  that  livergrown  was  the  neareft.  For  in  fome  years  I find 
livergrown,  fpleen,  and  rickets,  put  all  together,  by  reafon  (as  I conceive j of 
their  likenefs  to  each  other.  Hereupon  I added  the  Iivergrowns  of  the  year  1634, 
viz.  77.  to  the  rickets  of  the  fame  year,  viz.  14,  making  in  all  91  : which  total, 
as  alfo  the  number  77  itfelf,  I compared  with  the  livergrown  of  the  precedent 
year  1633,  viz.  82  : all  which  Ihewed  me,  that  the  rickets  was  a new  difeafe  over 
and  above. 

22.  Now,  this  being  but  a faint  argument,  I looked  both  forwards  and  back- 
wards, and  found,  that  in  the  year  1629,  when  no  rickets  appeared,  there  were 
but  94  Iivergrowns  ; and  in  the  year  1636  there  were  99  livergrown,  although 
there  were  alfo  50  of  the  rickets  : only  this  is  not  to  be  denied,  that  when  the 
rickets  grew  very  numerous  (as  in  the  year  1660,  viz.  521)  then  there  appeared 
not  above  15  of  livergrown. 

23.  In  the  year  1659  were  441  rickets,  and  8 livergrown.  In  the  year  1658 
were  476  rickets,  and  51  livergrown.  Now,  though  it  be  granted,  that  thefe  dif- 
eafes were  confounded  in  the  judgment  of  the  nurfes,  yet  it  is  molt  certain,  that 
the  livergrown  did  never  but  once,  viz.  anno  1630  exceed  100  ; whereas  anno 
1660,  livergrown  and  rickets  were  536. 

24.  It  is  alfo  to  be  obferved,  that  the  rickets  were  never  more  numerous  than 
now,  and  that  they  are  ftill  increafing;  for  anno  1649,  there  were  t)Ut  19°>  next 
year  260,  next  after  that  329,  and  fo  forwards,  with  fome  little  ftarting  backwards 
in  fome  years,  until  the  year  1660,  which  produced  the  greateft  of  all. 

25.  Now,  fuch  back-ftartings  feem  to  be  univerfal  in  all  things  •,  for  we  do  not 
only  fee  in  the  progreffive  motion  of  the  wheels  of  watches,  and  in  the  rowing  of 
boats,  that  there  is  a little  flarting  or  jerking  backwards  between  every  flep  for- 
wards, but  alfo  (if  I am  not  much  deceived)  there  appeared  the  like  in  the  motion 
of  the  moon,  which  in  the  long  telefcopes  at  Grelham- college  one  may  fenfibly 
difcern. 

26.  There  feems  alfo  to  be  another  new  difeafe,  called  by  our  bills  the  flopping 
of  the  flomach,  firft  mentioned  in  the  year  1636  ; the  which  malady3  from  that 
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year  to  1647,  increafed  but  from  6 to  29 ; anno  1655  it  came  to  145  ; in  57,  to 
277  *,  in  60  to  314.  Now  thefe  proportions?  far  exceeding  the  difference  of  propor- 
tion generally  arifing  from  the  increale  of  inhabitants,  and  from  the  refort  ot  adve- 
n<e  to  the  city,  ftiews,  there  is  fome  new  difeafe,  which  appeareth  to  the  vulgar,  as 
a {topping  of  the  ftomach. 

27.  Hereupon  I apprehended,  that  this  {lopping  might  be  the  green-ficknefs,  for- 
afmuch  as  l find  few  or  none  to  have  been  returned  upon  that  account,  although 
many  be  vifibly  ftained  with  it.  Now,  whether  the  fame  be  forborn  out  of  ftiame, 
I know  not : for  fince  the  world  believes,  that  marriage  cures  it,  it  may  feem  indeed 
a fhame,  that  any  maid  Ihould  die  uncured,  when  there  are  more  male3  than  fe- 
males, that  is  an  overplus  of  hulbands  to  all  that  can  be  wives. 

28.  In  the  next  place,  I conje&ured,  that  this  flopping  of  the  ftomach  might  be 
the  mother,  forafmuch  as  I have  heard  of  many  troubled  with  mother-fits  (as  they 
call  them)  although  few  returned  to  have  died  ot  them ; which  conjedture,  if  it 
be  true,  we  may  then  fafely  fay,  that  the  mother-fits  have  alfo  increafed. 

29.  But  I was  fomewhat  taken  off  from  thinking  this  {lopping  of  the  ftomach 
to  be  the  mother,  becaufe  I gueffed  rather  the  rifing  of  the  lights  might  be  it.  For 
I remembred,  that  fome  women,  troubled  with  the  mother- fits,  did  complain  of  a 
choaking  in  their  throats.  Now,  as  I underftand,  it  is  more  conceivable,  that 
the  lights  or  lungs  (which  I have  heard  called  the  bellows  of  the  body)  not  blowing, 
that  is,  neither  venting  out,  nor  taking  in  breath,  might  rather  caufe  fuch  a choak- 
ing, than  that  the  mother  fhould  rile  up  thither,  and  do  it.  For  methinks,  when 
a woman  is  with  child,  there  is  a greater  rifing,  and  yet  no  fuch  fits  at  all, 

30.  But  what  I have  faid  of  the  rickets  and  flopping  of  the  ftomach,  I do  in 
fome  mealure  fay  of  the  rifing  of  the  lights  alfo,  viz.  that  thefe  rifings  (be  they 
what  they  will)  have  increafed  much  above  the  general  proportion  ; for  in  1629 
there  were  but  44,  and  in  1660,  249,  viz.  almoft  fix  times  as  many. 

31.  Now  forafmuch  as  rickets  appear  much  in  the  overgrowing  of  childrens  li- 
vers and  fpleens  (as  by  the  bills  may  appear)  which  furely  may  caufe  Hopping  of 
the  ftomach,  by  fqueezing  and  crowding  upon  that  part  5 and  forafmuch  as  thefe 
choakings  or  rifings  of  the  lights  may  proceed  from  the  fame  ftuffings,  as  make 
the  liver  and  fpleen  to  over-grow  their  due  proportion  ; and  laftly,  forafmuch  as 
the  rickets,  Hopping  of  the  ftomach,  and  rifing  of  the  lights,  have  all  increafed 
together,  and  in  fome  kind  of  correfpondent  proportions  •,  it  feems  to  me,  that 
they  depend  one  upon  another ; and  that  what  is  the  rickets  in  children,  may  be 
the  other  in  more  grown  bodies:  for  furely  children,  which  recover  of  the  rickets, 
may  retain  fomewhat  to  caufe  what  I have  imagined.  But  of  this  kt  the  learned 
phyficians  confider,  as  I prefume  they  have. 

32.  I had  not  meddled  thus  far,  but  that  I have  heard,  the  firft  hints  of  the 
circulation  of  blood  were  taken  from  a common  perfon’s  wondering  what  became 
of  all  the  blood,  which  iffued  out  of  the  heart  fince  the  heart  beats  above  three 
thoufand  times  an  hour,  although  but  one  drop  ftiould  be  pump’d  out  of  it  at  every 
ftroke. 

33.  The  ftone  feemed  to  decreafe  : for  in  1632,  33,  34,  35,  and  36,  there  died 
of  the  ftone  and  ftrangury  254  •,  and  in  the  years  1655,  56,  57,  58,  59,  and  1660, 
but  250:  which  numbers,  although  indeed  they  be  almoft  equal,  yetconfidering 
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the  burials  of  the  firft  named  five  years  were  but  half  thofe  of  the  latter,  it  feems  to 
be  decreafed  by  about  one  half. 

34.  Now  the  ftone  and  ftrangury  are  difeafes,  which  moft  men  know,  that  feel 
them,  unlefs  it  be  in  fome  few  cafes,  where  (as  I have  heard  phyficians  fay)  a 
ftone  is  held  up  by  the  films  of  the  bladder,  and  fo  kept  from  grating  or  offend- 
ing it. 

35.  The  gout  ffands  much  at  a ftay,  that  is,  it  anfwers  the  general  proportion 
of  burials  : there  dies  not  above  one  of  1000  of  the  gout,  although  I believe  that 
more  die  gouty.  The  reafon  is,  becaufe  thofe,  that  have  the  gout,  are  faid  to  be 
long  livers  ; and  therefore,  when  fuch  die,  they  are  returned  as  aged. 

36.  The  fcurvy  hath  likewife  increafed,  and  that  gradually  from  12,  anno  1629, 
to  95,  anno  1660. 

37.  The  tifick  feems  to  be  quite  worn  away  ; but  that  it  is  probable  the  fame  is 
entred  as  cough  or  confumption. 

38.  Agues  and  fevers  are  entred  promifcuoufly,  yet  in  the  few  bills,  wherein  they 
have  been  diftinguifhed,  it  appears  that  not  above  1 in  40  of  the  whole  are  agues. 

39.  The  abortives  and  ftillborn  are  about  the  twentieth  part  of  thofe,  that  are 
chriltned  ; and  the  numbers  feemed  the  fame  thirty  years  ago  as  now,  which 
fhews  there  were  more  in  proportion  in  thofe  years  than  now  ; or  elle,  that  in  thefe 
latter  years  due  accounts  have  not  been  kept  of  the  abortives,  as  having  been  buried 
without  notice,  and  perhaps  not  in  church-yards. 

40.  For  that  there  hath  been  a negledt  in  the  accounts  of  the  chriftnings  is  moft 
certain,  becaufe  until  the  year  1642,  we  find  the  burials  but  equal  with  the  chrift- 
nings, or  near  thereabouts;  but  in  1648,  when  the  differences  in  religion  had 
changed  the  government,  the  chriftnings  were  but  two  thirds  of  the  burials.  And 
in  the  year  1659,  not  half,  viz.  the  burials  were  14720  (of  the  plague  but  36)  and 
the  chriftnings  were  but  5670  ; which  great  difproportion  could  be  from  no  other 
eaufe  than  that  abovementioned,  forafmuch  as  the  fame  grew  as  the  confufions  and 
changes  grew. 

41.  Moreover,  although  the  bills  give  us  in  anno  1 659  but  5670  chriftnings, 
yet  they  give  us  421  abortives,  and  226  dying  in  child-bed;  whereas  in  the  year 
1631,  when  the  abortives  were  410,  that  is,  near  the  number  of  the  year  1659, 
the  chriftnings  were  8288.  Wherefore  by  the  proportion  of  abortives,  anno  1659, 
the  chriftnings  fhould  have  been  about  8500:  but  if  wre  fhall  reckon  by  the  wo- 
men dying  in  childbed,  of  whom  a better  account  is  kept  than  of  ftiliborns  and 
abortives,  we  fhall  find  anno  1659.  there  were  226  childbeds  ; and  anno  1631, 
1 12,  viz.  not  Wherefore  I conceive,  that  the  true  number  of  the  chriftnings, 
anno  1659,  is  above  double  to  the  5690  fet  down  in  our  bills;  that  is,  about 
1 1500,  and  then  the  chriftnings  will  come  near  the  fame  proportion  to  the  burials, 
as  hath  been  obftrved  in  former  times. 

42.  In  regular  times,  when  accounts  were  well  kept,  we  find,  that  not  above 
three  in  200  died  in  childbed,  and  that  the  number  of  abortives  was  about  treble 
to  that  of  the  women  dying  in  childbed : from  whence  we  may  probably  collect, 
that  not  one  woman  of  an  hundred  (I  may  fay  of  two  hundred)  dies  in  her  labour  ; 
forafmuch  as  there  be  other  caufes  of  a woman’s  dying  within  the  month,  than  the 
hardnefs  of  her  labour. 

43- 
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43.  If  this  be  true  in  thefe  countries,  where  women  hinder  the  facility  of  their 
child-bearing  by  affecfted  ftraitnings  of  their  bodies  ; then  certainly  in  America, 
where  the  fame  is  not  pradtifed,  nature  is  little  more  to  be  taxed  as  to  women,  than 
in  brutes,  among  whom  not  one  in  fome  thoufands  do  die  of  their  deliveries.  What 
I have  heard  of  the  Irifh  women  confirms  me  herein. 

44.  Before  we  quite  leave  this  matter,  we  fhall  infert  the  caufes,  why  the  ac- 
count of  chriftnings  hath  been  neglected  more  than  that  of  burials : one,  and  the 
chief  whereof,  was  a religious  opinion  againft  baptizing  of  infants  either  as  unlaw- 
ful, or  unneceffary.  If  this  were  the  only  reafon,  we  might  by  our  defedls  of  this 
kind  conclude  the  growth  of  this  opinion,  and  pronounce,  that  not  half  the  peo- 
ple of  England,  between  the  years  1650  and  1660,  were  convinced  of  the  need  of 
baptizing. 

45.  A fecond  reafon  was,  thefcruples,  which  many  public  minifters  would  make 
of  the  worthinefs  of  parents  to  have  their  children  baptized,  which  forced  fuch 
queftioned  parents,  who  did  alfo  not  believe  the  neceffity  of  having  their  children 
baptized  by  fuch  fcruplers,  to  carry  their  children  unto  fuch  other  minifters,  as 
having  performed  the  thing,  had  not  the  authority  or  command  of  theregifter  to 
enter  the  names  of  the  baptized. 

46.  A third  reafon  was,  that  a little  fee  was  to  be  paid  for  the  regiftry. 

47.  Upon  the  whole  matter  it  is  moft  certain,  that  the  number  of  heterodox  be- 
lievers was.  very  great  between  the  laid  year  1650  and  1660  •,  and  fo  peevilh  were 
they,  as  not  to  have  the  births  of  their  children  regiftred,  although  thereby  the  time 
of  their  coming  of  age  might  be  known,  in  refpedt  of  fuch  inheritances,  as  might 
belong  unto  them  ; and  withal,  by  fuch  regiftring  it  would  have  appeared  unto 
what  parifh  each  child  had  belonged,  in  cafe  any  of  them  fhould  happen  to  want  its 
relief. 

48.  Of  convulfions  there  appeared  very  few,  viz.  but  52  in  the  year  1629, 
which  in  1636  grew  to  70 9,  keeping  about  that  flay  till  x 659,  though  fometimes 
rifing  to  about  1000. 

49.  It  is  to  be  noted,  that  from  1629  to  1636,  when  the  convulfions  were  but 
few,  the  number  of  chrifoms  and  infants  was  greater:  for  in  1629,  there  were  of 
chrifoms  and  infants  2596,  and  of  the  convulfion  52,  viz.  of  both  2648.  And 
in  1636  there  were  of  infants  1895,  and  of  the  convulfions  709  ; in  both  2604, 
by  which  it  appears,  that  this  difference  is  likely  to  be  only  a confufion  in  the  ac- 
counts. 

50.  Moreover,  we  find  that  for  thefe  later  years,  fince  1636,  the  total  of  con- 
vulfions and  chrifoms  added  together  are  much  lefs,  viz.  by  about  400  or  500 
per  annum,  than  the  like  totals  from  1629  to  36  ; which  makes  me  think,  that 
teeth  alfo  were  thruft  in  under  the  title  of  chrifoms  and  infants,  inafmuch  as  in  the 
faid  years,  from  1629  to  1636,  the  number  of  worms  and  teeth  wants  by  above 
400  per  annum  of  what  we  find  in  following  years. 
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CHAP.  IV. 

Of  the  plague . 

* 

i.  T)  E F O RE  we  leave  to  difcourfe  of  the  cafualties,  we  fhall  add  fomething  con-. 
13  cerning  that  greateft  difeafe  or  cafualty  of  all,  the  plague. 

There  have  been  in  London,  within  this  age,  four  times  of  great  mortality,  that 
is  to  fay,  the  years  1592  and  1593,  1603,  1625,  and  1636. 

There  died  anno  1592,  from  March  to  December  25886 

Whereof,  of  the  plague  1 1 503 

Anno  1593  17844 

Whereof  of  the  plague  10662 

Chriftned  in  the  faid  year  402 1 

Anno  1603,  within  the  fame  Ipace  of  time,  were  buried  37294 

Whereof  of  the  plague  30561 

Anno  1625,  within  the  fame  fpace  5 1 758 

W hereof  of  the  plague  3 54 1 7 

Anno  1636,  from  April  to  December  23359 

Whereof  of  the  plague  10460 

2.  Now  it  is  manifeft  of  itfelf,  in  which  of  thefe  years  mod  died  ; but  in  which 
of  them  was  the  greateft  mortality  of  all  dileafes  in  general,  or  of  the  plague  in 
particular,  we  difcover  thus.  In  the  years  1592,  and  1636,  we  find  the  proportion 
of  thofe  dying  of  the  plague  in  the  whole  to  be  near  alike,  that  is,  about  iq  to  23, 
or  1 1 to  25,  or  as  about  2 to  5. 

3.  In  the  year  1625,  we  find  the  plague  to  bear  unto  the  whole  in  proportion  as 
35  to  51,  or  7 to  1 o,  that  is,  almoft  the  triplicate  of  the  former  proportion;  for 
the  cube  of  7 being  343,  and  the  cube  of  10  being  1000,  the  faid  343  is  not  p of 
1000. 

4.  In  anno  1603,  the  proportion  of  the  plague  to  the  whole  was  as  30  to  37, 
viz.  as  4 to  5,  which  is  yet  greater  than  the  laft  of  7 to  10  : for  if  the  year  1625 
had  been  as  great  a plague  year  as  1603,  there  mull  have  died  not  only  7 to  10, 
but  8 to  10,  which  in  thofe  great  numbers  makes  a vaft  difference. 

5.  We  muft  therefore  conclude  the  year  1603  to  have  been  the  greateft  plague 
year  of  this  age. 

6.  Now  to  know  in  which  of  thefe  four  was  the  greateft  mortality  at  large,  we 
reafon  thus :

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7.  From  whence  it  appears,  that  anno  1636,  the  chriftnings  were  about  \ parts 
of  the  burials  : anno  1592  but  ~ ; but  in  the  year  1603,  and  1625,  not  above  an 
eighth  : fo  that  the  laid  two  years  were  the  years  of  greateft  mortality.  We  faid 
that  the  year  1603  was  the  greateft  plague  year.  And  now  we  fay,  that  the  fame 
was  not  a greater  year  of  mortality  than  anno  625.  Now  to  reconcile  thefe  two 
pofitions,  we  muft  alledge,  that  anno  1625,  there  was  an  error  in  the  accounts  or 
diftin&ions  of  the  cafuakies ; that  is,  more  died  of  the  plague  than  were  recounted 
for  under  that  name.  Which  allegation  we  alfo  prove  thus,  viz. 

8.  In  the  faid  year  1625  there  are  faid  to  have  died  of  the  plague  35417,  and  of 
all  other  difeafes  18848  ; whereas  in  the  years,  both  before  and  after  the  fame,  the 
ordinary  number  of  burials  was  between  7 and  8000  ; fo  that  if  we  add  about  1 1000 
(which  is  the  difference  between  7 and  18)  to  our  35,  the  whole  will  be  46000, 
which  bears  to  the  whole  54000,  as  about  4 to  5,  thereby  rendering  the  faid  year 

1625  to  be  as  great  a plague  year  as  that  of  1603,  and  no  greater  ; which  anfwers 
to  what  we  proved  before,  viz.  that  the  mortality  of  the  two  years  was  equal. 

9.  From  whence  we  may  probably  fufpedl,  that  about  part  more  died  of  the 
plague  than  are  returned  for  fuch  ; which  we  further  prove  by  noting,  that  anno 
1636  there  died  10400  of  the  plague,  the  4 whereof  is  2600.  Now  there  are  faid 
to  have  died  of  all  other  difeafes  that  year  12959,  out  of  which  number  deducing 
2600,  there  remain  10359,  more  than  which  there  died  not  in  feveral  years  next 
before  and  after  the  faid  year  1636. 

10.  The  next  obfervation  we  fhall  offer  is,  that  the  plague  of  1603  lafted  eight 
years.  In  fome  whereof  there  died  above  4000,  in  others  above  2000,  and  in 
but  one  fewer  than  600  : whereas  in  the  year  1624  next  preceding,  and  in  the  year 

1626  next  following  the  faid  great  plague  year  1625,  there  died  in  the  former  but 
1 r , and  in  the  latter  but  1 34  of  the  plague.  Moreover,  in  the  faid  year  1 62 5,  the 
plague  decreafed  from  its  utmoft  number  4461  a week,  to  below  iooo  within  fix 
weeks. 

11.  The  plague  of  1636  lafted  twelve  years,  in  eight  whereof  there  died  2000 
per  annum  one  with  another,  and  never  under  300.  The  which  fhews,  that  the  con- 
tagion of  the  plague  depends  more  upon  the  difpofition  of  the  air,  than  upon  the 
effluvia  from  the  bodies  of  men. 

12.  Which  alfo  we  prove  by  the  fuddain  jumps,  which  the  plague  hath  made, 
leaping  in  one  week  from  118  10927;  and  back  again  from  993  to  258;  and 
from  thence  again  the  very  next  week  to  852.  The  which  effects  muft  furely  be 
rather  attributed  to  change  of  the  air,  than  of  the  conftitution  of  men’s  bodies, 
otherwife  than  as  this  depends  upon  that. 

13.  It  may  be  alfo  noted,  that  many  times  other  peftilential  difeafes,  as  purple  - 
fevers,  fmall-pox,  &c.  do  fore-run  the  plague  a year,  two  or  three;  for  in  1622 
there  died  but  8000  : in  1623,  11000  : in  1624,  about  12000  : till  in  1625  there 
died  of  all  difeafes  above  54000. 
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CHAP.  V. 

i 

Other  obfervations  upon  the  plague,  and  cafualties. 

i,  HT'HE  decreafe  and  increafe  of  people  is  to  be  reckoned  chiefly  by  chriftnings, 
Jb  becaufe  few  bear  children  in  London  but  inhabitants,  though  others  die 
there.  The  accounts  of  chriftnings  were  well  kept,  until  differences  in  religion  oc- 
cafioned  fome  negledt  therein,  although  even  thefe  negledts  we  muft  confefs  to  have 
been  regular  and  proportionable. 

2.  By  the  numbers  and  proportions  of  chriftnings,  therefore,  we  obferve  as  fol- 
loweth,  viz. 

Firft,  that,  when  from  December  1602,  to  March  following,  there  was  little 
or  no  plague,  then  the  chriftnings  at  a medium  were  between  no  and  130  per 
week,  few  weeks  being  above  the  one,  or  below  the  other  •,  but  when  from 
thence  to  July  the  plague  increafed,  that  then  the  chriftnings  decreafed  to  un- 
der 90. 

Secondly,  the  queftion  is,  whether  teeming- women  died,  or  fled,  or  mifearried  ? 
The  latter  at  this  time  ieems  moft  probable,  becaufe  T'en  in  the  faid  fpace  between 
March  and  July,  there  died  not  above  20  per  week  o4’  the  plague : which  frnall 
number  could  neither  caufe  the  death  or  flight  of  fo  many  women,  as  to  alter  the 
proportion  ^ part  lower. 

3.  Moreover,  we  obferve  from  the  21  of  July  to  the  12  of  Odtober,  the  plague 

increaflng  reduced  the  chriftnings  to  70  at  a medium,  diminifhing  the  above  pro- 
portion down  to  Now  the  caufe  of  this  muft  be  flying,  and  death,  as  well 

as  mifearriages  and  abortions;  for  there  died  within  that  time  about  25000, 
whereof  many  were  certainly  women-with-child  : befides,  the  fright  of  fo  many 
dying  within  fo  frnall  a time,  might  drive  away  fo  many  others,  as  to  caufe  this 
effedt. 

4.  From  December  1624,  to  the  middle  of  April  1625,  there  died  not  above 
five  a week  of  the  plague,  one  with  another.  In  this  time,  the  chriftnings  were 
one  with  another  180.  The  which  decreafed  gradually  by  the  22d  of  September 
to  75,  or  from  the  proportion  of  12  to  5,  which  evidently  fquares  with  our  former 
observation. 

5.  The  next  obfervation  we  final]  offer  is,  the  time,  wherein  the  city  hath  been 
re-peopled  after  a great  plague  ; which  we  affirm  to  be  by  the  fecond  year.  For  in 
1627  the  chriftnings  (which  are  ourftandard  in  this  cafe)  were  8408,  which  in  1 624, 
next  preceding  the  plague-year  1625  (that  had  fwept  away  above  54000)  were  but 
8299  ; and  the  chriftnings  of  1626  (which  were  but  6701)  mounted  in  one  year 
to  the  faid  8408. 

6.  Now  the  caufe  hereof,  forafmuch  as  it  cannot  be  a fupply  by  procreation  ; 
ergo , it  muft  be  by  new  affluxes  to  London  out  of  the  country. 

7.  We  might  fortify  this  affertion  by  lhewing;  that  before  the  plague  year  1603, 
the  chriftnings  were  about  6000,  which  were  in  that  very  year  reduced  to  4789, 
but  crept  up  the  next  year  1604  to  5458,  recovering  their  former  ordinary 

proportion 
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proportion  in  1605  of  6504,  about  which  proportion  it  flood  till  the  year 
1610. 

8.  I fay  it  followeth,  that  let  the  mortality  be  what  it  will,  the  city  repairs  its 
lofs  of  inhabitants  within  two  years  ; which  obfervation  lelfens  the  objedtion  made 
againft  the  value  of  houfes  in  London,  as  if  they  were  liable  to  great  prejudice 
through  the  lofs  of  inhabitants  by  the  plague. 

CHAP.  VI. 

Of  the  fcklinefs , healthfulnefs , and  ' fruitfulnefs  of  feafons. 

I.  TTAVING  fpoken  of  cafualties,  we  come  next  to  compare  the  ficklinefs, 

JL  JL  healthfulnefs,  and  fruitfulnefs  of  the  feveral  years  and  feafons  one  with  ano- 
ther. And  firft,  having  in  the  chapters  -aforegoing  mentioned  the  feveral  years 
of  plague,  we  fhall  next  prefent  the  feveral  other  fickly  years  •,  we  meaning  by  a 
fickly  year  fuch,  wherein  the  burials  exceed  thofe  both  of  the  precedent  and  fubfe- 
quent  years,  and  not  above  two  hundred  dying  of  the  plague,  for  fuch  we  call 
plague  years ; and  this  we  do,  that  the  world  may  fee,  by  what  fpaces  and  inter- 
vals we  may  hereafter  expehl  fuch  times  again.  Now,  we  may  not  call  that  a 
more  fickly  year,  wherein  more  die,  becaufe  fuch  excefs  oi  burials  may  proceed 
from  increafe  and  accefs  of  people  to  the  city  only. 

2.  Such  fickly  years  were  1618,  20,  23,  24,  1632,  33,  34,  1649,  52,  54,  56,  58, 
6r,  as  may  be  l'een  by  the  tables. 

3.  In  reference  to  this  oblervation  we  fhall  prefent  another,  namely,  that  the 
more  fickly  the  years  are,  the  lefs  fecund  or  fruitful  of  children  alfo  they  be.  Which 
will  appear,  if  the  number  of  children  born  in  the  faid  fickly  years  be  lefs  than 
that  of  the  years  both  next  preceding  and  next  following  : all  which,  upon  view 
of  the  tables,  will  be  found  true,  except  in  a very  few  cafes,  where  fometimes  the 
precedent  and  fometimes  the  fubfequent  years  vary  a little,  but  never  both  toge- 
ther. Moreover,  for  the  confirmation  of  this  truth,  we  prefent  you  the  year  t66o, 
where  the  burials  were  fewer  than  in  either  of  the  two  next  precedent  years  by  2000, 
and  fewer  than  in  the  fubfequent  by  above  4000.  And  withal,  the  number  of 
chriftnings  in  the  faid  year  1660  was  far  greater  than  in  any  of  the  three  years  next 
aforegoing. 

4.  As  to  this  year  1660,  although  we  would  not  be  thought  fuperftitious,  yet  it 
is  not  to  be  negledled,  that  in  the  laid  year  was  the  King’s  refloration  to  his  empire 
over  thefe  three  nations,  as  if  God  Almighty  had  cauled  the  healthfulnefs  and  fruit- 
fulnefs thereof  to  repair  the  bloodfhed  and  calamities  fuffered  in  his  abfence.  I fay, 
this  conceit  doth  abundantly  counterpoife  the  opinion  of  thofe,  who  think  great 
plagues  come  in  with  Kings  reigns,  becaufe  it  happened  fo  twice,  viz.  anno  1603, 
and  1625  j whereas  as  well  the  year  1648,  wherein  the  prefent  King  commenced 
his  right  to  reign,  as  alfo  the  year  1660,  wherein  he  commenced  the  exercife  of  trhe 
fame,  were  both  eminently  healthful : which  clears  both  monarchy,  and  our  pre- 
fent King’s  family,  from  what  feditious  men  have  furmifed  againft  them. 
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5.  The  difeafes,  which  befide  the  plague  make  years  unhealthful  in  this  city,  are 
fpotted-fevers,  fmall-pox,  dyfentery,  called  by  Tome  the  plague  in  the  guts  ; and 
the  unheakhful  feafon  is  the  autumn. 

CHAP.  VIL 

Of  the  difference  between  burials  and  chriftnings ► 

t.  PTF' HE  next  obfervation  is,  that  in  the  faid  bills  there  are  far  more  bu rials 
X than  chriftnings.  This  is  plain,  depending  only  upon  arithmetical  com- 
putation •,  for,  in  40  years,  from  the  year  1603,  to  the  year  1644,  excluftve  of 
both  years,  there  have  been  let  down  (as  happening  within  the  fame  ground,  l'pace, 
or  parilhes)  although  differently  numbered  and  divided,  363935  burials,  and  but 
330747  chriftnings  within  the  97,  16,  and  10  out-parifhes ; thole  of  Weftminfter,. 
Lambeth,  Newington,  Rotherhith,  Stepney,  Hackney  and  Iflington,  not  being 
included. 

2.  From  this  fingie  obfervation  it  will  follow,  that  Loncfon  Ihou-ld  have  de- 
creafed  in  its  people  •,  the  contrary  whereof  we  fee  by  its  daily  increafe  of  buildings- 
upon  new  foundations,  and  by  the  turning  of  great  palacious  houfes  into  fmall  te- 
nements. It  is  therefore  certain,  that  London  is  fupplied  with  people  from  out  of 
the  country,  whereby  not  only  to  fupply  the  overplus  differences  of  burials  above- 
mentioned,  but  likewife  to  increafe  its  inhabitants  according  to  the  faid  increafe  of 
houfing. 

3.  This  fupplying  of  London  feems  to  be  the  reafon,  why  Winchefter,  Lincoln, 
and  feveral  other  cities  have  decreafed  in  their  buildings,  and  confequently  in  their 
inhabitants.  The  fame  may  be  fufpedted  of  many  towns  in  Cornwal,  and  other 
places,  which  probably,  when  they  were  firft  allowed  to  fend  burgefles  to  the  par- 
liament, were  more  populous  than  now,  and  bore  another  proportion  to  London 
than  now,  for  feveral  of  thofe  boroughs  fend  two  burgefles,  whereas  London  itfelf 
lends  but  four,  although  it  bears  the  fifteenth  part  of  the  charge  of  the  whole  na- 
tion in  all  public  taxes  and  levies. 

4.  But,  if  we  confider  what  I'  have  upon  exadt  enquiry  found  true,  viz.  that  in 
the  country,  within  ninety  years,  there  have  been  6339  chriftnings,  and  but  52^0 
burials,  the  increafe  of  London  will  be  falved,  without  inferring  the  decreafe  of  the 
people  in  the  country  •,  and  withal,  in  cafe  all  England  have  but  fourteen  times 
more  people  than  London,  it  will  appear,  how  the  faid  increafe  of  the  country  may 
increafe  the  people,  both  of  London  and  itfelf;  for  if  there  be  in  the  97,  16,  10, 
and  7 parilhes,  ufually  comprehended  within  our  bills,  but  460000  fouls,  as  here- 
after we  fhall  Ihew  •,  then  there  are  in  all  England  and  Wales  6440000  perfons,  out 
of  which  fubtradt  460000,  for  thofe  in  and  about  London,  there  remain  5980000 
in  the  country,  the  which  increafing  about  -f  part  in  40  years,  as  we  fhall  hereafter 
prove  doth  happen  in  the  country,  the  whole  increafe  of  the  country  will  be  about 
854000  in  the  faid  time-,  out  of  which  number,  if  but  about  250000  be  fent  up  to 
London  in  the  faid  40  years,  viz.  about  6000  per  annum,  the  faid  millions  will 
make  good  the  alterations,  which  we  find  to  have  been  in  and  about  London,  be- 
tween 
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tween  the  years  1 603  and  1 644  abovementioned : but  that  2 50000  will  do  the  fame, 
I prove  thus  : viz.  in  the  8 years  from  1603  to  1612,  the  burials  in  all  the  parifhes, 
and  of  all  difeafes,  the  plague  included,  were  at  a medium  9750  per  annum.  And 
between  1635  and  1644  were  18000,  the  difference  whereof  is  8250,  which  is  the 
total  of  the  increafe  of  the  burials  in  40  years,  that  is,  about  206  per  annum. 
Now,  to  make  the  burials  increafe  206  per  annum,  there  muft  be  added  to  the 
city  30  times  as  many  (according  to  the  proportion  of  3 dying  out  of  11  families) 
viz.  6180  advenae,  the  which  number  multiplied  again  by  the  40  years,  makes 
the  product  247200,  which  is  lefs  than  the  250000  above-propounded  •,  fo  as  there 
remain  above  600000  of  increafe  in  the  country  within  the  faid  40  years,  either  to 
render  it  more  populous,  or  fend  forth  into  other  colonies,  or  wars.  But  that 
England  hath  fourteen  times  more  people,  is  not  improbable,  for  the  reafons  fol- 
lowing. 

1 . London  is  obferved  to  bear  about  the  fifteenth  proportion  of  the  whole  tax* 

2.  There  are  in  England  and  Wales  about  39000  fquare  miles  of  land  ; and  we 
have  computed,  that  in  one  of  the  greatefl  parifb.es  in  Hantfhire,  being  alfo  a 
market-town,  and  containing  twelve  fquare  miles,  there  are  220  fouls  in  every 
fquare  mile,  out  of  which  I abate  f for  the  overplus  of  people  more  in  the  parifh 
than  in  other  wild  counties.  So  as  the  1 parts  of  the  faid  220,  multiplied  by  the 
total  of  fquare  miles,  produces  6400000  fouls  in  all,  London  included. 

3.  There  are  about  10000  parifhes  in  England  and  Wales,  and  which,  although 
they  fhould  not  contain  the  ^ part  of  the  land,  nor  the  ~ of  the  people  of  that  coun- 
try-parifh,  which  we  have  examined,  yet  may  be  fuppofed  to  contain  about  600 
people,  one  with  another  : according  to  which  account  there  will  be  fix  millions  of 
people  in  the  nation.  I might  add,  that  there  are  in  England  and  Wales  about 
five  and  twenty  millions  of  acres  at  16^  foot  to  the  perch  •,  and  if  there  be  fix  mil- 
lions of  people,  then  there  is  about  four  acres  for  every  head,  which  how  well  it 
agrees  to  the  rules  of  plantation,  I leave  unto  others,  not  only  as  a means  to  exa- 
mine my  affertion,  but  as  a hint  to  their  enquiry  concerning  the  fundamental  trade, 
which  is  hufbandry  and  plantation. 

4.  Upon  the  whole  matter  we  may  therefore  conclude,  that  the  people  of  the 
whole  nation  do  increafe,  and  confequently  the  decreafe  of  Winchefter,  Lincoln, 
and  other  like  places,  muft  be  attributed  to  other  reafons,  than  that  of  re-furnifhing 
London  only. 

5.  We  come  to  fhew,  why,  although  in  the  country  the  chriftnings  exceed  the 
burials,  yet  in  London  they  do  not.  The  general  reafon  of  this  muft  be,  that  in 
London  the  proportion  of  thofe  fubjeft  to  die,  unto  thofe  capable  of  breeding,  is 
greater  than  in  the  country ; that  is,  let  there  be  an  hundred  perlons  in  London, 
and  as  many  in  the  country  •,  we  fay,  that  if  there  be  ftxty  of  them  breeders  in 
London,  there  are  more  than  ftxty  in  the  country,  or  eife  we  muft  fay,  that  Lon- 
don is  more  unhealthful,  or  that  it  inclines  men  and  women  more  to  barrennefs,  than 
the  country  :•  which  by  comparing  the  burials  and  chriftnings  of  Eiackney,  New- 
ington, and  the  other  country  parifhes,  with  the  raoft  fmoky  and  ftinking  parts  of 
the  city,  is  fcarce  difcernible  in  any  confiderable  degree. 

6.  Now  that  the  breeders  in  London  are  proportionably  fewer  than  thofe  in  the 
country,  ariies  from  thefe  reafons,  viz. 

j x 1.  All 
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1.  AH',  that  have  bufinefs  to  the  court  of  the  King,  or  to  the  courts  of  juftice,  and 
all  country-men  coming  up  to  bring  provifions  to  the  city,  or  to  buy  foreign  coni' 
modifies,  manufactures,  and  rarities,  do  for  the  rnoft  part  leave  their  wives  in  the 
country. 

2.  Perfons  coming  to  live  in  London  out  of  curiofity  and  pleafure,  as  alfo  fuck 
as  would  retire  and  live  privately,  do  the  fame,  if  they  have  any. 

3.  Such  as  come  up  to  be  cured  of  difeafes  do  fcarce  ufe  their  wives  pro  tempore. 

4.  That  many  apprentices  of  London,  who  are  bound  feven  or  nine  years  from 
marriage,  do  often  itay  longer  voluntarily. 

5.  That  many  lea-men  of  London  leave  their  wives  behind  them,  who  are  more 
fubjeCt  to  die  in  the  abfence  of  their  hufbands,  than  to  breed  either  without  men, 
or  with  the  ufe  of  many  promifcuouUy. 

6.  As  for  unhealthinefs,  it  may  well  be  fuppofed,  that  although  feafoned  bodies 
may,  and  do  live  near  as  long  in  London,  as  elfewhere,  yet  new-comers  and  chil- 
dren do  not : for  the  fmoaks,  ftinks,  and  clofe  air,  are  lefs  healthful  than  that 
of  the  country.  Otherwife  why  do  fickly  perfons  remove  into  the  country- air  ? 
and  why  are  there  more  old  men  in  countries  than  in  London  per  rata  ? And  al- 
though the  difference  in  Hackney  and  Newington  abovementioned  be  not  very 
notorious,  yet  the  reafon  may  be  their  vicinity  to  London,  and  that  the  inhabitants 
are  moft  fuch,  whofe  bodies  have  firft  been  impaired  with  the  London-air,  before 
they  withdraw  thither. 

7.  As  to  the  caufes  of  barrennefs  in  London,  I fay,  that  although  there  fhould 
be  none  extraordinary  in  the  native  air  of  the  place  •,  yet  the  intemperance  in  feed- 
ing, and  efpecially  the  adulteries  and  fornications,  fuppofed  more  frequent  in  Lon- 
don than  elfewhere,  do  certainly  hinder  breeding.  For  a woman,  admitting  ten 
men,  is  fo  far  from  having  ten  times  as  many  children,  that  fhe  hath  none  at  all. 

8.  Add  to  this,  :hat  the  minds  of  men  in  London  are  more  thoughtful,  and  full 
of  bufinefs,  than  in  the  country,  where  their  work  is  corporal  labour  and  exercifes  \ 
all  which  promote  breeding,  whereas  anxieties  of  the  mind  hinder  it. 

CHAP.  VIII. 

Of  the  difference  between  the  numbers  of  males  and  females. 

THE  next  obfervation  is,  that  there  be  more  males  than  females. 

1.  There  have  been  buried  from  the  year  1628,  to  the  year  1662,  exclufive, 
209436  males,  and  but  190474  females.  But  it  will  be  objected,  that  in  London 
it  may  be  indeed  fo,  though  otherwife  elfewhere  •,  becaufe  London  is  the  great  ftage 
and  fhop  of  bufinefs,  wherein  the  mafculine  fex  bears  the  greateft  part.  But  we 
anfwer,  that  there  have  been  alfo  chriftned  within  the  fame  time  139782  males, 
and  but  130866  females,  and  that  the  country  accounts  are  conionant  enough  to 
thole  of  London  upon  this  matter. 

2.  What  the  caufes  hereof  are,  we  fhall  not  trouble  ourfelves  to  conjecture,  as 
in  other  cafes  : only  we  fhall  defire,  that  travellers  would  enquire,  whether  it  be 
the  fame  in  other  countries. 

2 3.  We 
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3.  We  fhould  have  given  an  account,  how  in  every  age  thefe  proportions  change 
here,  but  that  we  have  bills  of  diftinftion  but  for  32  years ; fo  that  we  fhall  pafs 
from  hence  to  fome  inferences  from  this  conclufion  ; as  firft, 

I.  That  Chriftian  religion,  prohibiting  polygamy,  is  more  agreeable  to  the  law 
of  nature,  that  is,  the  law  of  God,  than  Mahometifm,  and  others,  that  allow  it: 
for  one  man’s  having  many  women,  or  wives,  by  law,  fignifies  nothing,  unlefs 
there  were  many  women  to  one  man  in  nature  alfo. 

II.  The  obvious  objection  hereunto  is,  that  one  horfe,  bull,  or  ram,  having 
each  of  them  many  females,  do  promote  increafe.  To  which  I anfwer,  that  al- 
rhough  perhaps  there  be  naturally,  even  of  thefe  fpecies,  more  males  than  females ; 
yet  artificially,  that  is,  by  making  geldings,  oxen,  and  weathers,  there  are  fewer. 
From  whence  it  will  follow,  that  when  by  experience  it  is  found  how  many  ews 
(fuppofe  twenty)  one  ram  will  ferve,  we  may  know  what  proportion  of  male-lambs 
to  caftrate  or  geld,  viz.  nineteen,  or  thereabouts  : for  if  you  emafculate  fewer, 
viz.  but  ten,  you  fhall,  by  promifcuous  copulation  of  each  of  thofe  ten  with  two 
females,  hinder  the  increafe,  fo  far  as  the  admittance  of  two  males  will  do  it : but, 
if  you  caftrate  none  at  all,  it  is  highly  probable,  that  every  of  the  twenty  males 
copulating  with  every  of  the  twenty  females,  there  will  be  little  or  no  conception 
in  any  of  them  all. 

HI.  And  this  I take  to  be  the  trueft  reafon,  why  foxes,  wolves,  and  other  ver- 
min animals,  that  are  not  gelt,  increafe  not  fafter  than  fheep,  when  as  fo  many 
thoufands  of  thefe  are  daily  butchered,  and  very  few  of  the  other  die  otherwife 
than  of  themfelves. 

4.  We  have  hitherto  faid,  there  are  more  males  than  females  ; we  fay  next,  that 
the  one  exceed  the  other  by  about  a thirteenth  part.  So  that  although  more  men 
die  violent  deaths  than  women,  that  is,  more  are  (lain  in  wars,  killed  by  mifchance, 
drowned  at  fea,  and  die  by  the  hand  of  juftice  •,  moreover,  more  men  go  to  colo- 
nies, and  travel  into  foreign  parts,  than  women  ; and  laftly,  more  remain  unmar- 
ried than  of  women,  as  fellows  of  colleges,  and  apprentices  above  eighteen,  &c. 
yet  the  faid  thirteenth  part  difference  bringeth  the  bufinefs  but  to  fuch  a pafs,  that 
every  woman  may  have  a hufband,  without  the  allowance  of  polygamy. 

5.  Moreover,  although  a man  be  prolific  forty  years,  and  a woman  but  five  and 
twenty,  which  makes  the  males  to  be  as  560  to  325  females  •,  yet  the  caufes  above- 
named,  and  the  later  marriage  of  the  men,  reduce  all  to  an  ea^ality. 

6.  It  appearing,  that  there  were  fourteen  men  to  thirteen  women,  and  that  they 
die  in  the  fame  proportion  alfo  yet  I have  heard  phyficians  fay,  that  they  have 
two  women  patients  to  one  man  : which  aflertion  feems  very  likely  ; for  that  wo- 
men have  either  the  green- ficknefs,  or  other  like  diftempers,  are  lick  of  breedings, 
abortions,  child-bearing,  fore-breafts,  whites,  obftrudions,  fits  of  the  mother, 
and  the  like. 

7.  Now,  from  this  it  Ihould  follow,  othat  more  women  fhould  die  than  men,  if 
the  number  of  burials  anfwered  in  proportion  to  that  of  fickneffes : but  this  muff: 
be  falved,  either  by  the  alledging,  that  the  phyficians  cure  thofe  fickneffes,  fo  as 
few  more  die  than  if  none  were  fick ; or  elfe  that  men  being  more  intemperate  than 
women,  die  as  much  by  reafon  of  their  vices,  as  women  do  by  the  infirmity  of  their 
fex ; and  confequently,  more  males  being  born  than  females,  more  alfo  die. 
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8.  In  the  year  1642  many  males  went  out  of  London  into  the  wars  then  begin- 
ning, infomuch  as  I expected  in  the  fucceeding  year  1643  to  have  found  the  burials 
of  females  to  have  exceeded  thofe  of  males  : but  no  alteration  appeared  ; forafmuch, 
as  I fuppofe,  trading  continuing  the  fame  in  London,  all  thofe,  who  loft  their  ap- 
prentices, had  others  out  of  the  country  •,  and  if  any  left  their  trades  and  fhops, 
that  others  forthwith  lucceeded  them  : for,  if  employment  for  hands  remain  the 
fame,  no  doubt  but  the  number  of  them  could  not  long  continue  in  difpro- 
portion. 

9.  Another  pregnant  argument  to  the  fame  purpofe  (which  hath  already  been 
touched  on)  is,  that  although  in  the  very  year  of  the  plague  the  chriftnings  decreaf- 
ed,  by  the  dying  and  flying  of  teeming-women,  yet  the  very  next  year  after  they 
increaled  fomewhat,  but  the  fecond  after  to  as  full  a number  as  in  the  fecond  year 
before  the  faid  plague.  For  I fay  again,  if  there  be  encouragement  for  an  hundred  in 
London,  that  is,  a way  how  an  hundred  may  live  better  than  in  the  country,  and 
if  there  be  void  houfing  there  to  receive  them,  the  evacuating  of  a fourth  or  a third 
part  of  that  number  muft  foon  be  fupplied  out  of  the  country  •,  fo  as  the  great 
plague  doth  not  leffen  the  inhabitants  of  the  city,  but  of  the  country,  who  in  a Ihort 
time  remove  themfelves  from  thence  hither,  folong,  until  the  city,  for  want  of  re- 
ceipt and  encouragement,  regurgitates  and  fends  them  back. 

10.  From  the  difference  between  males  and  females,  we  fee  the  reafon  of  making 
eunuchs  in  thofe  places  where  polygamy  is  allowed ; the  latter  being  ufelefs  as  to 
multiplication,  without  the  former,  as  was  faid  before  in  cafe  of  fheep  and  other  ani- 
mals ufually  gelt  in  thefe  countries. 

11.  By  confequence,  this  practice  of  caftration  lerves  as  well  to  promote  increafe, 
as  to  meliorate  the  flefh  of  thofe  beafts  that  fuffer  it.  For  that  operation  is  equally 
pradtifed  upon  hocfes,  which  are  not  ufed  for  food,  as  upon  thofe  that  are. 

12.  In  popifh  countries,  where  polygamy  is  forbidden,  if  a greater  number  of 
males  oblige  themfelves  to  celibate,  than  the  natural  over-plus,  or  difference  be- 
tween them  and  females  amounts  unto  •,  then  multiplication  is  hindered  : for  if 
there  be  eight  men  to  ten  women,  all  of  which  eight  men  are  married  to  eight  of  the 
ten  women,  then  the  other  two  bear  no  children,  as  either  admitting  no  man  at  all, 
or  elfe  admitting  men  as  whores  (that  is,  more  than  one  •,)  which  commonly  pro- 
creates no  more  than  if  none  at  all  had  been  ufed  : or  elfe  Inch  unlawful  copula- 
tions beget  conceptions,  but  to  fruftrate  them  by  procured  abortions,  or  lecret 
murthers  ; all  which  returns  to  the  fame  reckoning.  Now,  if  the  fame  proportion 
of  women  oblige  themlelves  to  a Angle  life  likewife,  then  fuch  obligation  makes 
no  change  in  this  matter  of  increafe. 

13.  From  what  hath  been  faid  appears  the  reafon,  why  the  law  is  and  ought  to 
be  fo  ftrid  againft  fornications  and  adulteries  : for,  if  there  were  univerfal  liberty, 
the  increafe  of  mankind  would  be  but  like  that  oi  foxes  at  belt. 

14.  Now  forafmuch  as  princes  are  not  o%ly  powerful,  but  rich,  according  to  the 
number  of  their  people  (hands  being  the  father,  as  lands  are  the  mother  and  womb 
of  wealth)  it  i;  no  wonder,  why  ftates,  by  encouraging  marriage,  and  hindering  li- 
centioufnefs,  advance  their  own  intereft,  as  well  as  preferve  the  laws  of  God  from 
contempt  and  violation. 
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15.  It  is  a bleiling  to  mankind,  that  by  this  overplus  of  males  there  is  this  natural 
bar  to  polygamy : for  in  fuch  a ftate  women  could  not  live  in  that  parity  and  equa- 
lity of  expence  with  their  hufbands,  as  now,  and  here  they  do. 
ttfT 6.  The  reafon  whereof  is,  not  that  the  hufband  cannot  maintain  as  fplendidly 
three  as  one  ; for  he  might,  having  three  wives,  live  himfelf  upon  a quarter  of  his 
income,  that  is,  in  a parity  with  all  three,  as  well  as,  having  but  one,  live  in  the 
fame  parity  at  half  with  her  alone  : but  rather,  becaufe  that  to  keep  them  all  quiet 
with  each  other,  and  himfelf,  he  muft  keep  them  all  in  greater  awe,  and  lefs  lplen- 
dor  which  power  he  having,  he  will  probably  ufe  it  to  keep  them  all  as  low  as  he 
pleafes,  and  at  no  more  coft  than  makes  for  his  own  pleafure  ; the  pooreft  fubje&s 
(fuch  as  this  plurality  of  wives  muft:  be)  being  moft  eafily  governed. 

CHAP.  IX. 

Of  the  growth  of  the  city . 

i.TN  the  year  1 593  there  died  in  the  ninety  feven  parifhes  within  the  walls,  and 

X the  fixteen  without  the  walls  (befides  42 1 of  the  plague)  3508.  And  the  next 
year  3478,  befides  29  of  the  plague  : in  both  years  6986.  Twenty  years  after 
there  died  in  the  fame  ninety  feven,  and  fixteen  parifhes,  12  no,  viz.  anno  1614, 
5873  •,  and  anno  1615,  6237  : fo  as  the  faid  parifhes  are  increafed,  in  the  faid  time, 
from  feven  to  twelve,  or  very  near  thereabouts. 

2.  Moreover,  the  burials  within  the  like  fpace  of  the  next  twenty  years,  viz. 

anno  1634  and  1635,  were  *5625,  v^z-  as  about  twenty  four  to  thirty  one:  the 
which  laft  of  the  three  numbers,  15625,  is  much  more  than  double  to  the  firft 
6986 ; viz.  the  faid  parifhes  have  in  forty  years  increafed  from  twenty  three  to  fifty 
two.  ’ « 

3.  Where  is  to  be  noted,  that  although  we  were  necefTitated  to  compound  the 
faid  ninety  feven  with  the  fixteen  parifhes,  yet  the  fixteen  parifhes  have  increafed 
fafter  than  the  ninety  feven.  For,  in  the  year  1620,  there  died  within  the  walls 
2726,  and  in  1660  there  died  but  3098  (both  years  being  clear  of  the  plague  : ) fo 
as  in  this  forty  years  the  faid  ninety  feven  parifhes  have  increafed  but  from  nine  to 
ten,  or  thereabouts,  becaufe  the  houfing  of  the  faid  ninety  feven  parifhes  could  be 
no  otherwife  increafed,  than  by  turning  great  houfes  into  tenements,  and  building 
upon  a few  gardens. 

4.  In  the  year  1604  there  died  in  the  ninety  feven  parifhes  1518,  and  of  the 
plague  280.  And  in  the  year  1660,  3098,  and  none  of  the  plague-,  fo  as  in  fifty 
fix  years  the  faid  parifhes  have  doubled.  Where  note,  that  forafmuch  as  the 
faid  year  1604  was  the  very  next  after  the  great  plague  1603  (when  the  city  was 
not  yet  re-peopled)  we  fhall  rather  make  the  comparifen  between  2014,  which  died 
anno  1605,  and  3431  anno  1659-,  chufing  rather  from  hence  to  affert,  that  the 
faid  ninety  feven  and  fixteen  parifhes  increafed  from  twenty  to  thirty  four,  or  from 
ten  to  feventeen  in  fifty  four  years,  than  from  one  to  two  in  fifty  fix,  as  in  the  laft 
aforegoing  paragraph  is  fet  down. 
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5.  Anno  1605  there  died  in  die  fixteen  out-parilhes  2974,  and  anno  1659, 
6988  : fo  as  in  the  fifty  four  years  the  laid  parifhes  have  increafed  from  three  to 
feven. 

6.  Anno  1605  there  died  in  the  eight  out-parifhes  960,  anno  1659  there  died 
in  the  fame  fcope  of  ground,  although  called  now  ten  parifhes  (the  Savoy  and  Co- 
vent-Garden being  added)  4301  : fo  as  the  faid  parifhes  have  increafed,  within  the 
faid  fifty  four  years,  more  than  from  one  to  four. 

7.  Moreover,  there  were  buried  in  all,  anno  1605,  5948,  and  anno  1659, 
14720,  viz.  about  two  to  five. 

8.  Having  fet  down  the  proportions,  wherein  we  find  the  faid  three  great  divi- 
fions  of  the  whole  pile,  called  London,  to  have  increafed  •,  we  come  next  to  fhew 
what  particular  parifhes  have  had  the  mod  remarkable  fhare  in  thefe  augmentations, 
viz.  of  the  ninety  feven  parifhes  within  the  walls  the  increafe  is  not  difeerni- 
ble,  but  where  great  houfes,  formerly  belonging  to  noblemen,  before  they  built 
others  near  White-hall,  have  been  turned  into  tenements  •,  upon  which  account 
Allhallows  upon  the  Wallis  increafed  by  the  converfion  of  the  Marquis  of  Win- 
chefter’s  houfe,  lately  the  Spanifh  ambaflador’s,  into  a new  ftreet : the  like  of 
Alderman  Freeman’s,  and  La  Motte’s,  near  the  Exchange  : the  like  of  the  Earl 
of  Arundel’s  in  Lothbury  : the  like  of  the  Bifhop  of  London’s  palace,  the  Dean 
of  Paul’s,  and  the  Lord  Rivers’s  houfe  now  in  hand  •,  as  alfo  of  the  Duke’s-Place, 
and  others  heretofore. 

9.  Of  the  fixteen  parifhes,  next  without  the  walls,  St.  Giles  Cripplegate  hath 
been  moll  enlarged,  next  to  that  St.  Olaves  Southwark  ; then  St.  Andrew’s  Hol- 
born,  then  White-Chapel ; the  difference  in  the  reft  not  being  confiderable. 

10.  Of  the  out-parifhes,  now  called  ten,  formerly  nine,  and  before  that  eight, 
St.  Giles’s  and  St.  Martins  in  the  Fields  are  moft  increafed,  notwithftanding  St. 
Paul’s  Covent-Garden  was  taken  out  of  them  both. 

11.  The  general  obfervation,  which  arifes  from  hence,  is,  that  the  city  of  Lon- 
don gradually  removes  weftward  ; and  did  not  the  Royal-Exchange  and  London* 
Bridge  ftay  the  trade,  it  would  remove  much  fafter : for  Leaden-Hall-ftreet,  Bi- 
fhop’s-Gate,  and  part  of  Fen-Church- ftreet,  have  loft  their  antient  trade  •,  Grace- 
Church-ftreet  indeed  keeping  itfelf  yet  entire,  by  reafon  of  its  conjunction  with, 
and  relation  to  London  Bridge. 

12.  Again,  Canning-ftreet  and  Watlin-ftreet  have  loft  their  trade  of  woollen- 
drapery  to  Paul’s  Church-Yard,  Ludgate-hill,  and  Fleet- ftreet.  The  mercery  is 
gone  from  out  of  L.ombard-ftreet  and  Cheap-fide  into  Pater-Nofter- Row  and 
Fleet- ftreet. 

13.  The  reafons  whereof  are,  that  the  King’s  court  (in  old  times  frequently  kept 
in  the  city)  is  now  always  at  Weftminfter.  Secondly,  the  ufe  of  coaches,  where- 
unto  the  narrow  ftreets  of  the  old  city  are  unfit,  hath  caufed  the  building  of  thofe 
broader  ftreets  in  Covent- Garden,  &c. 

14.  Thirdly,  where  the  confumption  of  a commodity  is,  viz.  among  the  gen- 
try, the  ve  iders  of  the  fame  muft  feat  themfelves. 

13.  Fourthly,  the  cramming  up  of  the  void  fpaces  and  gardens  within  the  walls 
with  houfes,  to  the  prejudice  of  light  and  air,  hath  made  men  build  new  ones, 
where  they  lefs  fear  thofe  inconveniences. 

1 6.  Con- 
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16.  Conformity  in  building  to  other  civil  nations  hath  difpofed  us  to  let  our  old 
wooden  dark  houles  fall  to  decay,  and  to  build  new  ones,  whereby  to  anfwer  all 
.the  ends  abovementioned. 

17.  Where  note,  that  when  Lud-gate  was  the  only  weftern  gate  of  the  city,  little 
building  was  weftward  thereof : but,  when  Holborn  began  to  increafe,  New-gate 
was  made.  But  now  both  thele  gates  are  not  fufficient  for  the  communication  be- 
tween the  walled  city,  and  its  enlarged  weftern  fuburbs,  as  daily  appears  by  the 
intolerable  ftops  and  embarrafles  of  coaches  near  both  thefe  gates,  efpecially 
Lud-gate.

CHAP.  X. 

Of  the  inequality  of  parifoes. 

1.  T3  E FOR  E we  pafs  from  hence,  we  (hall  offer  to  confideration  the  inequality 

| j of  parifhes  in  and  about  ondon,  evident  in  the  proportion  of  their  refpec- 
tive  burials  ; for  in  the  fame  year  were  buried  in  Cripplegate  parifh  1191,  that  but 
twelve  died  in  Trinity  Minories,  St  Saviour’s  Southwark,  and  Botolph’s  Bifhop’s- 
gate,  being  of  the  middle  ftze,  as  Burying  5 and  600  per  annum  : fo  that  Cripple- 
gate  is  an  hundred  times  as  big  as  the  Minories,  and  200  times  as  big  as  St.  John 
the  Evangelift’s,  Mary-Coal-Church,  Sennet’s- Grace-Church,  Matthew-Friday- 
ftreet,  and  fome  others  within  the  city. 

2.  Hence  may  arif'e  this  queftion,  wherefore  fhould  this  inequality  be  continued  ? 
If  it  be  anfwered,  becaufe  that  pallors  of  all  forts  and  fizes  of  abilities  may  have 
benefices,  each  man  according  to  his  merit ; we  anfwer,  that  a two  hundredth  part 
of  the  beft  parfon’s  learning  is  fcarce  enough  for  a fexton.  But  befides,  there  feems 
no  reafon  of  any  difference  at  all,  it  being  as  much  fcience  to  fave  one  fingle  foul, 
as  one  thoufand. 

3.  We  incline  therefore  to  think  the  parifhes  fhould  be  equal,  or  near,  becaufe, 
in  the  reformed  religions,  the  principal  ufe  of  churches  is  to  preach  in.  Now  the 
bignefs  of  fuch  a church  ought  to  be  no  greater,  than  that  unto  which  the  voice  of 
a preacher  of  middling  lungs  will  eafily  extend  I fay  eafily,  becaufe  they  fpeak  an 
hour  or  more  together. 

4.  The  ufe  of  fuch  large  churches  as  Paul’s,  is  now  wholly  loft,  we  having  no 
need  of  faying  perhaps  fifty  maffes  all  at  one  time  ; nor  of  making  thofe  grand  pro- 
cefiions  frequent  in  the  Romifn  church  ; nor  is  the  fhape  of  our  cathedral  proper 
at  all  for  our  preaching  auditories,  but  rather  the  figure  of  an  amphitheatre  with 
galleries,  gradually  overlooking  each  other : for  unto  this  condition  the  parifh- 
churches  of  London  are  driving  apace,  as  appears  by  the  many  galleries  every  day 
built  in  them. 

5.  Moreover,  if  parifhes  were  brought  to  the  fize  of  Coalman-ftreet,  Allhallows- 
Barking,  Chrift-Church,  Black-Friers,  &c.  in  each  v/hereof  die  between  roo  and 
1 50  per  annum,  then  an  hundred  parifhes  would  be  a fit  and  equal  divifion  of  this 
great  charge,  and  all  the  minifters  (fome  whereof  have  now  fcarce  forty  pounds 
per  annum)  might  obtain  a fubfiftence. 


6.  And 
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6.  And  laftly,  the  church-wardens  and  over-feers  of  the  poor  might  find  it  pofil- 
ble  to  difcharge  their  duties  ; whereas  now  in  the  greater  out-parifhes  many  of  the 
poorer  parifhioners  through  negledt  do  perifh,  and  many  vicious  perfons  get  liberty 
to  live  as  they  pleafe,  for  want  of  fome  heedful  eye  to  overlook  them. 

C H A P.  XI.  * 

Of  the  number  of  Inhabitants. 

I HAVE  been  feveral  times  in  company  with  men  of  great  experience  in  this 
city,  and  have  heard  them  talk  feldom  under  millions  of  people  to  be  in  Lon- 
don : all  which  I was  apt  enough  to  believe,  until  on  a certain  day,  one  of  emi- 
nent reputation  was  upon  occafion  aflerting,  that  there  was  in  the  year  1661  two 
millions  of  people  more  than  anno  1625  before  the  great  plague.  I muft  confefs, 
that,  until  this  provocation,  I had  been  frighted,  with  that  mifunderftood  exam- 
ple of  David,  from  attempting  any  computation  of  the  people  of  this  populous 
place  : but  hereupon  I both  examined  the  lawfulnefs  of  making  fuch  enquiries,  and, 
being  fatisfied  thereof,  went  about  the  work  itfelf  in  this  manner  : viz. . 

2.  Firft,  I imagined,  that,  if  the  conjecture  of  the  worthy  perfon  aforemention- 
ed had  any  truth  in  it,  there  muft  needs  be  about  fix  or  feven  millions  of  people  in 
London  now : but,  repairing  to  my  bills,  I found,  that  not  above  1 5000  per  annum 
were  buried  •,  and  consequently,  that  not  above  one  in  four  hundred  muft  die  per 
annum,  if  the  total  were  but  fix  millions. 

3.  Next  confidering,  that  it  is  efteemed  an  even  lay,  whether  any  man  lives  ten 
years  longer,  1 fuppofed  it  was  the  fame,  that  one  of  any  ten  might  die  within  one 
year.  But  when  I confidered,  that  of  the  15000  aforementioned  about  5000  were 
abortive  and  ftillborn,  or  died  of  teeth,  convulfion,  rickets,  or  as  infants  and  chri- 
foms,  and  aged  •,  I concluded,  that  of  men  and  women,  between  ten  and  fixty, 
there  fcarce  died  10000  per  annum  in  London,  which  number  being  multiplied  by 
10,  there  muft  be  but  100000  in  all,  that  is  not  the  -Ar  part  of  what  the  Alderman 
imagined.  Thefe  were  but  fudden  thoughts  on  both  fides,  and  both  far  from 
truth  : I thereupon  endeavoured  to  get  a little  nearer,  thus  : viz. 

4.  I confidered,  that  the  number  of  child-bearing  women  might  be  about  dou- 
ble to  the  births : forafmuch  as  fuch  women,  one  with  another,  have  fcarce  more 
than  one  child  in  two  years.  The  number  of  births  I found,  by  thofe  years  where- 
in the  regiftries  were  well  kept,  to  have  been  fomewhat  lei's  than  the  burials.  The 
burials  in  thefe  late  years  at  a medium  are  about  13000,  and  confequently  the 
chriftnings  not  above  12000.  I therefore  efteemed  the  number  of  teeming-women 
to  be  24000 : then  I imagined,  that  there  might  be  twice  as  many  families,  as  of 
fuch  women;  for  that  there  might  be  twice  as  many  women  aged  between  16  and 
7 6,  as  between  16  and  40,  or  between  20  and  44  ; and  that  there  were  about  eight 
perfons  in  a family,  one  with  another,  viz.  the  man  and  his  wife,  three  children 
and  three  fervants  or  lodgers:  now  8 times  48000  makes  384000. 

5.  Secondly,  I find  by  telling  the  number  of  families  in  fome  parifhes  within  the 
walls,  that  3 out  of  ii  families  per  annum  have  died  : wherefore,  13000  having 

died 
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died  in  the  whole,  it  fhould  follow,  there  were  48000  families  according  to  the  1 aft- 
mentioned  account. 

6.  Thirdly,  the  account,  which  I made  of  the  trained- bands  and  auxiliary-fol- 
diers,  doth  enough  juftify  this  account. 

7.  And  laftly,  I took  the  map  of  London  fet  out  in  the  year  1658  by  Richard 
Newcourt,  drawn  by  a fcale  of  yards.  Now  I gueffed,  that  in  100  yards  fquare 
there  might  be  about  54  families,  liippofing  every  houfe  to  be  20  foot  in  the 
front : for  on  two  fides  of  the  faid  fquare  there  will  be  100  yards  of  holding  in 
each,  and  in  the  two  other  fides  80  each  ; in  all  360  yards  : that  is,  54  families 
in  each  fquare,  of  which  there  are  220  within  the  walls,  making  in  all  1 1880  fa- 
milies within  the  walls.  But  forafmuch  as  there  die  within  the  walls  about  3200 
per  annum,  and  in  the  whole  13000  •,  it  follows,  that  the  houfing  within  the  walls 
is  -£■  part  of  the  whole,  and  confequently,  that  here  are  47520  families  in  and  about 
London,  which  agrees  well  enough,  with  all  my  former  computations  : the  word: 
whereof  doth  fufficiently  demonftrate,  that  there  are  two  millions  of  people  in 
London,  which  neverthelefs  mod  men  do  believe,  as  they  do,  that  there  be  three 
women  for  one  man;  whereas  there  are  fourteen  men  for  thirteen  women,  as  ell'e- 
where  hath  been  faid. 

8.  We  have  (though  perhaps  too  much  at  random,)  determined  the  number  of 
the  inhabitants  of  London  to  be  about  384000  : the  which  being  granted,  we  affert, 
that  1991 12  are  males,  and  184886  females. 

9.  Whereas  we  have  found,  that  of  100  quick  conceptions  about  36  of  them 
die  before  they  be  fix  years  old,  and  that  perhaps  but  one  furviveth  76  ; we  hav- 
ing feven  decads  between  6 and  76,  we  fought  fix  mean  proportional  numbers  be- 
tween 64,  the  remainder,  living  at  fix  years,  and  the  one,  which  furvives  76,  and 
find,  that  the  numbers  following  are  pradtically  near  enough  to  the  truth  for 
men  do  not  die  in  exadt  proportions,  nor  in  fractions,  from  whence  arifes  this  table 
following.

11.  It  follows  alfo,  that  of  all,  which  have  been  conceived,  there  are  now  alive 
40  per  cent,  above  fixteen  years  old,  25  above  twenty  fix  years  old,  & fic  deincepsy 
as  in  the  above  table.  There  are  therefore  of  aged  between  16  and  56  the  number 
of  40  lefs  by  fix,  viz.  34;  of  between  26  and  66  the  number  of  25  lefs  by  three, 
viz.  22  : L?  fic  deinceps. 

Wherefore,  fuppofing  there  be  1991 12  males,  and  the  number  between  16  and 
56  being  34  ; it  follows,  there  are  34  per  cent,  of  all  thofe  males  fighting  men  in 

London*

London,  that  is,  67694,  viz.  near  70000 ; the  truth  whereof  I leave  to  examina- 
tion, only  the  of  67694,  viz.  13559,  is  to  be  added  for  Weflminfter,  Stepney, 
Lambeth,  and  the  other  diftant  parifhes  •,  making  in  all  81233  fighting  men. 

12.  The  next  enquiry  will  be,  in  how  long  time  the  city  of  London  fhall,  by  the 
ordinary  proportion  of  breeding  and  dying,  double  its  breeding  people  ? I anfwer, 
in  about  feven  years,  and  (plagues  confidered)  eight.  Wherefore,  fince  there  be 
24000  pair  of  breeders,  that  is  ^ of  the  whole,  it  follows,  that  in  eight  times  eight 
years  the  whole  people  of  the  city  fhall  double,  without  the  accefs  of  foreigners  : 
the  which  contradicts  not  our  account  of  its  growing  from  two  to  five  in  56  years 
with  fuch  acceffes. 

13.  According  to  this  proportion,  one  couple,  viz.  Adam  and  Eve,  doubling 
themfelves  every  64  years  of  the  5610  years,  which  is  the  age  of  the  world  accord- 
ing to  the  fcriptures,  fhall  produce  far  more  people  than  are  now  in  it.  Wherefore 
the  world  is  not  above  1 00  thoufand  years  old,  as  fome  vainly  imagine,  nor  above- 
what  the  fcripture  makes  it. 


CHAP.  XII. 

Of  the  country  bills. 

W E have,  for  the  prefent,  done  with  our  obfervations  upon  the  accounts  of 
burials  and  chriftnings  in  and  about  London.  We  fhall  next  prefent  the  ac- 
counts of  both  burials,  chriftnings,  and  alfo  of  weddings  in  the  country,  having  to 
that  purpofe  inferted  tables  of  90  years  for  a certain  parifh  in  Hantfhire,  being  a 
place  neither  famous  for  longevity  and  healthfulnels,  nor  for  the  contrary.  Upon 
which  tables  we  obferve, 

1.  That  every  wedding,  one  with  another,  produces  four  children*,  and  confe- 
quently,  that  that  is  the  proportion  of  children,  which  any  marriageable  man  or  wo- 
man may  be  prefumed  fhall  have.  For,  though  a man  may  be  married  more  than 
once,  yet,  being  once  married,  he  may  die  without  any  iffue  at  all. 

2.  That  in  this  parifh  there  were  born  1 5 females  for  1 6 males,  whereas  in  Lon- 
don there  were  1 3 for  14  ; which  fhews,  that  London  is  fomewhat  more  apt  to  pro- 
duce males  than  the  country.  And  it  is  poffible,  that  in  fome  other  places  there  are 
more  females  born  than  males  : which,  upon  this  variation  of  proportion,  I again 
recommend  to  the  examination  of  the  curious. 

3.  That  in  the  faid  whole  90  years  the  burials  of  the  males  and  females  were  ex- 
actly equal,  and  that  in  feveral  decads  they  differed  not  -j-i-o  part  *,  that  in  one  of 
the  two  decads,  wherein  the  difference  was  very  notorious,  there  were  buried  of 
males  337,  and  of  females  but  284,  viz.  53  difference  j and  in  the  other  there  died 
contrari wife  338  males,  and  386  females,  differing  46. 

4.  There  are  alfo  decads,  where  the  birth  of  males  and  females  differ  very  much, 
viz.  about  60. 

5.  That  in  the  faid  90  years  there  have  been  born  more  than  buried  in  the  faid 
parifh  (the  which,  both  90  years  ago,  and  alfo  now,  confifled  of  about  2700  fouls ) 
but  1059,  viz.  not  1 2 per  annum,  one  year  with  another.

6.  That  thefe  1059  have  in  all  probability  contributed  to  the  increafe  of  London; 
fince,  as  was  faid  even  now,  it  neither  appears  by  the  burials,  chriflnings,  or  by 
the  built  of  new  houfing,  that  the  faid  parifh  is  more  populous  now,  than  90  years 
ago,  by  above  2 or  300  fouls.  Now,  if  all  other  places  fend  about  4 of  their  in- 
creafe, viz.  about  one  out  of  900  of  their  inhabitants  annually  to  London,  and 
that  there  be  14  times  as  many  people  in  England  as  there  be  in  London  (for  which 
we  have  given  fome  reafons)  then  London  increafes  by  fuch  advense  every  year 
above  6000  : the  which  will  make  the  account  of  burials  to  fwell  about  270  per 
annum,  and  will  anfwer  the  increafes  we  obferve.  It  is  clear,  that  the  faid  parifh 
is  increafed  about  300,  and  it  is  probable,  that  three  or  four  hundred  more  went  to 
London  ; and  it  is  known,  that  about  400  went  to  New-England,  the  Caribbee- 
Iflands,  and  Newfound-Land,  within  thefe  laft  forty  years. 

7.  According  to  the  medium  of  the  faid  whole  90  years,  there  have  been  five 
chriflnings  for  four  burials  ; although  in  fome  fingle  years  and  decads  there  have 
been  three  to  two ; although  fometimes  (though  more  rarely)  the  burials  have  ex- 
ceeded the  births,  as  in  the  cafe  of  epidemical  difeafes. 

8.  Our  former  obfervation,  that  healthful  years  are  alfo  the  moil  fruitful,  isr 
much  confirmed  by  our  country  accounts ; for,  70  being  our  flandard  for  births, 
and  58  for  burials,  you  fhall  find,  that  where  fewer  than  58  died,  more  than  70 
were  born.  Having  given  you  a few  inflances  thereof,  I fhall  remit  you  to  the  ta- 
bles for  the  general  proof  of  this  affertion  : viz.  anno  1633,  when  103  were  born, 
there  died  but  29  Now,  in  none  of  the  whole  90  years,  more  were  born  than 
103,  and  but  in  one  fewer  than  29  died,  viz.  28  anno  1658.  Again  anno  1568, 
when  93  were  born,  but  42  died.  Anno  1584,  when  90  were  born,  but  41  died. 
Anno  1650,  when  86  were  born,  but  52  died.  So  that  by  how  much  more  are 
born,  by  fo  much  (as  it  were)  the  fewer  die.  For  when  103  were  born,  but  2 g died : 
but  when  but  86  were  born,  then  52  died. 

On  the  other  fide,  anno  1638,  when  156  died  per  annum,  which  was  the  great- 
eft  year  of  mortality,  then  lefs  than  the  meer  flandard  70,  viz.  but  66,  were  born. 
Again  anno  1644,  when  137  died,  but  59  were  born.  .Anno  1597,  when  117 
died,  but  48  were  born.  And  anno  3583,  when  87  died,  but  59  were  born. 

A little  irregularity  may  be  found  herein,  as,  that  anno  1612,  when  116  died 
(viz.  a number  double  to  our  flandard  5 8 , yet)  87  (viz.  1 7 above  the  flandard  79) 
were  born  ; and  that  when  89  died,  75  were  born  : but  thefe  differences  are  not 
fo  great,  nor  fo  often,  as  to  evert  our  rule,  which,  befides  the  authority  of  thefe 
accounts,  is  probable  in  itfelf. 

9.  Of  all  the  faid  90  years  the  year  1638  was  the  moft  mortal.  I therefore  en- 
quired, whether  the  plague  was  then  in  that  parifh,  and  having  good  fatfsfadlion, 
that  it  was  not,  (which  I the  rather  believe,  becaufe  that  the  plague  was  not  then 
confiderable  at  London)  but  that  it  was  a malignant  fever,  raging  fo  fiercely  about 
harveft,  that  there  appeared  fcarce  hands  enough  to  take  in  the  corn : which  ar- 
gues, confidering  there  were  2700  parifhioners,  that  feven  might  be  fick  for  one, 
that  died : whereas  of  the  plague  more  die  than  recover  : laftly,  thefe  people 
lay  longer  fick  than  is  ufual  in  the  plague,  nor  was  there  any  mention  of  fores, 
fwellings,  blew-tokens,  8ec.  among  them  : it  follows,  that  the  proportions  be- 
tween the  greateft  and  the  leaft  mortalities  in  the  country  are-  far  greater  than  at 

F London ; 
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London:  forafmuch  as  the  greateft  156  is  above  quintuple  unto  28  the  leaft* 
whereas  in  London  (the  plague  excepted,  as  here  it  hath  been)  the  number  of  bu- 
rials upon  other  accounts  within  no  decad  of  years  hath  been  double  ; whereas  in 
the  country  it  hath  been  quintuple  not  only  within  the  whole  ninety  years,  but  al- 
fo  within  the  fame  decad:  for  anno  1633  there  died  but  29,  and  anno  1638  the 
abovementioned  number  of  156.  Moreover,  as  in  London,  in  no  decad,  the  bu- 
rials of  one  year  are  double  to  thofe  of  another ; fo  in  the  country  they  are  feldom 
not  more  than  fo  ; as  by  this  table  appears.

Which  (hews,  that  the  opener  and  freer  airs  are  mod:  fubjeft  both  to  the  good  and 
bad  imprefiions ; and  that  the  fumes,  (teams  and  (tenches  of  London  do  fo  medicate 
and  impregnate  the  air  about  it,  that  it  becomes  capable  of  little  more,  as  if  the  faid 
fumes  rifing  out  of  London  met  with,  oppofed  and  juftled  backwards  the  influences 
falling  from  above,  or  refitted  the  incurfion  of  the  country-airs. 

10.  In  the  la(t  paragraph  we  faid,  that  the  burials  in  the  country  were  fometime 
quintuple  to  one  another * but  of  the  chriftnings  we  affirm,  that  within  the  fame  de- 
cad they  are  feldom  double,  as  appears  by  this  table,  viz.

Now,  although  the  difproportions  of  births  be  not  fo  great  as  that  of  burials,  yet 
thefe  difproportions  are  far  greater  than  at  London  : for  let  it  be  (hewn  in  any  of  the 
London  bills,  that  within  two  years  the  chriftnings  have  decreafed  or  increafed 
double,  as  they  did  anno  1584,  when  90  were  born,  and  anno  1586,  wherein  were 
but  45  : or  to  rife  from  52,  as  anno  1593,  to  71,  as  in  the  next  year  1 594.  Now 
thefe  difproportions  both  in  births  and  burials  confirm  what  hath  been  afore  aflert- 
ed,  that  healthfulnefs  and  fruitfulnefs  go  together,  as  they  would  not,  were  there 
not  difproportions  in  both,  although  proportional. 

1 1.  By  the  ftandard  of  burials  in  this  parilh  I thought  to  have  computed  the  num- 
ber of  inhabitants  in  it,  viz.  by  multiplying  58  by  4,  which  made  the  product 

23?, 
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232,  the  number  of  families.  Hereupon  I wondered,  that  a parilh  containing  a 
large  market-town,  and  12  miles  compafs,  fhould  have  but  232  houfes.  I then 
multiplied  232  by  8,  the  produbl  whereof  was  1856,  thereby  hoping  to  have  had 
the  number  of  the  inhabitants,  as  I had  for  London.  But  when  upon  enquiry,  I 
found  there  had  been  2100  communicants  in  that  parilh,  in  the  time  of  a minifter, 
who  forced  too  many  into  that  ordinance,  and  that  1 500  was  the  ordinary  number 
of  communicants  in  all  times ; I found  alfo,  that  forafmuch  as  there  were  near  as 
many  under  16  years  old,  as  there  are  above,  viz.  Communicants,  I concluded, 
that  there  muft  be  about  2700  or  2800  louls  in  that  parilh : from  whence  it  follows, 
that  little  more  than  one  of  50  dies  in  the  country,  whereas  in  London  it  feems  ma- 
nifeft,  that  about  one  in  32  dies,  over  and  above  what  die  of  the  plague. 

12.  It  follows  therefore  from  hence,  what  I more  faintly  afterted  in  the  former 
chapter,  that  the  country  is  more  healthful  than  the  city  ; that  is  to  fay,  although 
men  die  more  regularly,  and  lefs  per  faltum  in  London,  than  in  the  country,  yet, 
upon  the  whole  matter,  there  die  fewer  per  rata  ; fo  as  the  fumes,  fleams,  and 
flenches  abovementioned,  although  they  make  the  air  of  London  more  equal,  yet 
not  more  healthful. 

13.  When  I confider,  that  in  the  country  feventy  are  born  for  fifty  eight  buried, 
and  that  before  the  year  1600  the  like  happened  in  London,  I confidered,  whether 
a city,  as  it  becomes  more  populous,  doth  not,  for  that  very  caufe,  become  more 
unhealthful : and  inclined  to  believe,  that  London  now  is  more  unhealthful  than 
heretofore  •,  partly  for  that  it  is  more  .populous,  but  chiefly  becaufe  I have  heard, 
that  fixty  years  ago  few  fea-coals  were  burnt  in  London,  which  are  now  univerfally 
ufed.  For  1 have  heard,  that  Newcaftle  is  more  unhealthful  than  other  places,  and 
that  many  people  cannot  at  all  endure  the  fmoak  of  London,  not  only  for  its  un- 
pleafantnefs,  but  for  the  fufFocations  which  it  caules. 

14.  Suppofe,  that  anno  1569  there  were  2400  fouls  in  that  parifh,  and  that  they 
increafed  by  the  births  70,  exceeding  the  burials  58,  it  will  follow,  that  the  laid 
2400  cannot  double  under  200.  Now,  if  London  be  lefs  healthful  than  the 
country,  as  certainly  it  is,  the  plague  being  reckoned  in,  it  follows,  that  Lon- 
don muft  be  doubling  itfelf  by  generation  in  much  above  200  : but  if  it  hath  in- 
creafed from  2 to  5 in  54,  as  aforefaid,  the  fame  muft  be  by  reafon  of  tranfplanta- 
tion  out  of  the  country.

To  this  I might  anfwer  in  general,  by  faying,  that  thofe,  who  cannot  apprehend 
•the  reafon  of  thefe  enquiries,  are  unfit  to  trouble  thernfelves  to  afk  them. 

2.  I might  anfwer  by  afking,  why  fo  many  have  fpent  their  times  and  eftates 
about  the  art  of  making  gold  ? which,  if  it  were  much  knoWn,  would  only  exalt 
filver  into  the  place,  which  gold  now  poflefteth  •,  and  if  it  were  known' but  to  fome 
one  perfon,  the  fame  fingle  adeptus  could  not,  nay,  durft  not  enjoy  it,  but  muft  be 
either  a prifoner  to  fome  Prince,  and  Have  to  fome  voluptuary,  or  elfe  fkulk  ob- 
fcurely  up  and  down  for  his  privacy  and  concealment. 

3.  I might  anfwer,  that  there  is  much  pleafure  in  deducing  fo  many  abftrufe 
and  unexpected  inferences  out  of  thefe  poor  defpiled  bills  of  mortality  •,  and  in  build- 
ing upon  that  ground,  which  hath  lain  wafte  thefe  eighty  years.  And  there  is  plea- 
fure in  doing  fomething  new,  though  never  fo  little,  without  peftering  the  world 
with  voluminous  tranfcriptions. 

4.  But  I anfwer  more  ferioufly,  by  complaining,  that  whereas  the  art  of  govern- 
ing, and  the  true  politics,  is  how  to  preferve  the  fubjeCt  in  peace  and  plenty  ^ that 
men  ftudy  only  that  part  of  it,  which  teacheth  how  to  fupplant  and  over-reach  one 
another,  and  how,  not  by  fair  out-running,  but  by  tripping  up  each  other’s  heels, 
to  win  the  prize. 

Now,  the  foundation  or  elements  of  this  honeft  harmlefs  policy  is  to  underftand 
the  land,  and  the  hands  of  the  territory,  to  be  governed  according  to  all  their 
intrinfic  and  accidental  differences  : as  for  example  •,  it  were  good  to  know  the 
geometrical  content,  figure,  and  fituation  of  all  the  lands  of  a kingdom,  efpecially 
according  to  its  moft  natural,  permanent,  and  confpicuous  bounds.  It  were  good 
to  know  how  much  hay  an  acre  of  every  fort  of  meadow  will  bear  ^ how  many  cattle 
the  fame  weight  of  each  fort  of  hay  will  feed  and  fatten  •,  what  quantity  of  grain  and 
other  commodities  the  fame  acre  will  bear  in  one,  three,  or  leven  years,  communi- 
lus  annis\  unto  what  ufe  each  foil  is  moft  proper.  All  which  particulars  I call 
the  intrinfic  value : for  there  is  alfo  another  value  meerly  accidental,  or  extrinfic, 
cofififting  of  the  caufes,  why  a parcel  of  land,  lying  near  a good  market,  may  be 
worth  double  to  another  parcel,  though  but  of  the  fame  intrinfic  goodnefs  \ which 
anfwers  the  queries,  why  lands  in  the  North  of  England  are  worth  but  ftxteen  years 
purchafe,  and  tho'e  of  the  Weft  above  eight  and  twenty.  It  is  no  lefs  neceflary  to 
know,  how  many  people  there  be  of  each  lex,  ftate,  age,  religion,  trade,  rank,  or 
degree,  &c.  by  the  knowledge  whereof,  trade  and  government  may  be  made  more 
certain  and  regular ; for,  if  men  knew  the  people,  as  aforefaid,  they  might  know 
the  confuinption  they  would  make,  fo  as  trade  might  not  be  hoped  for  where  it  is 
impoftible.  As  for  inftance,  I have  heard  much  complaint,  that  trade  is  not  fet  in 

fome 
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iome  of  the  South-weftern  or  North-weftern  parts  of  Ireland,  there  being  fo  many- 
excellent  harbours  for  that  purpofe  ; whereas  in  feveral  of  thofe  places  l have  alfo 
heard,  that  there  are  few  other  inhabitants,  but  fuch  as  live  ex  fponte  creatis , and 
are  unfit  fubjedts  of  trade,  as  neither  employing  others,  nor  working  themfelves. 

Moreover,  if  all  thefe  things  were  clearly  and  truly  known  (which  I have  but 
guefied  at)  it  would  appear,  how  fmall  a part  of  the  people  work  upon  necefiary 
labours  and  callings,  viz.  how  many  women  and  children  do  juft  nothing,  only 
learning  to  fpend  what  others  get ; how  many  are  meer  voluptuaries,  and  as  it 
were  meer  gamefters  by  trade ; how  many  live  by  puzzling  poor  people  with  un- 
intelligible notions  in  divinity  and  philofophy  ; how  many  by  perfuading  credulous, 
delicate,  and  litigious  perfons,  that  their  bodies  or  eftates  are  out  of  tune,  and  in 
danger  ; how  many  by  fighting  as  foldiers ; how  many  by  miniftries  of  vice  and 
fin  ; how  many  by  trades  of  meer  pleafure,  or  ornaments  ; and  how  many  in  a 
way  of  lazy  attendance,  &c.  upon  others  : and  on  the  other  fide,  how  few  are 
employed  in  raifing  and  working  necefiary  food  and  covering ; and  of  the  fpecu- 
lative  men,  how  few  do  ftudy  nature  and  things ! the  more  ingenious  not  ad- 
vancing much  further  than  to  write  and  lpeak  wittily  about  thefe  matters. 

I conclude,  that  a clear  knowledge  of  all  thefe  particulars,  and  many  more, 
whereat  I have  fihot  but  at  rovers,  is  necefiary,  in  order  to  good,  certain,  and  eafy 
government,  and  even  to  balance  parties  and  factions  both  in  church  and  ftate. 
But  whether  the  knowledge  thereof  be  necefiary  to  many,  or  fit  for  others  than  the 
fovereign  and  his  chief  minifters,  I leave  to  confideratipn. 
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FORASMUCH  as  a long  and  ferious  perufal  of  all  the  bills  of  mortality, 
which  this  great  city  hath  afforded  for  almolf  fourfeore  years,  hath  advanced 
but  the  few  obfervations  comprifed  in  the  foregoing  treatile  ; I hope  very 
little  will  be  expected  from  the  few  fcattered  papers,  that  have  come  to  my  hands 
iince  the  publifhing  thereof,  efpecially  from  one,  that  hath  learned  from  the  Royal 
Society,  how  many  obfervations  go  to  the  making  up  of  one  theorem,  which 
(like  oaks  and  other  trees  fit  for  durable  building)  muft  be  of  many  years  growth. 

The  accounts,  which  follow,  I reckon  but  as  timber  and  Hones  •,  and  the  belt 
inferences  I can  make,  are  but  as  hewing  them  to  a fquare.  As  for  compofing  a 
beautiful  and  firm  ftruClure  out  of  them,  I leave  it  to  the  architecture  of  the  faid  So- 
ciety, under  whom  I think  it  honour  enough  to  work  as  a labourer. 

My  firft  obfervation  fhall  be,  that  at  Dublin  the  number  of  weekly  burials  being 
about  20,  and  thofe  of  London  about  300,  as  alfo  the  number  of  people  reckoned 
to  be  within  the  limits  of  the  bills  of  mortality  at  London  to  be  460000  •,  it  will 
follow,  that  the  number  of  inhabitants  of  Dublin  be  about  30000,  viz.  about  one 
fifteenth  part  of  thofe  in  and  about  London : which  agrees  with  that  number,  which 
I have  heard  the  books  of  poll- money,  raifed  but  little  before  the  time  of  this  bill, 
have  exhibited  as  the  number  of  inhabitants  of  that  city  : fo  as  although  I do  not 
think  one  fingle  weekly  bill  is  fufficient  to  ground  fuch  a conclufion  upon,  yet  I 
think,  that  feveral  yearly  bills  are  the  belt  of  theeafy  ways,  from  which  to  colleCt  the 
number  of  the  people. 

Secondly,  although  I take  it  for  granted,  that  in  Dublin  there  be  more  born 
than  buried,  becaufe  the  fame  hath  appeared  to  be  fo  in  London  by  the  bills  of 
mortality  before  the  year  1641,  when  the  civil  wars  began,  and  much  more  emi- 
nently in  Amfterdam,  as  fhall  be  hereafter  fhewn  ; yet  there  are  but  14  fet  down 
as  chriftned  ; which  fhews,  that  the  defedl  there  is  much  the  fame  as  at  London. 
Whether  the  caufe  thereof  be  negligence  in  the  regifter,  or  non-conformity  to  pub- 
lic order,  or  both,  l leave  to  the  curious.  I believe  the  caufe  is  alfo  the  fame,  for- 
afmuch  as  I heard  it  to  be  a maxim  at  Dublin,  to  follow,  if  not  forerun,  all  that  is, 
or  as  they  underftand  will  be,  pra&ifed  in  London  ; and  that  in  all  particulars  in- 
cident to  human  affairs. 

I have  here  inferted  two  other  country  bills,  the  one  of  Cranbrook  in  Kent,  the 
other  of  Tiverton  in  Devonfhire,  which  with  that  of  Hantfhire,  lying  about  the 
midway  between  them,  give  us  a view  of  the  moft  eafterly,  foutherly,  and  wefter- 
lv  parts  of  England.  I have  endeavoured(to  procure  the  like^ccount  from  Northum- 
berland, Chefhire,  Norfolk  and  Nottinghamfhire ; thereby  to  have  a view  of  fe- 
ven  counties  moft  differently  fituated,  from  whence  I am  lorry  to  obferve,  that  my 
1 Southern 
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Southern  friends  have  been  hitherto  more  curious  and  diligent  than  thofe  of  the 
North.  The  full  obfervation  from  thefe  bills  is,  that  all  chel'e  three  country  bills 
agree,  that  each  wedding  produces  four  children,  which  is  likewife  confirmed  from 
the  bills  of  Amfterdam.  Secondly,  they  all  agree,  that  there  be  more  males  born 
than  females,  but  in  different  proportions,  for  at  Cranbrook  there  be  20  males  for 
19  females,  Hantfhire  16  for  15,  in  London  14  for  13,  and  at  Tiverton  12  for  1 1. 
Thirdly,  I have  inferted  the  bills  themfelves,  to  the  end,  that  whoever  pleafes  may 
examine,  by  all  three  together,  the  obfervations  I railed  from  the  Hantfhire  bill 
alone  ; conceiving  it  will  be  more  plealure  and  fatisfaclion  to  do  it  themfelves, 
than  to  receive  it  from  another  hand.  Only  I fhall  add,  as  a new  obfervation 
from  them  all,  that  in  the  years  1648  and  1649,  being  the  time  when  the  people  of 
England  did  molt  refent  the  horrid  parricide  of  his  late  lacred  Majefty,  that  there 
were  but  nine  weddings  in  that  year  in  the  fame  places,  when  there  were  ordi- 
narily between  30  and  40  per  annum  ; and  but  16,  when  there  were  ordinarily  at 
other  times  between  50  and  60.  And  it  may  be  alfo  obierved,  that  fomething  of 
this  black  murder  appeared  in  the  years  1643  and  1644,  when  the  civil  war  was  at 
tlie  higheft,  but  the  contrary  in  the  years  1654,  1655,  &c.  to  prevent  the  new  way 
of  marriage  then  impofed  upon  the  people. 

I have  alfo  fupplied  the  tables  from  the  three  general  bills  for  the  years  1662', 
1663,  and  1664,  which  you  will  find  to  juftify  the  former  obfervations.  But  moft 
eminently  that,  which  I take  to  be  of  moft  concernment,  namely,  of  the  difference 
between  the  numbers  of  males  and  females. 

In  the  former  obfervations  I did  endeavour  to  deduce  the  number  of  the  in- 
habitants about  the  city  of  Londom,  from  the  bills  of  mortality,  concluding 
them  to  be  about  460000,  and  did  likewife  fet  forth  by  what  fteps  the  people 
of  the  faid  city  have  increafed  from  two  to  five  fince  the  year  1600.  And 
particularly  in  what  proportions  the  city  increafed  in  its  feveral  parts  from 
time  to  time.  I have  now  procured  an  account  of  the  men,  women,  and  children, 
which  were  anno  1631  found  within  the  liberties  of  London,  which  are  circum- 
fcribed  by  Temple-Bar,  Holborn-Bars,  Smithfield-Bars,  Shoreditch-Bars,  White - 
chapel-Bars,  and  to  the  Tower  liberties,  and  meal- market  in  Southwark  ; by 
which  account  I hope  it  will  appear,  that  I computed  too  many  rather  than  too 
few,  although  the  moft  part  of  men  have  thought  otherwife.  Nor  do  I wonder  at 
it,  fince  I never  obferved  more  enormous  miftakes  in  any  matter  than  concerning 
the  number  of  people,  ale-houfes,  coaches,  fhips,  fea-men,  water-men,  and  feve- 
ral other  tradefmen,  &c.  The  proportions  of  all  which  I have  always  thought  is 
necefiary  to  be  known,  in  order  to  an  exadt  fymmetry  of  the  feveral  members  of 
a common-wealth.  I fay,  that  the  whole  number  of  inhabintants  exceeds  not 
460000. 

1.  The  number  of  men,  women,  and  children,  found  in  the  city  and  liberties 
163  i was  13017-8. 

2.  The  liberties  of  the  city  of  London  confift  of  the  97  parifhes  within  the  walls, 
and  of  \ of  the  1 6 parifhes  next  without  them : which  eftimate  of  mine,  nevertheless, 

I leave  to  examination. 

The  liberties  of  London  from  the  year  1631  to  the  year  1661  increafed  from  S 
to  1 1 , as  may  appear  by  the  tables ; and  confequently  the  faid  130000  found  in  the 
year  1631,  were  increafed  to  179000,  in  anno  1661.  Laftly, 
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Laftly,  the  liberties  of  London  in  the  year  1661  were  in  proportion  to  the  whole, 
as  4 to  9 •,  and  confequently  if  there  were  179000  fouls,  in  the  faid  liberties,  there 
was  not  above  403000  in  the  whole  number, of  pariflies  then  comprehended  in  the 
bills  of  mortality. 

T he  fubfrance  of  the  Amfterdam  bills  of  mortality  is,  viz. 

1.  That  there  died  in  the  feveral  years  of  the  plague,  as  followeth  :

2.  That  there  are  eleven  burying-places,  befides  the  Hofpital  and  Peft-houfe, 
257  ftreets  and  lanes,  with  43  burgwalls  and  grachts  in  that  city. 

3.  That  in  feven  years,  beginning  from  the  15th  of  Auguft  1617  to  the  fame  day 
1624,  there  were  chriftned  in  the  reformed  churches  of  Amfterdam  52537,  and 
that  there  died  in  the  fame  time  32532.  So  as  there  were  20005  more  born  than 
buried,  befides  thofe,  that  were  chriftned  in  other  congregations.  And  in  the  fame 
time  were  16430  publifhed  marriages. 

4.  That  in  the  firft  week  of  September  i664there  died  1041,  and  in  eighteen 
weeks  before  the  burials  increafed  from  331  up  to  the  faid  number  of  1041,  and 
in  twelve  weeks  after  decreafed  back  to  the  like  number  of  330. 

5.  In  February  following  there  died  but  118a  week,  and  the  ordinary  number 
of  weekly  burials  is  about  100,  fo  as  London  feems  to  be  three  times  as  big  as  Am- 
fterdam. 

6.  I have  likewife  happened  on  fome  other  accounts,  relating  to  mortalities  of 
fome  great  cities  of  the  world  ; of  what  authority  I know  not,  but  as  printed  at  Am- 
fterdam 1 664,  viz.  anno  1619  there  died  in  Grand  Cairo  in  ten  weeks  73500,  with- 
out any  vifible  diminution  of  the  people. 

7.  Anno  1625  there  died  in  Leyden  9597.  Anno  1635  there  died  in  the  fame 
city  of  Leyden  from  the  14th  of  July,  to  the  29th  of  December  14381  : the  great- 
eft  week  of  mortality  being  the  latter  end  of  Odlober  was  1452.  This  plague  in 
15  weeks  increafed  from  96  to  die  faid  number  of  1452,  and  in  ten  weeks  after 
decreafed  to  107.  Anfwerable  to  the  time  of  increafe  and  decreafe  aforementioned 
in  Amfterdam,  anno  1655,  there  died  in  21  weeks  from  July  to  November  13287, 
the  greateft  week  being  September  25,  when  died  896. 

8.  At  Harlem  there  died  in  the  fame  year,  in  the  months  of  Auguft,  September, 
Odtober  and  November  5723. 

9.  Anno  1637,  in  Constantinople  there  died  1500  per  diem  : but  how  long  this 
plague  lafted,  appeareth  not. 

10.  The  fame  year  died  in  Prague  20000  Chriftians,  and  10000  Jews. 

1 1.  Anno  1652  there  died  in  Cracovia  1 7000  Chriftians,  and  20000  Jews. 

12.  Anno  1653  there  died  in  Dantzick  in  the  laft  week  of  September  640,  and  in 
Gonningfburg  490. 

2 13,  1655 
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13.  1654  there  died  in  Copenhagen  for  feveral  weeks  700  per  week. 

14.  Anno  1655  there  died  at  Amfterdam  and  Leyden,  as  abovementioned  ; and 
at  Deventer  70,  80,  and  90  per  diem. 

15.  At  Leeuwardeen  56  per  diem. 

Anno  1656  there  was  fo  l'weeping  a plague  at  Naples,  that  there  died  of  it  at  the 
latter  end  of  May  1300,  or  1400  per  diem.  The  fixth  of  June  there  were  80000 
Tick,  that  the  well  were  not  able  to  help,  or  bury  the  dead  •,  prefentiy  after  there 
died  5000  in  three  days  •,  in  Auguft  it  began  to  ceafe,  after  it  had  deftroyed  300000 
people. 

17.  The  town  of  Scala  in  Italy  was  quite  difpeopled,  and  at  Minory  there 
efcaped  but  22.  At  Rome  there  died  in  the  fame  year  about  1 00  per  diem  for  a great 
while  together. 

1 8.  1657  There  died  at  Genoa  in  Midfummer  week  1200,  afterwards  there  died 
1600  per  diem-,  infomuch  that  in  the  beginning  of  Auguft  they  burnt  the  dead 
corps  for  want  of  hands  to  bury  them,  which  great  mortality  decreafed  to  five  or 
fix  per  diem  before  September  was  out.  The  total  fum  of  all  that  died  was  about 
70000. 

19.  At  Bergen  in  Norway,  anno  1618  the  plague  is  reprefented  to  have  been 
very  terrible,  by  faying,  that  there  died  50  or  60  per  diem,  and  that  the  whole  city 
was  in  tears ; that  the  coffin-makers  refilled  to  make  coffins ; that  parents  carried 
their  children,  and  children  their  parents  to  the  grave.  But  forafmuch  as  it  was 
not  mentioned  how  populous  this  place  was,  nor  for  how  many  days  the  morta- 
lity continued,  I can  make  but  little  eftimate  of  this  plague,  by  what  is  above  re- 
lated. 

20.  The  general  obfervations  arifing  from  the  abovementioned  particulars  are 
as  followeth  : 

Firft,  that  Northern,  as  well  as  Southern  countries  are  infefted  with  great  plagues ; 
although  in  the  Southern  countries  they  are  more  vehement,  and  do  both  begin  and 
end  more  fuddenly. 

21.  Secondly,  from  the  year  1652  the  plague  was  at  Cracow,  1653  atDantzick 
and  Coningfburg,  1654  at  Copenhagen,  1655  at  Leyden  and  Amfterdam,  and 
other  towns  in  the  Netherlands,  1656  at  Naples  and  Rome,  1657  at  Genoa;  fo  as 
it  well  deferves  enquiry,  whether  the  plague  in  all  thefe  places  were  a ficknefs  of 
the  fame  kind,  and  did  fucceffively  perambulate  the  feveral  countries  abovemention- 
ed ; or  whether  it  were  a feveral  difeafe  in  each  place. 

22.  Thirdly,  that  the  plague  is  longer  in  rifing  to  its  height,  than  in  decreafing 
to  the  fame  pitch  ; and  the  proportion  thereof,  in  fuch  cafes  where  it  hath  moft 
plainly  appeared,  is  about  three  to  two  ; for  at  Amfterdam  it  was  eighteen  weeks 
rifing,  and  twelve  decreafing  -,  and  at  Leyden  fifteen  upon  the  increafe,  and  ten  de- 
creafing. 

It  may  be  further  obferved,  that  in  the  four  feveral  times  of  great  mortality,  the 
height  was  not  always  in  the  fame  month  ; for  anno  1592  it  was  the  fecond  week 
in  Auguft,  when  there  died  1550  of  all  difeafes  in  the  year  1603  the  height  was 
the  fecond  week  of  September,  when  there  died  3129  of  all  difeafes  ; in  1625  the 
extremity  was  in  the  third  week  in  Auguft,  when  there  died  5205.  Anno  1 636  the 
like  extremity  was  in  the  firft  week  of  October,  there  then  dying  4005  of  all  dif- 

G eafes. 
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ceafes.  In  this  place  I think  fit  to  intimate,  that  confidering  the  prefent  increafe  of 
the  city  from  anno  1625  to  t^’iS  tixne,  which  is  from  eight  to  thirteen,  that  until 
tlae  burials  exceed  8400  per  week,  the  mortality  will  not  exceed  that  of  1625. 
Which  God  for  ever  avert. 

It  may  be  further  obferved,  that  the  time  of  the  plague’s  continuance  at  the  height 
was  of  feveral  durations  •,  for  anno  1 592  it  continued  from  the  firft  week  in  July  to 
the  fecond  of  September,  without  increafing  or  decreafing  above  100  in  1600  ; 
whereas  in  1603  it  remained  but  three  weeks  at  a ftay,  increafing  near  the  next 
week  after  the  height ; anno  1625  it  remained  not  three  weeks  at  a ftay,  increafing 
-jV  part  the  next  week  before  the  height,  and  decreafing  as  much  the  next  week  af- 
ter. Anno  1636  it  ftood  five  weeks  without  increafing  or  decreafing  above  TV  part 
aforementioned. 

Concerning  the  difeafe  of  the  plague,  anno  1592  it  increafed  to  of  the  greateft 
number  that  died  in  twenty  weeks  j anno  1603,  it  did  the  fame  in  eleven  ; anno 
1625,  in  nine  weeks;  anno  1636,  as  it  was  not  fo  fierce  as  in  the  other  years,  fo 
it  was  of  longer  continuance,  as  hath  been  elfe-where  noted. 

The  laft  thing  I fhall  obferve  is,  that  in  all  the  four  great  years  of  mortality 
abovementioned,  I do  not  find,  that  any  week  the  plague  increafed  to  the  double  of 
the  precedent  week  above  five  times.

WHEREAS  in  the  month  of  December,  in  the  year  1672,  there  were 
chriftned  in  the  feveral  parifhes  of  the  city  and  fuburbs  of  Paris  1366, 
and  weddings  68,  and  buried  1153;  yet  of  the  reformed  religion,  in  the 
fame  (pace  of  time  and  place,  there  were  chriftned  but  27,  and  buried  but  14  l 
at  a medium  being  compared  to  the  grofs  fum,  the  proteftants  in  Paris  are  but  as 
one  to  65. 

A further  obfervation  may  be  made  •,  that  whereas  in  the  whole  year  of  1672, 
there  were  buried  17584,  and  the  chriftnings  then  were  18427,  which  difference 
between  chriftnings  and  burials  was  very  agreeable  with  the  difference  formerly  in 
the  city  of  London,  before  phanaticifm  and  the  anabaptifts  were  known  in  thofe 
parts : but  in  the  fame  year  of  1672  in  the  city  of  London  and  places  adjacent, 
- the  burials  were  18230,  and  the  chriftnings  but  12563  : by  which  it  plainly  ap- 
pears that  4 of  the  inhabitants  of  the  places  aforelaid  are  fuch,  as  do  not  conform 
to  the  doctrine  and  difcipline  of  the  church  of  England. 

As  concerning  the  common  queftion,  whether  Paris  or  London  hath  moft  in- 
habitants, my  anfwer  muft  be  framed  after  this  manner,  upon  fome  obfervations 
made  upon  the  numbers  of  burials  of  each  city. 

I find  that  in  the  city  and  fuburbs  of  Paris  in  the  years  1670,  1671,  and  1672, 
the  total  number  of  the  burials  was  56443,  and  in  the  years  aforefaid  in  the  city  of 
London,  fuburbs  and  places  adjacent  (as  appears  by  the  annual  bills  of  mortality) 
were  buried  54157. 

But  fince  that  Hackney,  Lambeth,  Newington,  Iflington,  Rotherhith,  Step- 
ney, and  Weftminfter,  although  put  into  the  bills  of  mortality,  they  cannot  pro- 
perly be  reckoned  as  parts  of  the  city  of  London  (Weftminfter  being  a diftindt  city 
of  itfelf,  and  the  other  above-named  country  villages)  and  there  having  been  buried 
in  the  places  laft  named  in  the  three  years  aforefaid  (as  appears  by  the  faid  annual 
bills)  10000,  which  being  dedudted  out  of  the  number  aforefaid,  the  remaining 
number  is  44157,  upon  which  I think  the  comparifon  muft  be  made. 

By  which  it  appears,  that  Paris  hath  exceeded  the  city  of  London  in  the  number 
of  burials  12286,  which  number  is  between  a fourth  and  a fifth  of  the  faid  number 
of  56443,  which  is  the  proportion  of  the  difference  in  the  number  of  inhabitants 
the  city  of  Paris  having  more  than  a fourth,  and  yet  not  a fifth  more  than  the  city 
of  London.

G R A U N T * S OBSERVATIONS 


Advertifemcnts  for  the  better  underftanding  of  the  feveral 

tables:  videlicet, 

Concerning  the  table  of  cafualties  confjling  of  thirty  columns. 

THE  firft  column  contains  all  the  cafualties  happening  within  the  22  fingle 
years  mentioned  in  this  bill. 

The  14  next  columns  contain  two  of  the  laft  feptenaries  of  years,  which  being 
the  lateft  are  firft  let  down. 

The  8 next  columns  reprefent  the  8 firft  years,  wherein  the  cafualties  were  taken 
notice  of. 

Memorandum , that  the  ten  years  between  1636  and  1647  are  omitted  as  containing  no~ 
thing  extraordinary , and  as  not  confident  with  the  incapacity  of  a Jheet. 

The  5 next  columns'  are  the  8 years  from  1629  to  1 636  brought  into  2 
quaternions,  and  the  1 2 of  the  1 4 laft  years  brought  into  three  more ; that  com- 
parifon  might  be  made  between  each  4 years  taken  together,  as  well  as  each  fingle 
year  apart. 

The  next  column  contains  three  years  together,  taken  at  10  years  diftance  from 
each  other  ; that  the  diftant  years,  as  well  as  confequent,  might  be  compared  with 
the  whole  20,  each  of  the  5 quaternions,  and  each  of  the  22  fingle  years. 

The  laft  column  contains  the  total  of  all  the  15  quaternions  or  25  years. 

The  number  229250  is  the  total  of  all  the  burials  in  the  faid  20  years,  as  34190 
is  of  the  burials  in  the  faid  three  diftant  years.  Where  note,  that  the  4-  of  the  latter 
total  is  11396,  and  the of  the  former  is  11462;  differing  but  66  from  each 
other  in  fo  great  a fum,  videlicet,  fcarce  -5^5-  part.

IT  is  to  be  noted,  that  in  all  the  feveral  columns  of  the  burials  thofe  dying  of  the 
plague  are  left  out,  being  reckoned  all  together  in  the  fixth  column  : whereas  in 
the  original  bills,  the  plague,  and  all  other  difeafes  are  reckoned  together,  with 
mention  how  many  of  the  refpedlive  totals  are  of  the  plague. 

Secondly,  From  the  year  1642  forwards,  the  account  of  the  chriftnings  is  not 
to  be  trufted,  the  neglects  of  the  fame  beginning  about  that  year  : for  in  1 642  there 
are  fetdown  10370,  and  about  the  fame  number  feveral  years  before,  after  which 
time  the  faid  chriftnings  decreafed  to  between  5000  and  6000,  by  omiflion  of  the 
greater  part. 

Thirdly,  the  feveral  numbers  are  call  up  into  odtonaries,  that  comparifon  may 
be  made  of  them  as  well  as  of  fingle  years.

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Of  the  growth  of  the  city  of  London  : and  of 
the  Measures,  Periods,  Causes,  and  Con- 
sequences thereof. 

What  is  meant  by  London. 

BY  the  city  of  London,  we  mean  the  houfing  within  the  walls  of  the  old  city, 
with  the  liberties  thereof,  Weftminfter,  the  Borough  of  Southwark,  and  fo 
much  of  the  built  ground  in  Middlefex  and  Surrey,  whofe  houfes  are  con- 
tiguous unto,  or  within  call  of  thofe  aforementioned.  Or  elfe  we  mean  the  houf- 
ing, which  ftand  upon  the  ninety  feven  parifhes  within  the  walls  of  London  ; upon 
the  fixteen  parifhes  next,  without  them  ; the  ten  parifhes  of  Weftminfter,  and  the 
feven  parifhes  without  them  all ; all  which  one  hundred  and  thirty  parifhes  are  com- 
prehended within  the  weekly  bills  of  mortality. 

What  is  meant  by  the  growth  of  London. 

The  growth  of  this  city  is  meafured,  i.  By  the  quantity  of  ground,  or  number 
of  acres  upon  which  it  ftands.  2,  By  the  number  of  houfes,  as  the  fame  appears 
by  the  hearth- books  and  late  maps.  3.  By  the  cubical  content  of  the  faid  houfing. 
4.  By  the  flooring  of  the  fame.  5.  By  the  number  of  days-work,  or  charge  of 
building  the  faid  houfes.  6.  By  the  value  of  the  faid  houfes,  according  to  their 
yearly  rent,  and  number  of  years  purchafe.  7.  By  the  number  of  inhabitants; 
according  to  which  latter  fenfe  only,  we  make  our  computations  in  this  effay. 

Till  a better  rule  can  be  obtained,  we  conceive,  that  the  proportion  of  the  people 
may  be  fufficiently  meafured  by  the  proportion  of  the  burials  in  fuch  years,  as  were 
neither  remarkable  for  extraordinary  healthfulnefs  or  flcklinefs. 

In  what  meafures  the  city  hath  increafed. 

That  the  city  hath  increafed  in  this  latter  fenfe  appears  from  the  bills  of  morta- 
lity, reprefented  in  the  two  following  tables,  viz.  one  whereof  is  a continuation  for 
eighteen  years,  ending  1682,  of  that,  table  which  was  publifhed  in  the  1 1 7th*  page 
of  the  book  of  the  obfervations  upon  the  London  bills  of  mortality,  printed  in  the 
year  1676.  The  other  fheweth  what  number  of  people  died  at  a medium  of  two 
years,  indifferently  taken,  at  about  twenty  years  diftance  from  each  other.

Wherein  obferve,  that  the  number  C Is  double  to  A,  and  806  over;  that  D 
is  double  to  B within  1906 ; that  C and  D is  double  to  A B within  293  ; that 
E is  double  to  C within  1435 ; that  D and  E is  double  to  B and  C within  3341  ; 

and  that  C and  D and  E are  double  to  A and  B and  C within  1736  ; and  that  E 

is  above  quadruple  to  A.  All  which  differences  (every  way  confidered)  do  allow 
the  doubling  of  the  people  of  London  in  forty  years  to  be  a fufficient  eftimate 
thereof  in  round  numbers,  and  without  the  trouble  of  fractions.  We  alfo  fay. 
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that  669930  is  near  the  number  of  people  now  in  London,  becaufe  the  burials 
are  22331,  which  multiplied  by  30,  (one  dying  yearly  out  of  30,  as  appears  in 
the  94th*  page  of  the  aforementioned  obfervations)  maketh  the  faid  number;  and 
becaufe  there  are  84  thoufand  tenanted  houfes  (as  we  are  credibly  informed)  which, 
at  8 in  each,  makes  672  thoufand  fouls ; the  faid  two  accounts  differing  inconfi- 
derably  from  each  other. 

We  have  thus  pretty  well  found  out  in  what  number  of  years  (viz.  in  about  40,) 
the  city  of  London  hath  doubled,  and  the  prefent  number  of  inhabitants  to  be 
about  670  thoufand.  We  muft  now  alfo  endeavour  the  fame  for  the  whole  terri- 
tory of  England  and  Wales.  In  order  whereunto,  we  firfl  fay. 

The  people  of  London  are  about  the  eleventh  part  of  all  England  and  Wales . 

And  the  people  of  England  about  7 millions  and  400  thoufands. 

That  the  affeffment  of  London  is  about  an  eleventh  part  of  the  whole  terri- 
tory, and  therefore  that  the  people  of  the  whole  may  well  be  eleven  times  that 
of  London,  viz.  about  7 millions,  369  thoufand  fouls;  with  which  account  that 
of  the  poll-money,  hearth-money,  and  the  Bifhops  late  numbering  of  the  commu- 
nicants, do  pretty  well  agree.  Wherefore,  although  the  faid  number  of  7 millions, 
369  thoufand,  be  not  (as  it  cannot  be)  a demonftrated  truth,  yet  it  will  ferve  for  a 
good  fuppofition,  which  is  as  much  as  we  want  at  prefent. 

As  for  the  time  in,  which  the  people  double,,  it  is  yet  more  hard  to  be  found  : 
for  we  have  good  experience  (in  the  faid  94th  -j-  page  of  the  aforementioned  obferva- 
tions) that  in  the  country,  but  one  of  fifty  die  per  annum ; and  by  other  late  ac- 
counts, that  there  have  been  fometimes  but  24  births  for  23  burials  : the  which  two 
points,  if  they  were  univerfally,  and  conflantly  true,  there  would  be  colour  enough 
to  fay,  that  the  people  doubled  but  in  about  1200  years.  As  for  example  : fup- 
pofe  there  be  600  people,  of  which  let  a fiftieth  part  die  per  annum,  then  there 
fhall  die  12  per  annum  ; and  if  the  births  be  as  24  to  23,  then  the  increafe  of  the 
people  fhall  be  fomewhat  above  half  a man  per  annum,  and  confequently  the  fup- 
pofed  number  of  600,  cannot  be  doubled  but  in  1126,  which  to  reckon  in  round 
numbers,  and  for  that  the  aforementioned  fractions  were  not  exafr,  we  had  rather 
call  1200. 

There  are  alfo  other  good  obfervations,  that  even  in  the  country,  one  in  about 
30,  or  32  per  annum  hath  died,  and  that  there  have  been  five  births  for  four  bu- 
rials. Now,  according  to  this  dodtrine,  20  will  die  per  annum  out  of  the  above 
-600,  and  25  will  be  born,  fo  as  the  increafe  will  be  5,  which  is  a hundred  and 
twentieth  part  of  the  faid  600.  So  as  we  have  two  fair  computations,  differing 
from  each  other  as  one  to  ten ; and  there  are  alfo  feveral  other  good  obfervations 
for  other  meafures. 

I might  here  infert,  that  although  the  births  in  this  laft  computation  be  25  of 
600,  or  a twenty  fourth  part  of  the  people;  yet  that  in  natural  poffibility, 
they  may  be  near  thrice  as  many,  and  near  75.  For  that  by  fome  late 

obfervations,  the  teeming  females  between  15  and  44,  are  about  180  of  the 
faid  600,  and  the  males  of  between  18  and  59,  are  about  180  alfo,  and  that 
every  teeming  woman  can  bear  a child  once  in  two  years  ; from  all  which

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it  is  plain,  that  the  births  may  be  90  (and  abating  1 5 for  ficknefs,  young  abortion?, 
and  natural  harennefs)  there  may  remain  75  births,  which  is  an  eighth  of  the  peo- 
ple •,  which  by  fome  obfervations  we  have  found  to  be  but  a two  and  thirtieth  part, 
or  but  a quarter  of  what  is  thus  fhewn  to  be  naturally  poffible.  Now,  according 
to  this  reckoning,  if  the  births  may  be  75  of  600,  and  the  burials  but  1 5,  then  the 
annual  increafe  of  the  people  will  be  60  ; and  fo  the  faid  600  people  may  double  in 
10  years,  which  differs  yet  more  from  1 200,  abovementioned.  Now,  to  get  out 
of  this  difficulty,  and  to  temper  thofe  vaft  difagreements,  I took  the  medium  of  50 
and  30  dying  per  annum,  and  pitched  upon  40  ; and  I alfo  took  the  medium  be- 
tween 24  births  and  23  burials,  and  5 births  for  4 burials,  viz.  allowing  about  10 
births  for  9 burials ; upon  which  fuppofition,  there  muft  die  1 5 per  annum  out  of 
the  abovementioned  600,  and  the  births  muft  be  1 6 and  two  thirds,  and  the  in- 
creafe 1,  and  two  thirds,  or  five  thirds  of  a man,  which  number  compared  with 
1800  thirds  *,  or  600  men,  gives  360  years  for  the  time  of  doubling  (including 
lbme  allowance  for  wars,  plagues,  and  famine,  the  effects  whereof,  though  they 
be  terrible  at  the  times  and  places  where  they  happen,  yet  in  a period  of  360  years, 
is  no  great  matter  in  the  whole  nation.  For  the  plagues  of  England  in  20  years 
have  carried  away  fcarce  an  eightieth  part  of  the  people  of  the  whole  nation  ; and 
the  late  10  years  civil  wars,  (the  like  whereof  hath  not  been  in  feveral  ages  before) 
did  not  take  away  above  a fortieth  part  of  the  whole  people. ) 

According  to  which  account  or  meafure  of  doubling,  if  there  be  now  in  England 
and  Wales,  7 millions  400  thoufand  people,  there  were  about  5 millions  526 
thoufand  in  the  beginning  of  Queen  Elizabeth’s  reign,  anno  1560,  and  about 
tw7o  millions  at  the  Norman  conqueft,  of  which  confult  the  Dooms-day  book,  and 
my  Lord  FI  ale’s  Origination  of  mankind. 

'■three  hioidred  and  twenty  millions  now  in  the  world. 

Memorandum,  that  if  the  people  double  in  360  years,  that  the  prefent  32a 
millions,  computed  by  fome  learned  men,  (from  the  meafures  of  all  the  nations  of  the 
world,  their  degrees  of  being  peopled,  and  good  accounts  of  the  people  in  feveral 
of  them)  to  be  now  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  will,  within  the  next  2-000  yean, 
fo  increafe,  as  to  give  one  head  for  every  two  acres  of  land  in  the  habitable  part  of 
the  earth.  And  then,  according  to  the  prediction  of  the  Scriptures,  there  muft  be 
wars  and  great  daughter,  &c. 

Whereiore,  as  an  expedient  againft  the  abovementioned  difference  between  10 
and  1200  years,  we  do  for  the  prefent,  and  in  this  country  admit  of  360  years  to 
be  the  time,  wherein  the  people  of  England  do  double,  according  to  the  prelent 
laws  and  praClice  of  marriages. 

Now,  if  the  city  double  its  people  in  40  years,  and  the  prefent  number  be  670 
thoufand,  and  if  the  whole  territory  be  7 millions  400  thoufand,  and  double  in  360 
years,  as  aforefaid ; then  by  the  underwritten  table  it  appears,  that  anno  1840, 
the  people  of  the  city  will  be  10718880,  and  thofe  of  the  whole  country  but 
10917389,  which  is  but  inconfiderably  more.  Wherefore  it  is  certain  and  ns-

ceffary,. 
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ceflary,  that  the  growth  of  the  city  muft  flop  before  the  faid  year  1840  : and  will  be 
at  its  utmuft  height  in  the  next  preceding  period,  anno  1800,  when  the  number 
of  the  city  will  be  eight  times  its  prefent  number,  viz.  5 millions  359  thouland. 
And  when  (befides  the  faid  number)  there  will  be  4 millions  466  thouland  to  per- 
form the  tillage,  pafturage,  and  other  rural  works  neceffary  to  be  done  without 
the  faid  city,  as  by  the  following  table,  viz.

That  London  will  be  at  its  hlgheft  growth , and  eight  times  as  great  as  now , anno  1 800. 

Now  when  the  people  of  London  fhall  come  to  be  fo  near  the  people  of  all  Eng- 
land, then  it  follows,  that  the  growth  of  London  muft  ftop  before  the  faid  year 
1842,  as  aforefaid,  and  muft  be  at  its  greateft  height  anno  1800,  when  it  will  be 
eight  times  more  than  now,  with  above  four  millions  for  the  fervice  of  the  country 
and  ports,  as  aforefaid. 

A digrejjfion  of  the  ufe  of  the  vajl  difference  between  1 o and  1200  years  of  doubling. 

Of  the  aforementioned  vaft  difference  between  1 o years  and  1 200  years  for 
doubling  the  people,  we  make  this  ufe,  viz.  to  juftify  the  Scriptures  and  all  other 
good  hiftories  concerning  the  number  of  the  people  in  antient  time.  For  fuppofing 
the  eight  perfons,  who  came  out  of  the  ark,  increafed  by  a progreflive  doubling  in 
every  ten  years,  might  grow  in  the  firft  hundred  years  after  the  flood  from  8 to 
8000,  and  that  in  350  years  after  the  flood  (when  abouts  Noah  died)  to  one  mil- 
lion, and  by  this  time  1682,  to  320  millions  (which  by  rational  conjecture,  are 
thought  to  be  now  in  the  world)  it  will  not  be  hard  to  compute,  how  in  the  inter- 
mediate years,  the  growth  may  be  made,  according  to  what  is  fet  down  in  the  fol- 
lowing table,  wherein  making  the  doubling  to  be  ten  years  at  firft,  and  within 
1200  years  at  laft,  we  take  a difcretionary  liberty,  but  juftifiable  by  obfervations 
and  the  Scriptures  for  the  reft,  which  table  we  leave  to  be  corrected  by  hiftorians, 
who  know  the  bignefs  of  antient  cities,  armies,  and  colonies  in  the.  refpe&ive  ages 
of  the  world ; in  the  mean  time  affirming,  that  without  fuch  difference  in  the  mea- 
fures  and  periods  for  doubling  (the  extreams  whereof  we  have  demonftrated  to  be 
real  and  true)  it  is  impoffible  to  folve  what  is  written  in  the  holy  Scriptures-  and  other 
authentic  books.  For  if  we  pitch  upon  any  one  number  throughout  for  this  pur- 
pofe,  1 50  years  is  the  fitteft  of  all  round  numbers ; according  to  which,  there 
would  have  been  but  512  fouls  in  the  whole  world  in  Moses’s  time  (being  800  years 

after 
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after  the  flood)  when  6 03  thoufand  Ifraelites  of  above  twenty  years  old  (befides 
thofe  of  other  ages,  tribes,  and  nations)  were  found  upon  an  exadtfurvey  appoint- 
ed by  God.  Whereas  our  table  makes  12  millions.  And  there  would  have  been 
but  8000  in  David’s  time,  when  were  found  1 1 00  thoufand  of  above  twenty  years 
old  (befides  others,  as  aforefaid)  in  Ifrael,  upon  the  furvey  inftigated  by  fatan, 
whereas  our  table  makes  32  millions.  And  there  would  have  been  but  a quarter 
of  a million  about  the  birth  of  Christ,  or  Augustus’s  time,  when  Rome  and 
the  Roman  empire  were  fo  great,  whereas  our  table  makes  100  millions.  Where 
note,  that  the  Ifraelites  in  about  500  years,  between  their  coming  out  of  Egypt  to 
David’s  reign,  increafed  from  603  thoufand  to  1100  thoufand. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  we  pitch  upon  a lefs  number,  as  1 00  years,  the  world 
would  have  been  over-peopled  700  years  fince.  Wherefore,  no  one  number  will 
l'olve  the  phaenomena,  and  therefore  we  have  fuppofed  feveral  in  order  to  make  the 
following  table,  which  we  again  defire  hiftorians  to  corredt,  according  to  what  they 
find  in  antiquity  concerning  the  number  of  the  people  in  each  age  and  country  of 
the  world. 

We  did  (not  long  fince)  afiift  a worthy  divine,  writing  againft  fome  fceptics, 
who  would  have  baffled  our  belief  of  the  refurredtion,  by  faying,  that  the  whole 
globe  of  the  earth  could  not  furnifh  matter  enough  for  all  the  bodies  that  muft  rife 
at  the  laft  day,  much  lefs  would  the  furface  of  the  earth  furnifh  footing  for  fo  vafi: 
a number : whereas  we  did  (by  the  method  aforementioned)  aflert  the  number  of 
men  now  living,  and  alfo  of  thofe  that  had  died  fince  the  beginning  of  the  world, 
and  did  withal  fhew,  that  half  the  ifland  of  Ireland  would  afford  them  all,  not  on- 
ly footing  to  Hand-  upon,  but  graves  to  lie  down  in,  for  that  whole  number  ; and 
that  two  mountains  in  that  country  were  as  weighty  as  all  the  bodies,  that  had  ever 
been  from  the  beginning  of  the  world  to  the  year  1680,  when  this  difpute  happened. 
For  which  purpofe,  I have  digrefled  from  my  intended  purpofe,  to  infert  this 
matter,  intending  to  profecute  this  hint  further,  upon  fome  more  proper  occafion.

About  the  birth  of  Christ. 


It  is  here  to  be  noted,  that  in  this  table  we  have  afligned  a different  number  of 
years  for  the  time  of  doubling  the  people  in  the  feveral  ages  of  the  world,  and  might 
have  done  the  fame  for  the  ieveral  countries  of  the  world ; and  therefore  the  faid 
feveral  periods  afligned  to  the  whole  world  in  the  lump  may  well  enough  confift 
with  the  360  years  efpecially  afligned  to  England,  between  this  day,  and  the  Nor- 
man conqueft ; and  the  faid  360  years  may  well  enough  ferve  for  a fuppofition  be- 
tween 
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t ween  this  time,  and  that  of  the  world’s  being  fully  peopled  ; nor  do  we  lay  any 
ftrefs  upon  one  or  the  other  in  this  difquifition  concerning  the  growth  of  the  city  of 
London.  4 

We  have  fpoken  of  the  growth  of  London,  with  the  meafures  and  periods  there- 
of : we  come  next  to  the  caufes  and  confequences  of  the  fame. 

The  caufes  of  its  growth  from  1642  to  1682,  may  be  faid  to  have  been  as  fol- 
loweth,  viz.  from  1642  to  1650,  that  men  came  out  of  the  country  to  London, 
to  fhelter  themfelves  from  the  outrages  of  the  civil  wars,  during  that  time  : from 
3650  to  1660,  the  royal  party  came  to  London,  for  their  more  private  and  inex- 
penfive  living  : from  1660  to  1670,  the  King’s  friends  and  party  came  to  receive 
his  favours  after  his  happy  reftoration  : from  1670  to  1680,  the  frequency  of  plots 
and  parliaments  might  bring  extraordinary  numbers  to  the  city.  But  what  reafons 
to  aflign  for  the  like  increafe  Irom  1604  to  1642,  I know  not,  unlefs  I fhould  pick  out 
fome  remarkable  accident  happening  in  each  part  of  the  faid  period,  and  make  that 
to  be  the  caufe  of  this  increafe  (as  vulgar  people  make  the  caule  of  every  man’s  fick- 
nefs,  to  be  what  he  did  laft  eat)  : wherefore,  rather  than  fo  to  fay  quidlibet  de  quolibet , 

I had  rather  quit  even  what  I have  above  faid  to  be  the  caufe  of  London’s  increafe 
from  1642  to  1682,  and  put  the  whole  upon  fome  natural  and  fpontaneous  benefits 
and  advantages,  that  men  find  by  living  in  great  more  than  in  fmall  focieties ; and 
fhall  therefore  feek  for  the  antecedent  caufes  of  this  growth  in  the  confequences  of 
the  like,  confidered  in  greater  characters  and  proportions. 

Now,  whereas  in  arithmetic,  out  of  two  falfe  pofitions,  the  truth  is  extracted, 
fo  I hope  cut  of  two  extravagant  contrary  fuppofitions,  to  draw  forth  fome  folid 
and  confident  conclufion,  viz. 

The  firft  of  the  faid  two  fuppofitions  is,  that  the  city  of  London  h feven  times 
bigger  than  now,  and  that  the  inhabitants  of  it  are  four  millions  690  thoufand 
people,  and  that  in  all  the  other  cities,  ports,  towns,  and  villages,  there  are  but 
two  millions  710  thoufand  more. 

The  other  fuppofition  is,  that  the  city  of  London  is  but  a feventh  part  of  its  pre- 
fent  bignefs,  and  that  the  inhabitants  of  it  are  but  96  thoufand,  and  that  the  reft 
of  the  inhabitants  (being  7 millions  304  thoufand)  do  cohabit  thus,  J04  thoufand 
of  them  in  fmall  cities  and  towns,  and  that  the  reft,  being  feven  millions  200 
thoufand,  do  inhabit  in  houfes  not  contiguous  to  one  another,  viz.  in  1200  thou- 
fand houfts,  having  about  24  acres  of  ground  belonging  to  each  of  them,  ac- 
counting about  28  millions  of  acres  to  be  in  the  whole  territory  of  England, 
Wales,  and  the  adjacent  illands ; which  any  man  that  pleafes  may  examine  upon 
a good  map. 

Now,  the  queftion  is,  in  which  of  thefe  two  imaginary  ftates  would  be  the  moll 
convenient,  commodious  and  comfortable  livings  ? 

But  this  general  queftion  divides  itfelf  into  the  feveral  queftions,  relating  to  the 
following  particulars,  viz. 

1.  For  the  defence  of  the  kingdom  againft  foreign  powers. 

2.  For  preventing  the  inteftine  commotions  of  parties  and  faCtions. 

3.  For  peace  and  uniformity  in  religion. 

4.  For  the  adminiftration  of  juftice. 

5.  For  the  proportionably  taxing  of  the  people,  and  eafy  levying  the  fame. 

6.  For 
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6.  For  gain  by  foreign  commerce. 

7.  For  hufbandry,  manufacture,  and  for  arts  of  delight  and  ornament. 

8.  For  lefiening  the  fatigue  of  carriages  and  travelling. 

9.  For  preventing  beggars  and  thieves. 

10.  For  the  advancement  and  propagation  of  ufeful  learning. 

11.  For  increafmg  the  people  by  generation. 

12.  For  preventing  the  mifchiefs  of  plagues  and  contagions.  And  withal,  which 
of  the  faid  two  Hates  is  moft  practicable  and  natural  •,  for  in  thefe,  and  the  like  par- 
ticulars, do  lie  the  tefis  and  touch-flones  of  all  propofals,  that  can  be  made' for  the 
public  good. 

FirH,  as  to  practicable,  we  fay,  that  although  our  faid  extravagant  propofals  are 
both  in  nature  poflible,  yet  it  is  not  obvious  to  every  man  to  conceive,  how  Lon- 
don, now  feven  times  bigger  than  in  the  beginning  of  Queen  Elizabeth’s  reign, 
Ihould  be  feven  times  bigger  than  now  it  is,  and  49  times  bigger  than  anno  1560. 
To  which  I fay,  1.  That  the  prefent  city  of  London  (lands  upon  lefs  than  1500 
acres  of  ground : wherefore  a city  feven  times  as  large  may  Hand  upon  10500  acres, 
which  is  about  equivalent  to  a circle  of  four  miles  and  a half  in  diameter,  and  lels 
than  15  miles  in  circumference.  2.  That  a circle  of  ground  of  35  miles  femidiame- 
ter  will  bear  corn,  garden-fluff,  fruits,  hay,  and  timber  for  the  four  millions  690 
thoufand  inhabitants  of  the  faid  city  and  circle,  fo  as  nothing  of  that  kind  need  be 
brought  from  above  35  miles  diftance  from  the  faid  city  ; for  the  number  of  acres 
within  the  faid  circle,  reckoning  one  acre  fufficient  to  furnilh  bread  and  drink- 
corn  for  every  head,  and  two  acres  will  furnilh  hay  for  every  neceffary  horle ; and 
that  the  trees,  which  may  grow  in  the  hedge-rows  of  the  fields  within  the  faid  circle, 
may  furnilh  timber  for  600  thoufand  houfes.  3.  That  all  live  cattle  and  great  ani- 
mals can  bring  themfelves  to  the  faid  city  ; and  that  filh  can  be  brought  from  the 
Land’s-end  and  Berwick  as  eafily  as  now.  4.  Of  coals  there  is  no  doubt : and  for 
water,  20  s.  per  family  (or  600  thoufand  pounds  per  annum  in  the  whole)  will  fetve 
this  city,  efpecially  with  the  help  of  the  New  River.  But  if  by  practicable  be  un- 
derltood,  that  the  prefent  Hate  may  be  fuddenly  changed  into  either  of  the  two 
abovementioned  propofals,  I think  it  is  not  practicable.  Wherefore  the  true  que- 
Ition  is,  unto  or  towards  which  of  the  faid  two  extravagant  Hates  it  is  belt  to  bend 
the  prefent  ftate  by  degrees,  whether  it  be  belt  to  lelfen  or  enlage  the  prefent  city  ? in 
order  whereunto,  we  enquire  (as  to  the  firfl  queltion)  which  ftate  is  molt  defenlible 
againfl  foreign  powers,  faying,  that  if  the  abovementioned  houfing,  and  a border 
of  ground,  of  three  quarters  of  a mile  broad,  were  encompaffed  with  a wall  and 
ditch  of  20  miles  about  (as  firong  as  any  in  Europe,  which  would  colt  but  a mil- 
lion, or  about  a penny  in  the  fhilling  of  the  houfe-rent  for  one  year)  what  foreign 
prince  could  bring  an  army  from  beyond  feas.  able  to  beat,  1.  our  fea- forces,  and 
next  with  horfe  harrafs’d  at  fea,  to  refill  all  the  frelh  hor-fe,  that  England  could 
make,  and  then  conquer  above  a million  of  men,  well  united,  difciplined,  and 
guarded  within  fuch  a wall,  diflant  every  where  three  quarters  of  a mile  from  the 
houfing,  to  elude  the  granadoes  and  great  fhot  of  the  enemy  ? 2.  As  to  inteftine 
parties  and  factions,  I luppofe  that  4 millions  690  thoufand  people  united  within 
this  great  city  could  eafily  govern  halt  the  faid  number  flattered  without  it;  and 
chat  a few  men  in  arms  within  the  faid  city,  and  wall,  could  alfo  eafily  govern  the 
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reft  unarmed,  or  armed  in  fuch  manner  as  the  fovereign  (hall  think  fit.  3.  As  to 
uniformity  in  religion,  I conceive,  that  if  St.  Martin’s  parilh  may  (as  it  doth)  con- 
fift  of  about  40  thoufand  fouls,  that  this  great  city  alfo  may  as  well  be  made  but  as 
one  parilh,  with  feven  times  130  chapels,  in  which  might  not  only  be  an  unifor- 
mity of  common  prayer,  but  in  preaching  alfo  ; for  that  a thoufand  copies  of  one 
judicioufly  and  authentically  compofed  fermon  might  be  every  week  read  in  each 
of  the  faid  chapels  without  any  fubfequent  repetition  of  the  fame,  as  in  the  cafe  of 
homilies.  Whereas  in  England  (wherein  are  near  ten  thoufand  parilhes,  in  each  of 
which  upon  Sundays,  holidays,  and  other  extraordinary  occafions,  there  Ihould  be 
about  100  fermons  per  annum,  making  about  a million  of  lermons  per  annum  in 
the  whole)  it  were  a miracle,  if  a million  of  fermons  compofed  by  fo  many  men, 
and  of  fo  many  minds  and  methods,  Ihould  produce  uniformity  upon  the  difcom- 
pofed  underftandings  of  about  eight  millions  of  hearers. 

4.  As  to  the  adminiftration  of  juftice  •,  if  in  this  great  city  lhall  dwell  the  owners 
or  all  the  lands,  and  other  valuable  things  in  England ; if  within  it  lhall  be  all  the 
traders,  and  all  the  courts,  offices,  records,  juries,  and  witneffes ; then  it  follows, 
that  juftice  may  be  made  with  fpeed  and  eafe. 

5.  As  to  the  equality  and  eafy  levying  of  taxes,  it  is  too  certain,  that  London 
hath  at  fome  times  paid  near  half  the  excife  of  England  ; and  that  the  people  pay 
thrice  as  much  for  the  hearths  in  London  as  thofe  in  the  country,  in  proportion  to 
die  people  of  each  ; and  that  the  charges  of  colle&ing  thefe  duties  have  been  about 
a fixth  part  of  the  duty  itfelf.  Now,  in  this  great  city,  the  excife  alone,  according 
to  the  prefent  laws,  would  not  only  be  double  to  the  whole  kingdom,  but  alfo  more 
equal • And  the  duty  of  hearths  of  the  faid  city  would  exceed  the  prefent  pro- 
ceed of  the  whole  kingdom.  And  as  for  the  cuftoms,’  we  mention  them  not  at 
prefent. 

6.  V/hether  more  would  be  gained  by  foreign  commerce. 

The  gain,  which  England  makes  by  lead,  coals,  thef  reight  of  fhipping,  &c. 
may  be  the  fame,  for  ought  I fee,  in  both  cafes.  But  the  gain,  which  is  made  by 
manufactures,  will  be  greater,  as  the  manufacture  itfelf  is  greater  and  better.  For 
in  fo  vaft  a city  manufactures  will  beget  one  another,  and  each  manufacture  will 
be  divided  into  as  many  parts  as  poffible,  whereby  the  work  of  each  artifan  will  be 
fimple  and  eafy  ; as  for  example.  In  the  making  of  a watch,  if  one  man  fhall 
make  the  wheels,  another  the  fpring,  another  fhall  engrave  the  dial-plate,  and 
another  fhall  make  the  cafes  •,  then  the  watch  will  be  better  and  cheaper,  than  if 
the  whole  work  be  put  upon  any  one  man.  And  we  alfo  fee,  that  in  towns,  and  in 
the  ftreets  of  a great  town,  where  all  the  inhabitants  are  almoft  of  one  trade,  the 
commodity  peculiar  to  thofe  places  is  made  better  and  cheaper  than  elfewhere. 
Moreover,  when  all  forts  of  manufactures  are  made  in  one  place,  there  every  fhip, 
that  goeth  forth,  can  fuddenly  have  its  loading  of  fo  many  feveral  particulars  and 
fpecies,  as  the  port  whereunto  the  is  bound  can  take  off.  Again,  when  the  feveral 
manufactures  are  made  in  one  place,  and  flipped  off  in  another,  the  carriage, 
poftage,  and  travelling  charges  will  inhance  the  price  of  fuch  manufactures,  and 
leften  the  gain  upon  foreign  commerce.  And  laftly,  when  the  imported  goods  are 
fpent  in  the  port  itfelf,  where  they  are  landed,  the  carriage  of  the  fame  into  other 
places  will  create  no  fur-charge  upon  fuch  commodity -5  all  which  particulars  tend 
to  the  greater  gain  by  foreign  commerce.  7.  As  * 
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7.  As  for  arts  of  delight  and  ornament. 

They  are  beft  promoted  by  the  greateft  number  of  emulators.  And  it  is  more 
likely,  that  one  ingenious  curious  man  may  rather  be  found  out  amongft  four  millions 
than  400  perfons.  But  as  for  hufbandry,  viz.  tillage  and  pafturage,  I fee  no  rea- 
ion,  but  the  fecond  ftate  (when  each  family  is  charged  with  the  culture  of  about  24 
acres)  will  beft  promote  the  fame. 

8.  As  forlefiening  the  fatigue  of  carriage  and  travelling. 

The  thing  fpeaks  itfelf-,  lor  if  all  the  men  of  bufinets  and  all  artifans  do  live 
within  five  miles  of  each  other  •,  and  if  thofe,  who  live  without  the  great  city,  do 
fpend  only  fuch  commodities,  as  grow  where  they  live,  then  the  charge  of  carriage 
and  travelling  could  be  little. 

9.  A s to  the  preventing  of  beggars  and  thieves, 

I do*not  find  how  the  differences  of  the  faid  two  ftates  fhould  make  much  diffe- 
rence in  this  particular  \ lor  impotents  (which  are  but  one  in  about  600)  ought  to 
be  maintained  by  the  reft.  2.  Thofe,  who  are  unable  to  work  through  the  evil 
education  of  their  parents,  ought  (for  ought  I know)  to  be  maintained  by  their 
neareft  kindred,  as  a juft  punifhment  upon  them.  3.  And  thofe,  who  cannot  find 
work  (though  able  and  willing  to  perform  itj  by  reafon  of  the  unequal  application 
of  hands  to  lands,  ought  to  be  provided  for  by  the  magiftrate  and  landlord  till 
that  can  be  done  ■,  for  there  need  be  no  beggars  in  countries,  where  there  are  many 
acres  of  unimproved  improvable  land  to  every  head,  as  there  are  in  England.  As 
for  thieves,  they  are,  for  the  moft  part,  begotten  from  the  fame  caufe ; for 
it  is  againft  nature,  that  any  man  lhould  venture  his  life,  limb,  or  liberty,  for  a 
wretched  livelihood,  whereas  moderate  labour  will  produce  a better.  But  of  this 
fee  Sir  Thomas  More,  in  the  firft  part  of  his  Utopia. 

10.  As  to  the  propagation  and  improvement  of  ufeful  learning. 

The  fame  may  be  faid  concerning  it  as  was  above  faid  concerning  manufactures, 
and  the  arts  of  delight  and  ornaments  ; for  in  the  great  vaft  city,  there  can  be  no  fo 
odd  a conceit  or  defign,  whereunto  fome  afliftance  may  not  be  found,  which  in  the 
thin,  fcattered  way  of  habitation  may  not  be. 

11.  As  for  the  increafe  of  people  by  generation, 

I fee  no  great  difference  from  either  of  the  two  ftates,  for  the  fame  may  be  hin- 
dered or  promoted  in  either,  from  the  lame  caufes. 

12.  As  to  the  plague, 

It  is  to  be  remembered,  that  one  time  with  another,  a plague  happeneth  in 
London  once  in  20  years,  or  thereabouts  •,  for  in  the  laft  hundred  years,  between  the 
years  1582  and  1682,  there  have  been  five  great  plagues,  viz.  anno  <592,  1603, 

1 625, 1 636,  and  1 665.  And  it  is  alfo  to  be  remembered,  that  the  plagues  of  London 
do  commonly  kill  one  fifth  part  of  the  inhabitants.  Now,  if  the  whole  people  of 
England  do  double  but  in  360  years,  then  the  annual  increafe  of  the  fame  is  but 
20000,  and  in  20  years  400000.  But  if  in  the  city  of  London  there  lhould  be 
two  millions  of  people,  (as  there  will  be  about  60  years  hence)  then  the  plague 
(killing  one  fifth  of  them,  namely,  4000000,  once  in  20  years)  will  deftroy  as 
many  in  one  year,  as  the  whole  nation  can  re-furnilh  in  20  : and  confequently  the 
people  of  the  nation  fhall  never  increafe.  But  if  the  people  of  London  jfhall  be 
above  four  millions  (as  in  the  firft  of  our  two  extravagant  liippofitions  is  premifed) 
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then  the  people  of  the  whole  nation  (hall  lefifen  above  20000  per  annum.  So  as  if 
people  be  worth  70  1.  per  head  ('as  hath  elfewhere  been  fhewn)  then  the  faid  great- 
nels  of  the  city  will  be  a damage  to  itfelf  and  the  whole  nation  of  14  hundred 
thoufand  pounds  per  annum,  and  fo  pro  rata>  for  a greater  or  a leffer  number. 
Wherefore  to  determine,  which  of  the  two  ftates  is  belt,  that  is  to  fay,  towards 
which  of  the  faid  two  ftates  authority  fhould  bend  the  prefent  ftate-,  a juft  balance 
ought  to  be  made  between  the  difadvantages  from  the  plague  with  the  advantages 
accruing  from  the  other  particulars  abovementioned  j unto  which  balance  a more 
exact  account  of  the  people  and  a better  rule  for  the  meafure  of  its  growth  is  ne- 
ceffary,  than  what  we  have  here  given,  or  are  yet  able  to  lay  down. 

POSTSCRIPT. 

IT  was  not  very  pertinent  to  a difcourfe  concerning  the  growth  of  the  city  of 
London,  to  thruft  in  confiderations  of  the  time,  when  the  whole  world  will  be 
fully  peopled  •,  and  how  to  juftify  the  Scriptures  concerning  the  number  of  people 
mentioned  in  them  •,  and  concerning  the  number  of  the  quick  and  the  dead,  that 
may  rife  at  the  laft  day,  See.  Neverthelefs,  fince  fome  friends  liking  the  faid  di- 
gfeftions  and  impertinencies  (perhaps  as  fauce  to  a dry  difcourfe)  have  defired,  that 
the  fame  might  be  explained  and  made  out,  I therefore  fay  as  followeth  : 

t.  If  the  number  of  acres  in  the  habitable  part  of  the  earth  be  under  50  thoufand 
millions ; if  twenty  thoufand  millions  of  people  are  more  than  the  faid  number 
of  acres  will  feed  ; (few  or  no  countries  being  fo  fully  peopled  ;)  and  for  that  in 
fix  doublings  (which  will  be  in  2000  years)  the  prefent  320  millions  will  exceed  the 
faid  20  thoufand  millions. 

2.  That  the  number  of  all  thofe,  who  have  died  fince  the  flood,  is  the  fum  of  all 
the  products  made  by  multiplying  the  number  of  the  doubling  periods  mentioned  in 
the  firft  column  of  the  laft  table,  by  the  number  of  people  refpectively  affixed  to 
them,  in  the  third  column  of  -the  fame  table  •,  the  faid  fum  being  divided  by  40 
(one  dying  out  of  40  per  annum,  out  of  the  whole  mafs  of  mankind)  which  quo- 
tient is  12570  millions  *,  whereunto  may  be  added,  for  thofe  that  died  before  the 
flood,  enough  to  make  the  laft  mentioned  number  20  thoufand  millions,  as  the  full 
number  of  all  that  died,  from  the  beginning  of  the:  world,  to  the  year  1682  ; unto 
which,  if  320  millions,  the  number  of  thofe  who  are  now  alive,  be  added,  the 
total  of  the  quick  and  the  dead  wifl  amount  but  unto  one  fifth  part  of  the 
graves,  which  the  furface  of  Ireland  will  afford,  without  ever  putdng  two  bodies 
into  any  one  grave  ; for  there  be  in  Ireland  28  thoufand  fquare  Englifh  miles,  each 
whereof  will  afford  about  4 millions  of  graves,  and  confequently  above  114  thou- 
fand millions  of  graves,  viz.  about  5 times  the  number  of  the  quick  and  the  dead, 
which  fhould  arife  at  the  laft  day,  in  cafe  the  fame  had  been  in  the  year  1682. 

3.  Nov/,  if  there  may  be  place  for  five  times  as  many  graves  in  Ireland,  as  are 
fufficient  for  all  that  ever  died  -,  and  if  the  earth  of  one  grave  weigh  five  times  as 
much  as  the  body  interred  therein,  then  a turf,  lefs  than  a foot  thick,  pared  off 
from  a fifth  part  of  the  furface  of  Ireland,  will  be  equivalent  in  bulk  and  weight 
to  all  the  bodies  that  ever  were  buried  ; and  may  ferve  as  well  for  that  purpofe,  as 
the  two  mountains  aforementioned  in  the  body  of  this  difcourfe.  From  all  which  it 
is  plain,  how  madly  they  were  miftaken,  who  did  fo  petulantly  vilify  what  the  holy 
Scriptures  have  delivered.  OBSER-

Dear  Sir, 

YOU  did  me  great  honour  in  our  converfation  a few  days  paft,  in  thinking 
me  capable  of  drawing  from  the  bills  of  mortality  fuch  conclufions  as  they 
truly  afford,  and  are  worthy  of  being  fubmitted  to  the  public. — You  right- 
ly  judged,  that  many  obfervations  might  be  drawn  from  them,  which  would  yield 
valuable  information. — At  lead:,  that  it  was  highly  proper  to  be  known  by  the 
public,  what  conclufions  could  be  difcovered  from  thefe  bills,  which  would  give 
their  evidence  independent  of  all  party,  and  prejudice. — You  {till  went  farther,  and 
fuggefted  the  courfe  to  be  fleered,  pointing  out  the  fhoals  and  currents,  which 
would  certainly  be  met  with,  as  well  as  the  means  of  navigating  through  them,  in 
this  undertaking. 

In  deference  therefore  to  your  defire,  and  in  fond  hopes  of  ferving  the  public,  I 
have  adventured  upon  this  work.  It  would  perhaps  be  impertinent  to  mention  in 
this  place,  what  is  known  to  another  gentleman,  of  very  high  rank  and  honour, 
who  approved  the  attempt,  as  well  as  to  yourfelf,  how  very  few  days  have  been  al- 
lotted to  it ; fewer  than  the  months  or  even  years,  requifite  to  the  full  treating  of 
fuch  a fubjedt.

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OB  SERVATIONS 

Observation  I. 

Of  the  caufes  whence  the  burials  in  London  exceed  the  chrifnings. — And,  on  the  contrary , 
whence  the  chrijlnings  in  the  country  exceed  the  burials. 

Cause  the  JirJl. 

MU LT I T U D E S of  adult  perfons  are  continually  called  to  London  from 
various  parts,  by  occafional  bufinefs.  To  inftance  particulars, — Many  by 
the  courts  of  juftice  ; as  country  attorneys,  and  "perfons  concerned  in  law-fuits. — 
Uthers  by  commercial  affairs ; as  foreign  and  provincial  merchants,  tradefmen, 
captains  of  Blips,  graziers,  and  all  forts  of  apprentices.— Great  numbers  by  at- 
tendance upon  the  court  and  parliament ; as  perfons  from  different  counties,  irr- 
terefted  in  public  acts,  officers  civil  and  military,  and  others  folliciting  pre- 
ferment. 

Many  of  thefe  perfons  are  not  married,  and  few  of  thofe  who  are,  bring  their 
wives  with  them  to  London  upon  thefe  occafions. — All  thefe  perfons  are  therefore 
liable  to  die,  and  do  confiderably  increafe  the  amount  of  the  burials  but  can  add 
nothing  to  the  amount  of  the  chriftnings,  except  by  promifcuous  venery  with  other 
mens  wives,  or  with  common  women  •,  which  practices  are  found  rather  tc  prevent 
than  promote  the  procreation  of  children. 

Cause  the  fecond.  Another  fource  of  the  excefs  of  the  burials  beyond  the  chrift- 
nings, is  the  large  number  of  fervants,  of  both  lexes,  retained  by  the  great  families 
continually  refident  in  London,  or  who  retire  to  it  from  the  country  in  winter ; 
thefe  fervants  being  generally  unmarried,  ftand  in  the  condition  of  the  perfons  in 
the  former  article.  In  that,  they  all  contribute  to  the  amount  of  the  burials,  and 
very  little,  or  not  at  all,  to  the  chriftnings. 

Cause  the  third.  The  unhealthinefs  of  the  air  of  London  to  children  is  the 
cccafion  that  a much  greater  portion  of  the  infants,  which  are  born  there,  die  un- 
der five  years  old,  than  of  thofe  born  in  the  country.  Add  to  which,  many  adult 
perfons,  of  weak  conftitutions,  who  would  enjoy  competent  health  in  the  country, 
find  the  air  of  London  extremely  noxious,  and  yet  continue  to  linger  in  it  to  death, 
compelled  by  the  neceffity  of  their  affairs.  The  lives  alfo  of  many  other  adults 
in  London  are  fhortened,  or  cut  off  by  venereal  difeafes,  beyond  what  fuffer  from 
the  fame  evil  in  the  country. — This  mixture  of  caufes  therefore,  under  this  head, 
mull  likewife  contribute  to  raife  the  proportion  of  the  burials  in  London,  beyond 
that  for  the  fame  number  of  people  refident  in  the  provinces. 

Cause  the  fourth.  The  difeouragement  to  matrimony  in  London  is  a grand 
operating  caufe  of  the  diminution  of  the  chriftnings,  and  confequently  of  the  excels 
of  the  burials.  The  unmarried  ladies  and  gentlemen  in  this  city,  of  moderate 
fortunes,  which  are  the  great  bulk,  are  unable  to  fupport  the  expence  of  a family 
with  any  magnificence  ; and  therefore  cannot  intermarry  together,  without  re- 
tiring from  high  life,  and  fubmitting  to  rellnquilh  thofe  pleafures  of  the  town,  to 

which 
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which  their  appetites  have  long  been  raifed  ; they  therefore  acquiefce  in  celibacy  ; 
each  fex  compenfating  itfelf,  as  it  can,  by  other  diverfions. — Perfons  alio  of  in- 
ferior fituation  in  London,  have  their  tafte  for  pleafures  inflamed;  and  avoid,  with 
caution,  the  marriage  ftate  with  their  equals. — And  as  to  the  vaft  body  of  common 
manufacturers,  labourers,  and  porters,  the  expences  in  London  of  houfe-rent, 
including  taxes,  together  with  the  high  rate  of  milk,  roots,  and  other  provifions 
proper  for  children,  are  fuch,  that,  undoubtedly  fuch  perfons  enter  at  the  fame 
time  into  matrimony,  and  poverty  and  diftrefs. — Hence  therefore  a great  checque 
to  the  births  in  London,  and  a vaft  body  of  people  furnifhing  to  the  amount  of 
the  burials,  and  not  at  all  to  the  chriftnings. 

Whereas  the  chriftnings  in  the  country  exceed  the  burials ; for  the  chief  part  of 
the  adult  inhabitants  there  are  little  fhopkeepers,  farmers,  and  labourers ; the  two 
firft  are  generally  married  for  the  convenience  of  their  bufinefs ; to  which  they  are 
alfo  encouraged,  by  the  cheapnefs  of  houfe-rent  and  provifions  ; and  even  the  la- 
bourers there  alfo,  finding  the  rent  of  a cottage,  together  with  milk,  roots,  and 
other  food  proper  for  children,  cheap,  and  within  their  income,  ufually  marry,  ef- 
pecially  if  they  bend  their  minds  to  refide  in  the  country. — All  thefe,  which  are 
the  general  body  of  the  provincial  houfekeepers,  having  little  luxury,  and  who  live 
temperately,  in  a pure  air,  with  few  anxieties,  are  liable  to  rear  great  numbers  of 
healthy  children ; — and  (having  no  conflux  of  ftrangers  to  them)  to  raife  the  amount 
of  the  births  above  the  burials  ; — many  of  which  children,  when  they  afterwards 
become  adult,  flock  to  the  metropolis,  and  other  towns.  Whence  it  is,  that  the 
numbers  deftroyed  by  war,  peftilence,  and  the  luxury  of  great  cities,  are  continual- 
ly recruited  by  thefe  fupplies  from  the  country. 

Cause  the  fifth.  But  above  all,  the  prefent  increafing  diminution  of  the  chrift- 
nings in  London  beneath  the  burials,  with  many  other  evils,  is  particularly  to  be 
attributed  to  the  enormous  ufe  of  fpirituous  liquors.  For  it  is  beyond  all  difpute, 
that  fuch  liquors  are  become  the  common  drink,  and  even  the  food  too,  if  it  may 
be  fo  termed,  of  thefe  people.  The  effeCts  of  which  therefore  muft  neceffarily  ap- 
pear.— And  the  certain  notorious  ones  are,  that  it  debilitates  and  enervates  the 
drinkers,  drying  up  and  burning  their  radical  ftrength  and  moifture,  fo  as  to  ren- 
der them  lefs  capable  of  labour,  or  the  procreation  of  children. — With  adult  per- 
sons, thefe  fatal  draughts  operate  in  enfeebling  them,  and  carrying  many  to  their 
graves. — But  they  trebly  operate  in  refpeCt  to  infants  ; ift,  In  preventing  many 
from  being  begotten,  by  the  debility  of  the  males.  2dly,  Where  the  weaknefs 
is  not  on  the  male  fide,  by  preventing  many  conceptions,  by  the  fterility  of  the  fe- 
males ; which  fterility  is  known  to  be  a certain  confequence  of  the  drinking  of 
thefe  potions.  And,  laftly,  by  rendering  fuch  as  are  born  meagre  and  fickly,  and 
unable  to  pafs  through  the  firft  ftages  of  life. — This  laft  efteCt  therefore  contributes 
to  increafe  the  burials,  and  the  two  former  to  diminilh  the  chriftnings. — No  won- 
der then,  under  the  fhocking  influence  of  this  Angle  caufe,  that  the  chriftnings  in 
London  Ihould  be  inferior  to  the  burials.  And  that  they  are  not  only  fo,  but  that 
the  chriftnings  have  proceeded,  of  late  years,  fince  the  ufe  of  thefe  liquors,  in  a 
continually  decreafing  proportion,  in  refpeCt  to  the  burials,  is  a ferious  truth,  evi- 
dent beyond  all  contradiction,  by  the  annexed  annual  amounts  of  both,  extracted 
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from  the  bills  of  mortality. — But  for  exciting  the  juft  attention  of  the  public  to  the 
Ihocking  confumption  of  thefe  liquors  by  the  common  people,  and  for  pointing  out 
their  fatal  effects  upon  the  morals  and  health  of  the  prefent,  and  the  growth  of  the 
future  race,  the  whole  nation  is  greatly  obliged  to  the  worthy  and  pathetic  repre- 
fentations  of  the  Bifhop  of  Worcefter. 

> 

Observation  II. 

Whatever  dejlruhlion  Jhall  he  made  of  the  people  of  London , by  ficknefs , or  other  evil, 
will  be  quickly  replaced  by  frefh  fupplies  of  people  from  the  country  ; fo  as  that  early  in 
the  firfi  year  after , this  city  will  fet  out  again  with  the  fame  flock  as  before , of  even 
married  adults  ; and  will  raife  the  fame  annual  produce  of  new-born  infants , as  be- 
fore, within  the  fecondyear  after  fuch  evil. 

The  high  notion  which  country  traders  hold  of  the  wealth  of  London,  carries 
them  with  wings  thither,  upon  the  firft  news  of  the  ceafing  of  the  plague,  and  of 
vacancies  wanting  to  be  filled  in  this  metropolis. — At  the  fame  time,  the  new  de- 
mand for  common  manufacturers  and  labourers,  to  replace  thofe  who  have  been 
deftroyed,  brings  a vaft  conflux  of  thefe  people  to  London. — Of  all  which,  fome 
few,  efpecially  of  the  traders,  being  married,  are  followed  by  their  wives  and  chil- 
dren. And  others  of  all  forts  feeing  opportunities  of  fettling  themfelves  in  con- 
ftant  livelihoods  here,  immediately  marry,  and  take  pofieflion  of  the  deferted  fhops 
and  flails  of  their  predecefiors ; — every  one,  in  fuch  cafes,  ftriving  to  be  foremoft, 
and  the  ftruggle  commencing  within  few  months  after  the  ceafing  of  the  ficknefs. — 
So  that,  confldering  alfo  the  number  of  infirm,  unhealthy  people  of  London  fwept 
away  at  fuch  times,  who  could  add  little  to  the  amount  of  the  chriftnings,  and  are 
yet  replaced  by  vigorous,  adtive  perfons  from  the  country,  it  appears  probable, 
from  thefe  principles,  that  the  procreative  power  of  London  is  rather  increafed,  and 
the  adtual  number,  even  of  married  adults  therein,  is  compleatly  repaired,  within 
very  few  months,  after  fuch  evil. 

The  truth  of  this  theory  is  clearly  confirmed,  in  fadt,  beyond  all  difpute,  by  the 
bills  of  mortality. — For,  during  the  years  1603,  1625,  1636,  and  1665,  the  plague 
was  in  London.  Now,  the  level  of  the  chriftnings  in  the  years  next  antecedent  to 
1603,  according  to  Graunt,  who  had  pofieflion  of  the  bills,  amounted  to  about 
6000  annually ; which  funk  in  that  plague  year  1603  to  4789  ; but  rofe  again  in 
the  next  year  1604  to  5458  ; and  in  1605,  the  fecond  year  after  the  plague,  the 
chriftnings  amounted  to  6504,  which  was  aFove  the  level  before  the  plague,  and  ftill 
proceeded  gradually  increaflng. 

It  is  evident  therefore,  that  the  old  annual  amount  of  new-born  infants  in  Lon- 
don appeared  again  in  the  fecond  year  after  this  plague  j and  as  to  the  amount  of 
married  adults  there,  and  the  time  when  this  was  reftored  alfo,  they  may  both  be 
readily  collected  from  the  fame  principle. — For  it  is  certain,  that  all  the  children, 
who  were  born  there  the  fecond  year  after  the  plague,  muft  have  been  begotten 
within  the  following  fpace  •,  that  is,  within  nine  months  before  the  beginning  of 
this  fecond  year,  and  nine  months  before  the  end  of  it  i wherefore  the  earlieft  part 
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of  thefe  children  was  begotten  about  three  months  after  the  plague  year,  and  the 
lateft  part  about  fifteen  months  after  it.  Whence  the  number  of  married  adults  in 
London  mull  have  been  as  great  during  that  fpace ; that  is,  from  three  months  af- 
ter the  plague  year,  to  fifteen  months  after  it,  as  in  any  one  of  the  years  preceding 
the  plague. — Therefore  it  appears,  in  this  inftance,  that  after  the  plague  in  London 
in  1603,  the  old  amount  of  married  adults  was  compleatly  replaced  there,  long  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  firft  year  after ; and  the  annual  produce  of  children  as  great  in 
the  fecond  year  after,  as  in  any  year  antecedent. 

To  give  further  inftances. — In  1624,  the  year  next  preceding  a plague  year, 
the  chriftnings  amounted  to  8299. — In  1625,  the  plague  year  itfelf,  the  chrift- 
ningsfunk  to  6983. — In  1626,  the  next  year  after  this  plague,  the  chriftnings  ftill 
funk  to  6701  occafioned,  perhaps,  by  the  fudden  approach  of  this  plague,  and 
its  violent  ravages  during  its  fhort  continuance  ; the  terror  of  which  might  proba- 
bly drive  more  people  than  ufual  out  of  London,  in  the  very  plague  year,  and  con- 
fequently  diminifh  the  chriftnings  in  the  firft  year  after. — But  in  1627,  the  fecond 
year  after  the  plague,  the  chriftnings  amounted  again  to  8408,  which  exceeded  the 
old  level  before  it,  and  went  on  rapidly  increafing. 

Thirdly, : — In  1635,  the  year  antecedent  to  the  plague  year,  the  chriftnings 
amounted  to  10,034. — In  1636,  the  plague  year  itfelf,  the  chriftnings  funk  to  9522. 
— In  1637,  (the  plague  not  being  yet  entirely  ceafed,  3082  having  died  of  it  that 
year)  the  chriftnings  ftill  funk  to  9 160. — Butin  1638,  the  fecond  year  after  the 
height  of  the  plague,  the  chriftnings  arofe  to  10,31 1,  which  exceeded  the  old  level 
before  it,  and  went  on  increafing  till  the  year  1642. — In  which,  and  feveral  fuc- 
ceeding  years  of  civil  war,  the  large  proportion  of  the  married  men  carried  out  of 
London,  feem  to  have  diminifhed  the  amount  of  the  chriftnings  ; or  rather  the  dif- 
fenfions  in  religion  then  prevalent,  probably  fupprefied  the  true  amount  of  the 
chriftnings  from  that  time  to  the  reftoration. 

Laftly,  in  1664,  the  year  antecedent  to  the  plague  year,  the  chriftnings  amount- 
ed to  11,722. — In  1665,  the  plague  year  itfelf,  the  chriftnings  funk  to  9967.— 
In  1666,  the  next  year  after  the  plague,  and  the  year  of  the  great  fire  alfo  in  Lon- 
don, it  is  to  be  expedted  that  the  chriftnings  fhould  ftill  fink,  as  they  accordingly 
did ; but  yet  even  under  this  new  evil,  no  lower  than  to  8997. — But  in  1667,  the 
fecond  year  after  the  plague,  and  the  very  firft  after  the  fire,  they  arofe  to  10,938. — - 
And  in  1668,  the  fecond  year  after  the  fire,  which  was  before  the  houfes  could  be 
all  rebuilt,  the  chriftnings  amounted  to  11,623  •,  which  was  nearly  the  level  before 
the  plague,  and  went  on  to  the  year  1724,  when  fpirituous  liquors  began  to  make 
havock,  in  a conftant  ftate  of  increafe. 

It  appears  therefore,  by  all  thefe  repeated  inftances,  that  within  the  fecond  year 
after  a plague,  or  fire,  in  London,  or  even  both  jointly,  the  annual  produce  of 
new-born  infants  there,  will  be  as  great  as  it  was  in  the  year  before  fuch  evil ; and 
confequently,  that  even  the  married  adults  there,  as  well  as  of  all  other  adults,  will 
have  been  fully  reftored  to  their  former  level,  early  in  the  firft  year  after  fuch  evil. 

This  immediate  renewal  of  the  adults  and  new-born  infants  in  London,  after  any 
plague,  or  violent  deftrudtion  there,  will  take  place,  in  all  cafes,  whilft  this  city 
continues  to  be  the  feat  of  the  court  and  parliament. — Whatfoever  fhall  have  been 
the  tendency  before,  whether  the  total  number  of  people  therein  fhall  have  been  in 
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a ftate  of  growth,  or  declenfion,  or  nearly  at  a ftand,  it  will  be  reftored  immediate- 
ly after  fuch  evil  to  the  fame  ftate  again,  and  flow  onwards,  in  refped  to  the  num- 
ber of  adults  and  new-born  infants,  in  the  manner  it  would  have  done,  had  there 
been  no  fuch  interruption. 

But  as  to  the  children  or  non- adults  deftroyed  by  the  plague,  as  there  is  little 
demand  for  fuch  in  London,  it  is  probable  that  their  number  would  not  be  renewed 
immediately  •,  but  that  a lefs  portion  of  thefe  than  formerly  would  be  found  in 
I-ondon,  and  continue  to  be  fo  till  the  year  of  adultage  again,  reckoning  from  one 
year  after  the  plague  ; by  which  time,  their  whole  race,  by  the  fuccefiive  new. 
births,  would  be  renewed. 

O BSERVATION  III. 

Of  the  prefent  bill  of  mortality ',  and  of  a general  bill  propofed  to  be  kept , under  new 
regulations , through  the  whole  kingdom. 

The  prefent  annual  bills  of  mortality  for  London,  though  kept  in  a better, 
method  than  formerly,  are  yet  defective  in  many  particulars  of  the  moft  impor- 
tant concern. 

ift.  The  extent  of  time  at  the  beginning  of  life,  is  not  fufficiently  divided,  al- 
though the  degrees  of  ftrength  at  this  time  are  continually  varying  from  each  other, 
and  with  fwift  fteps. — Infomuch,  that  one  month  in  the  earlieft  infancy  produces 
greater  alterations,  than  feveral  years  in  manhood — Thefe  fuccefiive  and  violent  ra- 
vages in  infancy  ought  therefore  to  be  minutely  defcribed,  in  order  to  furnifh  cau- 
tions for  the  better  lecurity  of  life  in  its  tender  years  •,  upon  which  the  very  preferva- 
tion,  and  much  more  the  increafe,  of  our  fpecies  principally  depends. 

2diy.  The  difeafes  are  not  connected  with  the  feveral  ages  : thus,  for  inftance, 
although  it  appears  by  the  bill  for  the  laftyear  1750,  that  4543  died  of  confump- 
tions,  5837  of  convulfions,  4294  of  fevers,  and  1229  of  the  fmall-pox  ; yet  of 
what  ages  thele  feveral  perfons  were,  is  uncertain. — Whereas,  by  annexing  to  every 
difeafe  the  number  of  perfons  of  each  age  dying  thereof,  it  would  appear,  from 
remarks  upon  a competent  feries  of  years,  to  what  difeafes  perfons  of  every  age 
were  particularly  fubjed.  From  whence,  if  thefe  bills  were  extended  throughout 
the  kingdom,  the  growth  or  declenfion  of  every  particular  difeafe  would  be  clearly 
difcovered. — This  would  furnifh  a conftant  fund  of  inftrudion  to  the  intelligent 
phyfician  j — and  at  particular  critical  jundures  might  fuggeft  cautions,  not  unwor- 
thy the  attention  of  the  legiflative  body  of  the  kingdom  at  leaft,  would  make  a. 
faithful  report  to  it  of  the  ftate  of  the  national  health,  and  of  the  annual  increafe  or  di- 
minution of  the  people. 

It  will  alfo  be  requifite,  that  the  amount  of  the  weddings  fhould  be  inferted  in, 
this  bill  •,  and  alfo  the  refpedive  amounts  of  thofe  accidentally  fickning  of  the 
fmall-pox,  and  dying  thereof;  and  of  thofe  receiving  it  from  inoculation,  and  dy-. 
ing  under  this  procefs. — For  which  purpofe,  an  account  fhould  b^  given  to  the  offi- 
cers of  each  parifti  of  every  perfon  receiving  this  diftemper,  as  foon  as  it  is  clearly 
difcerned,  under  a penalty  upon  the  mafter  of  the  houfe,  where  the  patient  firft 
fickned,  for  negled. — This,  in  a proper  feries  of  time,  would  furnifh  ample  , con - 
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vidtion,  and  remove  female  prejudices  upon  this  fubjedt  •,  whereby  the  lives  of  fome 
thoufands  throughout  this  kingdom  might  probably  be  annually  faved. 

Difienters  alfo  lhould  be  required  to  keep  their  bills  in  the  fame  manner ; and  to 
deliver  a monthly  account  to  the  church- wardens  of  each  parilh,  of  all  the  particu- 
lars prefcribed,  which  have  happened  to  perfons,  within  their  congregations,  be- 
longing to.  fuch  parifh. 

But  no  difference  of  fedts  to  be  inferted  in  the  bill  of  mortality,  for  two  reafons  j 
— 1 ft,  Becaufe  it  would  annually  bear  a public  teftimony  of  our  feveral  religious 
divifions,  and  tend  to  foment  thofe  anew,  which  feem  to  be  in  a fwift  courfe  of 
declining.  And  2dly,  becaufe  it  may  oftentimes  be  very  difficult  to  affign  the  re- 
ligion of  the  perfon  deceafed. 

If  a bill  of  mortality  had  been  regularly  kept  through  the  whole  kingdom,  for  a 
feries  of  time  backwards  equal  to  the  extent  of  life,  in  which  the  annual  burials, 
and  not  only  the  ages,  but  likewife  the  years  of  the  birth  of  the  feveral  perfons  dy- 
ing, and  alfo  the  difeafes  of  which  they  died,  were  refpedtively  inferted,  it  would 
furnifli  an  admirable  and  various  fund,  for  the  moft  ufeful  and  curious  inftrudtion 
to  the  public. 

It  would  reprefent,  in  one  view,  the  total  number  of  burials  branched  out  into 
three  heads,  viz.  the  numbers  of  thefe,  dying  of  each  age,  of  each  difeafe,  and  of 
each  birth  •,  which  three  particulars  ought  to  be  inferted  in  the  certificate  for  every 
perfon,  deceafed  : as  might  very  eafily  be  done  ; and  would  be  found  to  give  little 
additional  trouble,  after  the  form  was  once  introduced,  and  become  cuftomary. 

Whereas  in  the  prefent  method  of  inferting  the  age  only  of  the  dead  perfon  in  the 
bill  of  mortality,  great  uncertainty  arifes  in  regard  to  the  year  to  which  his  birth 
is  to  be  referred,  although  that  is  the  year  to  which  he  belongs  ; and  from  the 
births  of  which  his  death  is  a dedudtion,  Thus,  fuppofe  it  appeared  that  in  the  year 
ended  at  Chriftmas  1750,  one  thoufand  children  died  under  one  year  old,  it  is  very 
uncertain  what  part  of  thefe  were  born  in  that  year,  and  what  part  in  the  year  ante- 
cedent. And  although  mortality  may  generally  be  fuppofed  to  flow  at  an  equal 
rate,  through  two  adjacent  fhort  Ipaces,  and  the  number  dying  in  one  may  be  near- 
ly equal  to  that  dying  in  the  other,  fo  that  thefe  numbers  frequently  may  be  fub- 
ftituted  for  each  other,  and  muft  be  fo,  when  no  greater  exadtnefs  can  be  attained, 
yet  they  have  not  the  perfection  of  the  real  truth,  nor  yield  that  fatisfadtion.  Eft- 
pecially,  as  it  is  probable,,  that  in  the  courfe  of  a confiderable  number  of  years  it 
may  happen,  though  not  often,  that  great  variations  may  arife  in  the  mortality  of 
the  perfons  born  in  two  adjacent  years  ; whereby,  for  inftance,  the  numbers  palling 
from  one  year  to  another,  as  from  nineteen  to  twenty,  in  two  fucceflive  years  of  the 
fame  apparent  fimilar  mortality,  may  be  very  different. — But  the  new  method  pro- 
pofed,  of  keeping  the  bill  of  mortality,  avoids  all  thefe  inaccuracies,  and  uncer- 
tainties. A fpecimen  of  fuch  a bill,  which  hath  coft  fome  trouble  to  adjuft,  is 
hereto  annexed. 

At  the  fame  time,  it  is  furprizing,  that  neither  Graunt,  nor  Sir  William 
Petty,  who  both  for  a long  feries  of  years  ftudied  the  bills  of  mortality,  nor  other 
gentlemen,  who  have  written  upon  this  fubjedt,  have  ever  propofed  any  new  regu- 
lation of  the  form  of  the  defective  bills,  which  might  render  them  duly  capable  of 
affording  public  inftrudtion,  and  be  adapted  to  calculations. 
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Under  the  bill  of  mortality  propofed,  one  noble  inftance  of  information,  which 
might  clearly  be  drawn  from  it  at  any  period,  readily  fuggefts  itfelf.  —This  is,  that 
the  total  number  of  perfons  living  of  all  ages,  and  alfo  the  refpeftive  numbers  liv- 
ing of  each  age,  might  from  hence  accurately  be  afcertained ; — fuppofing  this  bill  to 
have  been  kept  for  a time  paft,  equal  to  the  utmoft  extent  of  life,  and  alfo  the  ac- 
ceflion  of  foreigners,  during  that  time,  to  have  been  nearly  equal  to  the  egreffion  of 
natives. 

Thus,  imagine  fuch  a bill  of  mortality  to  have  been  regularly  kept  in  any  place, 
for  any  number  of  years,  as  for  inftance  ten  backwards  from  Chriftmas  laft,  and 
that  the  following  problem  was  given. 

Problem  I. 

To  find  the  number  of  perfons  in  fuch  place  above  nine , and  not  exceeding  ten  years 
old ; — fuppofing  the  acctffion  of  foreign  children  of  every  age  to  this  place,  for  ten  years 
backwards , to  have  been  equal  to  the  egrcjfion  of  natives  of  the  fame  ages. 

Solution. 

The  number  of  perfons  furviving  at  Chriftmas  laft  above  nine,  and  yet  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  years  old,  is  the  total  number  of  births  in  the  tenth  year  backwards, 
reduced  by  the  feveral  following  deduftions  ; — that  is,  by  the  part  of  this  total 
number  of  births,  which  died  in  that  tenth  year ; by  the  part  of  the  fame  total, 
which  died  within  the  next,  or  ninth  year  backwards ; by  the  part  of  the  fame 
total,  which  died  within  the  eighth  year  backwards ; and  fo  on,  by  the  feveral 
parts,  which  died  in  the  feventh,  fixth,  fifth,  fourth,  third,  fecond,  and  firft,  or 
laft  year  backwards.  —The  amount  of  all  which  parts  being  fubft  rafted  from  the  to- 
tal number  of  births  in  the  tenth  year,  will  leave  the  true  number  of  perfons  fur- 
viving at  Chriftmas  laft,  who  have  pafifed  nine,  and  not  exceeded  ten  years  of  age, 
demanded  by  the  problem. 

N.  It  is  imagined,  that  this  fingle  folution  will  fufficiently  ftiew  the  ufe  of  the 
new  bill  of  mortality  propofed. 

Problem  Ii. 

To  find  the  total  amount  of  all  the  non- adults  living  in  the  fame  place  at  Chriftmas  laft, 
not  exceeding  ten  years  old ; the  fame  things  being  fuppofed  as  in  the  laft  problem. 

Solution. 

This  is  eafy  to  be  attained,  by  the  method  ufed  in  the  former  folution,  whereby 
the  number  of  perfons  furviving  at  Chriftmas  laft,  who  had  polled  nine,  and  not 
exceeded  ten  years  of  age,  was  difcovered. — And  by  the  fame  method,  referring  to 
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the  feveral  fucceffive  births  fince  the  tenth  year,  the  numbers  furviving  at  Chrift- 
mas  laft  from  eight  to  nine,  feven  to  eight,  fix  to  feven,  five  to  fix,  four  to  five, 
three  to  four,  two  to  three,  one  to  two,  o to  one,  years  old  compleat,  may  all  be 
obtained  refpe&ively.  The  laft  of  which  is  the  part  furviving  of  thofe  who  were 
born  in  the  laft  year ; — and  the  aggregate  ftim  of  all  thefe  numbers  is  the  total  of 
the  non-adults,  not  exceeding  ten  years  old,  required  by  the  problem. 

And  if  fuch  an  annual  bill  of  mortality  had  been  kept  through  the  whole  kingdom, 
for  a number  of  years  paft,  equal  to  the  utmoft  extent  of  life,  the  total  amount  of 
perfons  of  all  ages,  and  the  refpeCtive  numbers  of  each  age,  now  living  in  the  king- 
dom, might  accurately  be  determined  by  the  fame  method  ; — fuppofing  the  annual 
egreffion  of  natives  during  that  time  to  have  been  compenfated  by  the  acceflion  of 
foreigners. 

Observation  IY. 

Of  the  annual  births  to  which  the  numbers  annually  dying  in  the  feveral  divifions  of  life , 
inferted  in  the  prefent  bills  of  mortality,  are  to  be  referred. 


Solution, 

If  London  received  no  continual  acceflion  of  ftrangers,  beyond  what  is  fent  forth 
of  its  own  growth  to  other  places,  the  feveral  proportions  of  perfons  dying  within 
the  various  divifions  of  life,  would  be  very  different  from  thofe  which  are  now  to 
be  derived  from  the  prefent  bills  of  mortality  *,  they  would  gradually  decreafe  from 
the  beginning  to  the  end  of  life  : and  fuch  proportions  would  nearly  reprefent  the 
true  numbers  dying  within  thefe  divifions,  out  of  every  hundred  of  the  burials, 
Whatever  ftiould  be  the  progrefs  of  the  people  of  this  city,  whether  upon  an  in- 
creafe,  level,  or  declenfion, — as  they  would  reprefent  the  relpeCtive  proportions 
annually  dying  out  of  what  had  been  born  in  this  city. — But  the  vaft  acceflion 
of  ftrangers  to  London,  above  what  it  fends  forth  of  its  own  growth,  renders 
it  impracticable  to  determine  the  rate  of  mortality  from  thofe  numbers,  unlefs  the 
annual  amount  of  fuch  acceflion  of  ftrangers,  and  of  their  feveral  ages  alio,  be  firft 
obtained. 

However,  fome  conclufions  may  be  attempted  to  be  drawn,  from  laying  down  the 
following  poftulatum  ; which  is,  that  the  egreffion  of  native  non-adults  from  Lon- 
don, under  twenty  years  old,  is  nearly  equal  to  the  acceflion  of  non-adults  thither 
of  the  fame  ages  ; — many  of  fuch  going  out  from  thence  to  fchools  in  the  country, 
and  great  numbers  alfo  continually  arriving  under  this  age,  to  become  apprentices 
and  fervants  in  London. — If  this  poftulatum  be  allowed,  then  the  number  of  nom- 
adults  continually  refident  in  London,  of  the  feveral  ages  under  twenty,  is  nearly 
equal  to  what  it  raifes  of  its  own  growth  under  thefe  ages. 

Hence  a very  confiderable  circumftance  is  obtained  ; which  is,  that  whereas 
the  refpe&ive  numbers  of  perfons  annually  dying  within  the  feveral  divifions  of  life, 
under  twenty  years  old,  before  appeared  to  be  portions  of  the  whole  number  of 
annual  burials,  they  are  now  admitted  to  be  the  true  portions  annually  dying  out 
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of  rhe  whole  number,  annually  filling  thefe  divifions,  of  the  foie  growth  of 
London. 

But  it  is  here  to  be  examined,  with  due  caution,  what  is  to  be  underflood  by  the 
whole  number  of  perfons  annually  filling  thefe  divifions,  out  of  which  the  feveral 
annual  burials,  or  wafles,  reprefented  in  the  prefent  bill  of  mortality,  have  happen- 
ed.— To  determine  this,  take  the  aggregate  fum,  upon  a medium,  of  the  perfons 
lurviving  together,  of  all  ages  under  twenty,  at  the  very  commencement  of  the  year 
paft  ; and  fuppofe  fuch  aggregate  fum  to  have  flowed  uniformly  at  an  equal  rate, 
without  diminution  or  increafe,  for  the  fpace  of  one  year,  continually  wafting 
in  every  part,  and  continually  recruited  alfo  in  every  part,  during  its  progrefs ; — 
then  is  the  total  amount  of  fuch  wafte  equal  to  the  whole  number  of  perfons  dying 
within  twenty  ; which  number  for  the  laft  year  ended  at  Chriftmas  1750,  appears 
to  have  been  10,012. 

Thus  it  is  not  to  be  imagined,  that  the  perfons  dying  under  two  years  old,  dur- 
ing the  courfe  of  the  laft  year,  were  folely  what  died  out  of  the  births  of  this  laft, 
or  firft  year  backwards,  together  with  what  died  out  of  the  births  of  the  antecedent, 
or  fecond  year  backwards. — There  are  ftill  more  included  ; — that  is,  all  who,  dur- 
ing the  laft  year,  died  under  two  years  old,  out  of  the  births  of  the  third  year  back- 
wards.— For  during  the  courfe  of  the  laft  year,  what  died  during  the  firft  month 
of  it  might  have  been  of  the  births  of  any  of  the  junior  eleven  months  of  the  third 
year.— Again,  what  died  within  the  fecond  month  of  the  laft  year,  might  have 
been  of  the  births  of  any  of  the  ten  junior  months  of  the  third  year. — And  in  the 
fame  manner,  all  who  died  within  the  eleventh  month  of  the  laft  year,  might  have 
been  of  the  births  of  the  laft  month  of  the  third  year. 

Therefore  if  the  aggregate  fum  of  the  perfons  furviving  of  all  ages  under  twenty 
be  taken  at  the  end  of  the  year  1749,  and  the  wafte  of  this  unrecruited  fum,  dur- 
ing its  flow  through  the  laft  year,  be  afiumed,  fuch  wafte  will  be  lefs  than  the  fore- 
going number  afiigned  of  perfons  dying  under  twenty. — But  by  what  fum  ? — By  the 
amount  of  the  perfons,  which  would  fuccefiively  have  died,  during  that  year,  out 
of  its  continual  recruit. 

The  true  idea,  therefore,  of  the  feveral  numbers,  which  are  reprefented  in  the 
prefent  bills  of  mortality,  to  have  died  within  the  various  divifions  of  life  therein 
marked,  is  now  obtained  •, — which  is,  that  each  of  thefe  numbers  reprefents  not  the 
wafte  made,  during  the  firft  week  of  this  year,  out  of  the  original  amount  of  peo- 
ple then  filling  each  divifion,  added  to  the  wafte  out  of  the  remainder  during  the 
fecond  week ; and,  in  the  fame  manner,  added  to  all  the  waftes  made  upon  the 
fuccefiive  remainders  through  the  whole  year. — But  they  reprefentthe  feveral  waftes 
which  have  been  made  out  of  the  refpedlive  original  amounts  in  each  divifion,  dur- 
ing the  paft  year,  fuppofing  fuch  original  amounts  to  have  been  continually  recruit- 
ed in  every  part,  during  that  year. 

Thus,  in  common  fadl,  the  wafte  in  the  bill  of  mortality,  during  every  month 
in  the  year,  of  the  perfons  within  each  divifion,  is  fuppofed  to  be  equal ; — at  leaft 
no  diminution  of  the  burials  is  fuppofed  liable  to  happen  in  the  laft  months  of  the 
years,  rather  than  in  the  earlier ; which  would  not  be  the  cafe,  unlefs  the  burials  in 
thefe  laft  months,  and  in  every  month,  happened  out  of  the  fame  conftant  recruited 
amount  of  people. 
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If  this  idea  of  the  feveral  annual  waftes  of  people,  in  the  feveral  divifions  of  life, 
fliall  appear  to  be  at  all  abftraCt,  and  difficult  to  be  retained,  it  is  not  owing  to  its 
appearing  fo  in  this  place,  but  to  the  prefent  method  of  keeping  the  bill  of 
mortality,  which  furnifhes  fuch  complicated  data. 


Problem. 

To  dif cover  the  rates  of  Mortality  in  the  feveral  divifions  of  life , or  at  leaf  a quantity 
to  which  thefe  rates  are  proportional. 

Solution. 

The  annual  wafte  made  in  each  divifion  of  life  is,  as  the  whole  number  of  per- 
fons,  who  have  been  therein  during  any  part  of  that  year,  and  as  the  rate  of  mor- 
tality, jointly. 

But  the  whole  number  of  perfons,  which  have  been  in  any  divifion  during  every 
moment  of  a year  paft,  being  only  a continued  repetition  of  the  medium  number 
in  fuch  divifion,  at  the  commencement,  or  end  of  this  year,  is  therefore  fimilar 
alfo  to  either  of  thefe  laft  numbers. 

Wherefore,  the  annual  wafte  in  one  divifion,  compared  with  that  in  any  other 
divifion,  is  as  the  refpeCtive  number  of  perfons  in  each,  at  the  commencement,  or 
end  of  the  year,  and  as  the  rate  of  mortality  in  each,  jointly. 

Therefore  the  refpeCtive  rates  of  mortality,  in  any  two  divifions  of  life,  during 
any  two  years  given,  will  be  to  each  other,  as  their  refpe&ive  waftes  in  the  years 
given,  divided  by  the  total  amounts  of  the  perfons  Handing  in  each  divifion,  at  the 
commencement  of  each  year  given,  refpedtively, — Suppofing  fuch  amounts  to  be 
nearly  the  medium. 

Which  proportion  let  be  kept  in  referve  for  future  occafion. 

Remark. 

The  total  extent  of  life,  from  earlieft  infancy  to  its  extinction,  is  cut  by  the  pre- 
fent bills  of  mortality  into  the  following  intervals,  or  divifions,  viz. 
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The  number  of  which  divifions  is  thirteen  ; and  the  refpedtive  annual  waftes  up- 
on a medium  for  the  laft  five  years  tended  at  Chrrftmas  1750,  in  the  city  of  Lon- 
don, are  reprefented  by  the  numbers  feverally  written  under  each  divifion. 

This,  at  firft  view,  fufficiently  points  out  the  vaft  quantity  of  adults  in  London, 
beyond  thofe  of  its  own  growth  *,  for  if  the  wade  in  the  fifth  divifion  had  been 
only  of  perfons  of  its  own  growth,  it  would  have  been  lefs  than  the  wafte  in  the 
foregoing  divifion  *,  as  the  total  number,  out  of  which  fuch  fifth  wafte  would 
have  arifen,  muft  have  been  lefs  than  the  total  number  in  the  former  divifion ; 
being,  upon  a medium,  only  their  furvivors.  This  vaft  number  of  adults  fub- 
fifting  in  London,  beyond  thofe  of  its  own  produce,  coincides  with  what  has  been 
already  delivered,  upon  this  head,  under  the  firft  obfervation. 

But  yet  the  feveral  amounts  of  perfons  continually  fubfifting  in  London,  upon  a 
medium  for  five  years  paft,  within  the  feveral  divifions  of  life,  are  not  raflily  to  be 
eftimated,  according  to  the  foregoing  numbers  j becaufe  the  rate  of  mortality  in  dif- 
ferent divifions,  is  extremely  different. 

It  may  therefore  be  proper  to  be  premifed,  that  the  rate,  or  force  of  mortality, 
during  any  fhort  fpace,  at  the  commencement  of  life,  is  greater  than  this  force,  for 
the  fame  fpace,  at  any  other  interval ; but  this  greater  rate,  or  force  of  morta- 
lity at  the  commencement,  if  then  efcaped,  proceeds  decreafing,  with  a very  fwift 
pace,  in  the  fecond  year,  and  alfo  in  the  third  •,  after  which  it  advances,  ftill  de- 
creafing more  flowly  and  gradually  to  the  end  of  the  fifth  year  ; and  from  hence 
likewife  it  flows  onwards  decreafing,  but  by  yet  flower  fteps,  to  the  end  of  the  tent;h 
year  •,  from  which  time  to  the  end  of  the  thirtieth,  it  proceeds  nearly  at  an  equal 
pace  j however,  the  point  of  lead;  rate  of  mortality,  may  perhaps  be  truly  fixed 
in  the  middle  between  both,  which  is  at  the  end  of  the  twentieth  year. — Alter  the 
thirtieth  year,  the  tide  is  generally  upon  the  return,  and  the  force  of  mortality  be- 
„ gins  vifibly  to  increafe  again,  but  yet  very  flowly  to  the  fortieth  year ; from 
■whence  in  every  fucceeding  decad,  to  the  end  of  life,  it  continues  to  gain  addi- 
tional increments  : yet  thefe  additional  increments  fteal  onwards,  with  gradual  and 
gentle  fteps,  and  not  with  the  rapidity  of  the  decrements  at  the  commencement. 
Otherwife  life  would  be  foon  extinguilbed,  and  could  never  approach  to  that  ex- 
tremity of  years,  to  which  it  is  now  extended. 

This  theory  is  only  premifed  in  order  to  point  out  the  general  courfe  of  the  rate 
of  mortality  : but  the  increafing  negledl,  or  care  of  infants,  and  the  growing  de- 
baucheries, or  temperance  of  adults,  together  with  other  caufes,  occafion  great  al- 
terations in  the  amount  of  this  rate,  in  the  fame  divifions  of  life,  attlifferent  pe- 
riods, even  in  the  fame  places. — And  the  queftion  here  is,  to  obtain  the  feveral 
amounts  of  this  rate  in  London,  at  fucceeding  periods  ; which  requires  a difcovery 
fo  be  firft  made  of  the  total  amount  of  the  perfons  fubfifting  at  fuch  periods,  in  each 
divifion  of  life,  out  of  which  the  feveral  given,  waftes  have  arifen.  . But 
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But  firft,  for  diftin&ion’s  fake,  let  all  the  perfons  under  twenty  years  old  in 
London,  which  have  already  been  laid  down  to  be  of  its  own  growth,  or  equiva- 
lent, be  called  non- adults ; and  all  of  twenty  years  old  and  upwards  be  called 
adults ; and  let  the  following  problems  be  required  to  be  folved,  from  fuch  data 
as  are  at  prefent  furnilhed  by  the  bills  of  mortality. 

Problem  I. 

To  find  the  proportion  which  the  non-adults  of  the  growth  of  London,  who  have  puffed 
into  adultag'e  during  any  one  year  given , hath  held  to  the  number  of  fuch  non- adults 
which  pafjed  into  adult  age  during  any  other  year  given. — Suppqfing  the  rate  of  mor- 
tality in  the  fever al  divifions  of  life , for  twenty  years  antecedent  to  each  of  the  years 
given , to  have  been  equal. 

Thus  fuppofe,  for  inftance,  the  years  1745  and  1750  were  pitched  upon,  and 
it  was  required. 

To  find  the  proportion  which  the  number  fupplied  by  London,  of  its  own 
growth,  towards  recruiting  its  wafte  of  adults,  during  one  of  thefe  years,  bore  to 
the  number  it  fupplied  towards  recruiting  its  wafte  of  the  fame  fort,  during  the 
other. 

Problem  II. 

To  find  the  proportion  which  the  total  amounts  of  the  non- adults  of  all  ages , fubfifting 
in  London , at  the  end  of  any  two  given  years , have  born  to  each  other  *, — Suppofmg 
not  the  fever  al  wafles , but  the  rate  of  mortality  in  all  the  non-adult  divifions  of  life , 
for  twenty  years  antecedent  to  each  year  given,  to  have  been  equal. 

Problem  III. 

To  find  the  aBual  total  numbers  of  non- adults  fubfifting  in  London , at  the  commencement 
of  the  years  1750  and  1751,  refpeftively. 

Problem  IV. 

T 0 find  that  part  of  the  whole  number  of  non-adults  aftually  fubfifting  in  London  at 
the  end  of  the  laft  year  1 750,  who  were  nineteen  years  old , and  under  twenty. 

This  will  be  the  number,  which  will  all  pafs  into  adultage,  during  this  preient 
year  1751,  excepting  what  part  fhall  die  out  of  them  under  twenty,  during  this 
year  \ and  will  be  the  whole  recruit  of  adults,  which  London  will,  this  year  1751, 
obtain  from  its  own  produce. 
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Problem  V.

To  find  the  number  of  adult s,  ‘which  London  annually  waftes , beyond  the  number  of 
fuch  adults , which  it  annually  fupplies  to  itfelf  of  its  own  produce . 

Problem  VI. 

• 

To  find  the  number  of  per fons  wafted  in  London , from  the  revolution  year  1688,  to  the 
year  1750,  both  years  inclufive  ; above  what  have  been  raifed , during  the  fame  time 
of  the  growth  of  this  city  : ,—fuppofmg  it  only  to  contain  the  fame  number  of  perfons  at 
the  end  of  this  term , as  it  did  at  the  commencement . 

The  folution  of  thefe  problems,  if  it  can  be  obtained  with  tolerable  accuracy, 
would  evidently  afford  very  ufeful  public  information. 

To  begin  therefore  with 

Problem  I. 

t 

To  find  the  proportion , which  the  numbers  fupplied  by  London , of  its  own  growth., 
during  any  two  years , towards  recruiting  its  own  annual  wafte  of  adults , during  thefe 
years , hold  to  each  other  refpettively  \ fuppofing  the  rate  of  mortality , in  the  fever al 
divifions  of  life , for  twenty  years  antecedent  to  each  year  given , to  have  been  equal. 

Solution. 

* / 

Imagine  the  years  given  to  be  1745  and  1751  ; then  the  annual  number  of 
non-adults  fucceffively  flowing  into  adultage,  during  the  years  1745  and  1751, 
will  be  as  the  annual  births  of  each  of  the  twenty  years  antecedent  to  the  two  years 
given;  that  is,  as  the  births  of  the  years  1724  and  1730,  refpe&ively  : for  the 
furviving  part  of  the  births  of  the  year  1724,  will,  after  twenty  years  from  its 
commencement,  that  is,  at  the  end  of  the  year  1 744,  all  ftand  between  nineteen 
and  twenty  years  old ; and  that  part  of  thefe  births,  which  (hall  arrive  to  their  twen- 
tieth year  compleat,  will,  during  the  year  1745,  all  fucceffively  pafs  into  adultage, 
and  be  the  foie  recruit  this  adultage  will  obtain  during  that  year  1745,  of  the 
growth  of  London.  Therefore  univerfally,  the  rates  of  mortality  being  fuppofed 
to  flow  equally,  for  each  of  the  twenty  years  antecedent  to  the  bar  of  adultage,  the 
numbers  palling  this  bar,  during  any  two  years  given,  will  be  to  each  other,  as 
the  whole  births  of  the  years  of  their  nativity  relpedtively.  Which  is  the  general 
folution  of  the  problem  required.  E.  S. 

But  the  annual  births  for  the  years  1724  and  1730,  were  19,370  and  17,-118, 
refpedfively,  or  to  each  other,  as  1000  to  884.  Therefore,  the  annual  num- 
bers which  London  fupplied  towards  its  own  recruit  of  adults,  during  thefe  laft 
years,  have  been  to  each  other  in  the  fame  proportion,  that  is,  continually  de- 

creafing- 
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creafing.-— And  the  annual  births  from  1729,  to  the  laft  year  1750,  having  alfo 
proceeded  continually  decreafing,  therefore  the  numbers  which  London  will  an- 
nually fupply  to  its  own  recruit  of  adults  for  twenty  years  to  come,  will  alfo  be 
continually  decreafing. 

Problem  II. 

T 0 find  the  ■proportion , which  the  total  amounts  of  the  non-adults , of  all  ages , fulfilling 
in  London  at  the  end  of  any  two  given  years , have  born  to  each  other  refpeliively  •, — 
Suppofing  the  rates  of  mortality  to  have  been  equal  in  the  fame  divifions  of  life , for 
twenty  years  antecedent  to  each  of  the  years  given * 

Solution* 

1 

This  proportion  will  evidently  be,  as  the  aggregate  fums  of  the  annual  births, 
for  twenty  years  antecedent  to  the  two  years  given,  are  to  each  other.  The  non- 
adults of  each  age,  fubfifting  at  any  one  inftant,  or  for  any  whole  year,  being  as 
the  refpebtive  amounts  of  the  annual  births  of  the  years  of  their  feveral  nativities, 
by  the  former  problem  : therefore  the  aggregate  fums  of  all  the  non  adults,  at  any 
two  different  periods,  are  as  the  aggregate  fums  of  all  their  annual  births,  for  the 
twenty  years  antecedent  to  each  of  the  years  given  •,  that  is,  as.the  aggregate  fums  of 
all  the  births,  in  the  feveral  years  of  their  nativity,  refpectively. 

Problem  III. 

L’o  find  the  actual  number  of  non-adults , from  nineteen  to  twenty  years  old j fubfifiing  in 
London , at  the  commencement  of  the  lafi  year  1750,  nearly. 


Solution* 

It  appears  by  the  bill  of  mortality  of  the  year  1 749,  that  719  died  during  that 
year,  between  ten  and  twenty  years  old  ; therefore  the  queftion  is,  to  find  the  whole 
number  of  non-adults,  which  continually  filled  this  divifion  during  that  year. — 
Suppofe  then  the  rate  of  mortality,  in  this  divifion  in  London,  to  have  been  no 
greater  than  what  flowed  through  perfons  of  the  fame  ages,  in  the  city  of  Breflau*. 
This  Suppofltion  will  be  very  far  from  exaggerating  the  rate  of  mortali- 
ty in  London,  in  this  divifion.  Now,  by  Dr.  Halley’s  table  of  obfervations, 
eftimated  from  the  bills  of  mortality  of  this  city  in  Silefia,  wherein  the  egreflion  of 
natives  of  all  ages  was  fuppofed,  as  is  here  done  in  London,  in  relpecl  to  the  non- 
adults only,  to  have  been  equal  to  the  acceflion  of  flrangers,  the  following  pro- 
portions are  given  of  the  annual  wafte  of  perfons  of  every  age,  in  that  divifion  re- 
ipedively.

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Medium  proportion  of  perfons  fubfifting  together  at  any- 
one time  from  ten  to  twenty  years  old. 

Therefore  it  appears,  out  of  6282  perfons,  fucceffively  pafling  from  ten  inclu- 
five,  to  twenty  years  old,  that  about  63  died  in  the  couife  of  a year;  which  is 
nearly  one  out  of  every  hundred  : therefore,  fuppofing  the  fame  wafte  to  have  hap- 
pened to  perfons  of  thefe  ages  in  London,  in  proportion  to  their  number,  during 
the  year  1749,  we  fhail  have, 

As  63  to  6282  fo  is  719  to  7 1695,  which  was  nearly  the  whole  number  of  non- 
adults of  ten  years  old,  and  under  twenty,  fubfifting  in  London,  at  the  end  of 
the  year  1 749,  and  during  every  part  of  that  year,  upon  a medium  ; according 
to  the  amount  of  the  burials  in  this  divifion,  inferted  in  the  London  bills  of 
mortality. 

This  number  can  err  but  very  little  from  the  truth,  as  the  rate  of  mortality 
here  afiigned  coincides  with  other  various  experience.  For  the  annual  burials  of 
non-adults,  from  ten  years  old  inclufive,  to  under  twenty,  for  each  of  thefe  laft 
five  years  ended  at  Chriftmas  1 750,  have  been  no  more  than  762  upon  a medium  : 
and  as  there  is  no  reafon  to  imagine,  that  the  non-adults  within  this  divifion  in 
London  have  been  more  healthy,  than  thofe  of  Breflau  within  the  fame  divifion, 
the  juft  conclufion  to  be  drawn  is,  that  the  number  of  non-adults  within  this  di- 
vifion, fubfifting  together  in  London  at  any  one  time  for  five  years  paft,  hath  not 
exceeded  76200,  upon  a medium. 

It  appearing  then  that  71695  non-adults,  fubfifted  within  this  divifion  in  Lon- 
don at  the  end  of  the  year  1 749,  it  is  required  by  this  problem  to  find  what  part 
of  thefe  were  nineteen  years  old,  and  under  twenty. — To  anfwer  this,  fince  the 
number  at  Breflau  was  601  of  this  age,  out  of  6282  from  ten  to  twenty;  there- 
fore 7 1695,  or  6860,  will  be  the  whole  number  of  non-adults  from  nine- 

teen to  twenty,  which  fubfifted  in  London,  at  the  end  of  the  year  1 749  ; out  of 
which  a portion  equal  to  |-|4  or  6825  all  compleatly  attained  their  twentieth  year, 
and  during  the  courfe  of  the  laft  year  palled  into  adultage.— -And  this  appears  to 

have 
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have  been  very  nearly  the  actual  number  of  its  own  growth  according  to  the  fore- 
going fnppofition,  which  London  fupplied,  during  the  laft  year,  towards  its  own 
recruit  of  adults. 

That  this  fuppofition  hath  been  carried  vaftly  too  far  in  favour  of  London,  is  now 
evident.  And  it  appears  plain,  that  the  number  of  perfons  fubftfting  in  London 
under  twenty  years  old,  are  much  beyond  what  it  raifes  of  its  own  growth  ; 
the  number  72000  of  non-adults  from  ten  to  twenty  years  old  conftandy  fubfift- 
ing  in  London,  which  hath  here  been  difcovered,  muft  be  near  to  the  truth  ; but 
thele  can  never  be  thought  to  be  of  the  foie  growth  of  London,  by  any  intelligent 
obferver  of  the  bills  of  mortality,  and  of  the  vaft  annual  fhare  which  the  numbers 
dying  under  ten  years  old  are  of  the  whole  annual  births.  The  number  furviving, 
of  which  refults,  upon  fome  computations  I have  made,  fo  extremely  final],  that 
I cannot  venture  to  deliver  it  as  I intended,  without  having  further  proof  of  its  be- 
ing juft  by  the  teft  of  other  trials  and  computations.  But  it  is  certain,  upon  re- 
examining the  former  pofition,  that  London  drains  vaftly  more  from  the  country 
between  ten  and  twenty  years  old,  than  it  fends  thither  confidering  that  many  of 
fuch  ages  come  from  the  country  to  fchools  and  academies  in  London  •,  beftdes 
which,  a great  number  are  continually  fent  hither  to  be  put  apprentices  : and  above 
all,  a very  large  multitude  of  young  fervants  of  both  fexes,  who  have  not  yet 
pafled  their  twentieth  year,  are  continually  flocking  to  London.  From  all  which, 
it  muft  be  admitted,  that  this  city  draws  far  greater  fupplies,,  even  of  non-adults 
to  itfelf,  than  it  ever  repays  to  the  country. 

Had  the  method  of  l'eparating  the  extent  of  life  into  thefe  feveral  divifions,  im- 
perfect, as  they  are,  been  long  eftablifhed,  it  would  have  now  yielded  valuable 
lights  to  the  public,  in  regard  to  the  variations  which  may  have  fucceflively  hap- 
pened, in  the  annual  proportions  of  the  perfons  dying  under  each  divifion. — For 
it  is  much  to  be  believed,  that  the  prefent  portion  of  poor  infants  dying  under 
two  years  of  age,  is  a far  greater  fhare,  out  of  all  who  have  been  born  in  this  city, 
than  it  was  formerly  before  the  horrid  introduction  of  fpirituous  liquors.  But  the 
misfortune  is,  that  no  account  of  the  ages  of  the  perfons  dying  hath  been  kept  an- 
tecedent to  the  year  1728  : and  the  account  of  that  year  too,  is  imperfeCt.  ’Tis 
perhaps  poflible,  that  this  might  be  tolerably  approached  by  a judicious  perfon, 
who  could  nearly  diftinguhh  the  difeafes  incident  to  different  ages ; efpecially  by 
comparing  together  the  numbers  dying  in  every  divifion,  and  by  the  moft  ravaging, 
difeafes,  during  the  feveral  years  for  which  this  new  account  hath  been  kept^  and 
thence  forming  the  law  of  gradation  backwards.  But  this  requires  particular  me- 
dicinal fagacity,  and  good  information  of  the  cuftomary  method  of  fearchers,  in 
fettling  the  difeafes  of  the  perfons  deceafed. — To  furnjfh  the  means  of  which,  a 
table  is  here  annexed  of  the  feveral  difeafes  inferted  in  the  bills  of  mortality,  and  of 
the  numbers  dying  of  each  difeafe  from  the  year  1675,  the  firft  year  this  account 
was  kept,  to  1750,  both  years  inclufive  ^ excepting  the  years  1698,  1699,  and^ 
1 700,  during  which,  no  account  of  the  numbers  dying  of  the  feveral  difeafes  is  now 
to  be  found  in  the  books  of  the  company  of  parifh  clerks  of  London,  by  whom  the 
bill  of  mortality  hath  been  annually  publifhed. 

This  table  it  is  hoped,  will  oblige  the  curiofity  of  intelligent  medicinal  gentle- 
men : but  as  to  the  method  of  joining  the  difeaies  together,  which  in  many  inftances- 

may 
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may  be  very  incongruous,  it  is  chiefly  to  be  imputed  to  the  original  mixtures  of 
thefe  difeafes  in  the  bills  of  mortality,  which  it  having  been  impracticable  for  me 
to  feparate,  it  hath  therefore  been  neceffary  to  deliver,  as  they  were  published ; 
befldes  which  there  hath  only  been  added  together  in  parcels  fome  difeafes  of  leffer 
fatality,  which  have  feemed  to  bear  an  affinity  to  each  other,  for  the  fake  of 
avoiding  too  great  prolixity  in  the  tables. 

However,  tor  the  time,  during  which  the  feveral  ages  of  the  perfons  dying  have 
been  kept,  a difcovery  may  now  be  obtained  of  the  feveral  proportions,  which  the 
rates  of  mortality  in  the  firft  divifion  of  life  under  two  years  old,  have  born  to  each 
other,  from  the  year  1731  to  the  year  1750,  both  years  inclufive.  Thefe  refpec- 
tive  rates  of  mortality,  being  to  each  other,  as  the  feveral  annual  waftes  of  perfons 
in  each  divifion,  divided  by  the  whole  medium  number  of  perfons,  fubfifting  to- 
gether at  one  time  during  each  year  in  fuch  divifion,  as  hath  been  before  deter- 
mined : which  medium  number  of  perfons  is,  however,  firft  to  be  obtained.  But 
this,  and  many  other  problems  of  great  curiofity,  and  public  information,  which 
fuggeft  themfelves,  in  the  fliort  time  allotted  to  this  work,  cannot  be  duly  un- 
ravelled. 

Problem  VI. 

To  find  the  number  ofi  perfions  wafted  in  London , fir  cm  the  revolution  year  1688,  to 
the  year  1 750,  both  years  inclufive , above  what  have  been  raified  during  the  fiame 
time,  ofi  the  growth  ofi  this  city, — fiuppojing  it  only  to  contain  at  prefient  the  Jame 
number  ofi  perfions,  which  it  did  at  the  commencement  ofi  this  term . 


Solution. 


Imagine  the  whole  number  of  perfons  fubfifting  in  London,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year  1688,  to  be  denoted  by  the  letter  A,  or  any  other  character,  or 
fymbol  affumed  at  pleafure. 

Then  imagine  this  body  A to  have  moved  forwards  for  fixty-three  years,  that 
is,  to  the  end  of  the  1 aft  year  1750;  during  which  time  it  hath  been  continually 
wafted  by  the  fucceffive  annual  burials,  and  continually  filled  again  by  its  own  fuc- 
ceflive  annual  births,  and  alfo  by  recruits  from  the  country  : but  the  total  amount 
of  the  burials  for  thefe  fixty  three  years,  is  the  whole  of  its  wafte.  And  the  total 
amount  of  the  births,  during  that  time,  is  the  whole  fupply  it  hath  received  of  its 
own  growth.  Therefore  the  difference  between  the  annual  burials  and  births  dur- 
ing this  time,  is  the  recruit  it  hath  required  to  fupport  its  original  amount.  Which 
is  the  general  folution.  E.  S.

Therefore  the  difference,  or  the  amount  of  the  recruit  which  hath 
been  furnifhed  during  this  time  by  the  country  provinces  of  / 

England,  for  repairing  this  wafte  in  London,  hath  been  no  lefs  > 505,410. 

than  the  aftonifhing  number  of  above  five  hundred  thoufand  \ 
perfons  J 

Thefe  numerous  recruits  from  the  country  have  all  been  the  flower  of  it,  in  the 
prime  of  their  years,  and  in  full  polfeflion  of  their  beft  activity  and  vigour. 

What  a monftrous  lofs  hath  this  been  to  the  nation  ? Compute  the  worth  of  each 
to  have  been  only  an  hundred  pounds  upon  a medium,  which  is  the  leaft  price 
fuch  perfons  would  bear  upon  an  average,  were  they  to  be  fold  for  fervants  to  any 
country,  where  fuch  purchafes  are  admitted.  Many  of  them  being  fcholars,  and 
perfons  of  fkill  in  various  fciences,  and  manufactures  •,  and  the  whole  fum  will 
amount  to  fifty  millions  fterling.  This  therefore  is  the  value  which  hath  been  loft 
to  this  nation  by  their  deftruCtion. 

But  it  is  further  to  be  obferved,  that  the  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  city  is 
confiderably  increafed  within  the  laft  fixty  three  years  : which  increafe  alfo  is  to  be 
added  to  the  former  recruit  drawn  from  the  country  ; for  all  which  hath  been  fuppli- 
ed  by  London  of  its  own  growth  hath  already  been  eftimated. 

It  is  here  probable,  that  two  objections  may  be  made  ; 1 . That  thefe  people 
confumed  in  London  fince  the  late  revolution,  have  not  all  been  a drain  folely  up- 
on the  reft  of  this  kingdom  •,  but  that  many  of  them  have  been  foreigners,  natives 
of  France;  and  other  countries.  In  anfwer  to  which  I muft  firft  obferve,  that  as 
the  births  of  thefe  are  not  inferted,  fo  neither  are  the  burials  of  a great  part  of  them, 
in  the  foregoing  account ; which  has  chiefly  confifted  of  thofe  in  communion  with 
the  church  of  England : and  fecondly,  that  if  the  burials  of  thefe  foreign  adults  had 
been  inferted,  it  would  not  prove  the  former  account  erroneous  ; becaufe  London 
hath  probably  fent  forth  as  great  a number  of  the  adults  of  its  own  growth  to  Ame- 
rica, and  other  foreign  countries,  as  it  hath  received  from  thence  towards  its  own 
recruit : therefore  the  annual  acceflion  of  foreigners  to  London,  hath  only  kept  the 
fupply  of  adults,  which  it  hath  furnilhed  to  itfelf  of  its  own  growth,  full ; but  hath 
not  at  all  diminifhed  the  provincial  recruit. 

The  fecond  objection  may,  perhaps,  be,  that  this  lofs  from  the  deftruCtion  of 
country  adults,  is  ftrangely  exaggerated  ; for  that  moft  of  them,  had  they  con- 
tinued in  the  country,  might  have  done  little  more  than  have  maintained  them- 
ielves,  or  perhaps  might  have  been  a burden  to  their  feveral  pariflies.  This  is  juft 
as  pleafant,  to  compare  it  to  a familiar  inftance,  as  if  any  one  fliould  take  my  horfe, 
admitted  to  be  worth  ten  pounds,  from  the  fervice  he  is  capable  of  performing, 
and  deftroy  him  by  labour  and  bad  food,  and  then  aver  that  he  hath  done  me  no 
damage,  becaufe,  he  apprehended  inftead  of  employing  my  horfe  myfelf,  I fliould 
rather  have  found  him  an  ufelefs  expence. 

But  will  it  ferioufly  be  averred,  that  this  half  a million  of  aCtive  adults,  had  they 
continued  in  the  country,  would  have  yielded  no  benefit  to  the  public  r — Would 
they  have  added  nothing  to  the  improvement  of  the  lands  of  this  kingdom  ?— 
And  hath  no  lofs  really  accrued  to  this  nation  from  the  deftruCtion  of  country 
adults  ? — Let  the  provinces  of  the  kingdom  be  all  fummoned  to  bear  their  tefti- 

P mony  ? 
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mony  ? — Let  the  country  gentlemen  be  called  forth,  and  declare, — Have  they 
not  continually  felt  for  many  years  part,  an  increafing  want  of  hufbandmen,  and 
day  labourers  ? Have  the  farmers  throughout  the  kingdom  no  juft  complaints  of 
the  exceftive  increafing  prices  of  workmen,  and  of  the  impoflibility  of  procuring  a 
fufficient  number  at  any  prices  ? If  this  be  fo, — is  it  not  an  evil  the  moft  deftruCtive, 
and  fundamental  ? is  it  not  attacking  the  great  fources  of  our  national  wealth  ? Our 
produces  of  corn,  wool,  and  of  all  other  forts,  both  of'  provifions  and  materials 
for  manufactures  ? is  it  not  diminifliing  their  annual  growth  in  general,  and  railing 
the  price  of  what  is  grown,  without  any  advantage  to  the  farmer  or  landlord  ? And 
whereto  does  this  tend  ? is  it  not  the  direCt  courl'e  by  the  increafing  prices  of  pro- 
vifions throughout  the  kingdom  to  raife  our  own  manufactures  to  a monftrous 
dearnefs,  and  confequently  to  ftop  their  exportation  P will  not  the  fure  confequence 
of  this  be,  to  encourage  what  are  cheaper  to  be  imported,  and  fmuggled  upon  us, 
from  other  countries:  which  will  carry  abroad  the  wealth,  which  our  more  pru- 
dent anceftors  had  procured  for  us,  and  urge  our  manufacturers  alfo  to  feek  em- 
ployment in  other  countries  •,  leaving  a poor  debauched  remainder  behind  them, 
unworthy  the  glorous  name  of  Britons. 

Thefe  are  the  direCt  confequences  flowing  from  this  vaft  annual  deftruCtion  of 
country  adults,  and  non-adults  alfo,  above  twelve  years  old,  in  London.  And 
it  well  behoves  the  gentlemen  of  every  province  in  the  kingdom,  to  attend  to  this 
evil,  without  delay.  The  drain  is  upon  them  ; and  will  continue  fo  ; For  Lon- 
don will  not  feel  any  want  of  recruits,  till  there  are  no  people  left  in  the  country. 

’Tis  therefore  the  peculiar  bufinefs  of  the  country  gentlemen,  to  regulate  the 
policy  of  London  ; ’tis  more  immediately  their  concern  than  of  the  gentlemen  reft- 
dent  in  this  city : to  prevent  the  deftruCtion  of  infants  and  adults  in  London,  as 
far  as  pofiible,  demands  the  inceflant  care  of  every  true  patriot,  ^nd  every  pro- 
vincial gentleman  fhould  be  moved,  not  by  mere  curioflty  alone,  to  infpeCt  at  the 
beginning  of  every  year  the  bill  of  mortality  of  London  for  the  year  antecedent, 
in  order  to  obferve  the  progrefs  of  its  annual  wafte,  and  confequently  of  its  annual 
drain  from  the  country. 

Was  fuch  a juft  policy  introduced  in  this  city,  as  that  the  annual  births  might 
equal  or  exceed  the  burials,  it  would  produce  glorious  and  happy  effeCts : the 
growth  of  all  produces  in  the  country,  and  the  improvement  of  lands  throughout 
the  kingdom,  would  be  greatly  promoted ; the  country  adults  would  have  little 
temptation  to  come  to  London,  where  at  prefent  not  only  fo  many  are  deftroyed, 
but  multitudes  of  others  who  efcape  the  deftruCtion  therein,  and  return  from 
thence,  teach  the  leffons  they  have  there  learnt  of  idienefs  and  debauchery  to  their 
country  neighbours. — And  that  luch  policy  might  be  introduced,  is  evident  from 
the  ft  ate  of  the  annual  births  of  Paris,  which  generally  exceed  the  burials.— As 
will  appear  from  the  annexed  account  of  the  births  and  burials  there,  for  a feries  of 
nine  years  from  17  28  to  1736,  both  years  incluflve,  publiftied  by  Mr.  Maitland. 
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account  of  the  births  and  burials  in  the  city  of  Paris , for  the  following

And  it  is  certainly  no  impoflible  point,  to  give  the  births  in  the  city  of  Londoft 
the  fame  fuperiority  over  the  burials,  as  the  procreative  power  in  this  laft  city  can- 
not be  fuppofed,  by  any  Englilhman,  to  be  inferior  to  that  of  Paris. 


Problem  VII. 

IT 0 find  how  many  perfons , more  than  remain  at  prefent , would  now  probably  have  fub- 
fifted  in  Britain , if  the  annual  births  and  burials  in  London , from  1688  to  1750, 
both  years  inclufive , had  been  kept  upon  an  equality . 

Solution. 


This  will  be  no  lefs  than  the  foregoing  whole  number  of  500,000,  who  have  be- 
fore appeared  to  have  been  drawn  from  the  country,  and  wafted  in  London ; all 
which  might  not  only  have  been  preferved  at  prefent  to  the  nation,  or  an  equiva- 
lent amodnt  continued  by  procreation,  but  might  have  been  increafed,  by  this 
time,  to  a much  larger  multitude  ; probably,  at  leaft,  to  600,000.  This  is  juft- 
ly  to  be  concluded  from  the  common  courfe  of  other  adults,  fubfifting  in  the  coun- 
try, efpecially  as  thefe  were  the  flower  of  both  fexes,  and  almoft  all  capable  of 
raifing  children.  And  here  let  it  be  confldered,  what  a valuable  acquifition  this 
number  of  all  ages,  and  fexes,  would  have  been  to  the  prefent  ftrength,  and 
riches  of  this  kingdom.  A race  of  healthy  and  robuft  people.  Admit,  for  the 
prefent,  that  they  had  only  maintained  themfelves  by  their  own  labour,  and  let  the 
annual  amount  of  their  expences  be  eftimated  at  ten  pound  for  each  head,  upon 
medium,  which  is  a moderate  computation  during  this  term  \ then  the  whole  e.x- 

P 2 pence 
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Pence  of  thefe  people  would  have  amounted,  by  this  time,  to  about  fix  millions 
Annually  ; almoft  all  which  would  have  been  paid  to  the  landed  gentlemen  of  Eng- 
land, in  addition  to  their  prefent  rents.  For  it  muft  all  have  been  paid  by  this  bo- 
dy of  people,  for  their  own  provifions,  and  to  the  manufaChirers  of  Englifli  pro- 
duces for  their  cloathing  and  other  confumptions  •,  which  manufacturers  muft  again 
have  laid  out  the  fums  they  received  with  the  farmers,  to  buy  provifions ; and  all 
this,  without  increafing  the  prices  of  provifions,  but  by  increafing  die  quantity 
raifed,  and  thereby  rather  diminifhing  the  prices.  And  here  let  it  be  juftly  appre- 
hended by  country  gentlemen,  that  the  fource,  from  whence  they  are  to  expect 
improvement  of  their  fortunes,  is  not  from  an  increafe  of  money  flowing  into  the 
nation  •,  for  though  that  may,  in  fome  refpeCls,  operate  in  their  favour,  yet,  as  it 
muft  flow  into  the  kingdom  through  other  channels  than  theirs,  fuch  new  perfons 
will  raife  the  method  of  living  upon  them  ; — and  the  prices  of  all  labour,  manu- 
factures, and  other  articles,  will  be  greatly  exaggerated  *,  whereby  they  will  fcarce- 
ly  be  able  to  fupport  their  ufual  rank. — But  the  true  fource,  from  whence  their 
eftates  are  to  be  improved,  is  to  increafe  the  confumption  of  their  own  produces, 
and  to  diminifh  the  price  of  labour.  That  is,  to  increafe  the  number  of  laborious 
people  amongft  them,  who  have  moudis  to  eat,  and  bodies  to  be  covered,  and  at 
the  fame  time  have  hands  all'o  to  cultivate  the  lands  of  thefe  gentlemen.  Under 
this  fituation,  they  may  enter  with  fpirit  upon  the  improvement  of  their  worft 
grounds,  and  not  only  raile,  at  a moderate  expence,  to  themfelves,  more  pro- 
duces, but  happily  find  alfo  their  vent  increaied.  This  would  fenfibly  render 
their  purfes  weightier,  and  fill  the  country  with  new  people,  and  new  improve- 
ments. 

If  the  value  of  laborious  aCtive  adults  be  thus  juftly  confidered,  the  mifchiefs 
of  a continual  drain  of  them  from  the  country,  to  be  wafted  in  London,  without 
renewing  themfelves,  will  begin  to  be  viewed  with  due  concern.  The  lofs  within 
a term  fo  fhort,  within  the  memory  of  thoufands  living,  at  prefent,  of  no  lefs  than 
fix  hundred  thoufand  people,  who  might  now  in  themfelves,  and  their  children, 
have  fubfifted  in  this  nation,  will  at  length  be  viewed  with  horror  and  amazement ; 
a lofs  wholly  owing  to  the  continual  deftruCtiqn  of  infants  and  adults  in  this 
flaughter-houfe  of  London. 

Problem. 

Ti o determine  the  amount  of  the  annual  drain  made  upon  the  provinces  of  this  kingdom , 

for  furnifhing  recruits  to  London , fuppofwg  the  number  of  people  in  this  city  to  have 

continued , for  fome  years  paft , upon  a level . 

Solution. 

This  is  evidently  the  difference  between  the  annual  burials  and  births  ; for  fup- 
pofing,  in  a fimilar  inftance,  a pond  of  water  to  be  continually  drained  from  every 
part,  and  to  be  fupplied  by  a fpring,  naturally  arifing  within  itfelf.  Now,  if  the 
amount  of  the  continual  drain  be  greater  than  that  of  the  continual  fupply. 
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and  this  pond  be  kept  to  its  original  level,  by  continual  additional  recruits  of  water, 
it  is  evident  that  the  annual  amount  of  fuch  recruits  will  be  the  difference  between 
the  annual  amount  of  the  drain,  and  of  the  fupply. 

But  the  annual  amount  of  the  drain  upon  London  by  burials,  hath  been,  upon 
a medium,  for  the  laft  five  years,  25,352  perfons.  And  the  amount  of  its  fupply, 
from  its  own  fpring  of  births  within  itfelf,  hath  been,  upon  a medium,  for  the 
fame  time,  14,496  annually.  Therefore,  t-he  amount  of  the  recruit,  which  it  hath 
drawn  from  the  country,  during  each  year,  for  thel'e  five  years  paft,  hath  been  no 
lei's  than  10,856,  upon  a medium  ; which  feems  to  be  the  rate  of  its  prefent  pro- 
grefs.  And  whether  fuch  an  annual  deftrudtion  of  the  moft  acftive  and  ufeful  fub- 
jedts  of  the  kingdom,  is  to  be  iuffered  to  continue,  and  to  rob  the  provinces  of  their 
belt  hands,  muft  now  be  fubmitted  to  the  legiflative  wiidom.

Difference 

This  fum  of  upwards  of  one  million  of  people  a&ually  appears  upon  record,  to 
have  been  wafted  in  London,  during  this  term,  more  than  it  has  raifed  of  its  own 
growth,  and  ftill  many  more  have  undoubtedly  died  therein  unrecorded,  beyond 
the  births  which  ought  to  be  added  to  this  account. 

This  would  be  the  cafe,  fuppofing  London  had  gained  no  increafe  of  inhabitants 
fince  the  year  1 600  •,  but,  inftead  of  keeping  the  fame  amount,  it  hath  continually 
drawn  to  itfelf  increafing  multitudes,  and  hath  now  actually  in  its  own  pofleflion 
400,000  inhabitants  more  than  at  the  beginning  of  this  term  ; which,  together 
with  their  produce  by  procreation,  it  proceeds  forwards,  deftroying  with  ftill  greater 
havock  than  formerly  •,  even  at  no  lefier  a rate  than  of  10,856  annually ; fo  that  if 
this  be  not  interrupted,  in  the  next  hundred  and  fifty  years,  it  will  abfolutely  de- 
ftroy,  inftead  of  one  million,  above  one  million  and  half  of  people  j and  this  without 
begging  any  afliftance  from  the  plague.

To  (late  what  fuggefts  itfelf  at  this  inftant,  in  favour  of  each  fide  of  the  queftion, 
— And,  firft,  to  begin  with  the  opinion  which  prevails,  that  London  increafes:  — 
Under  this  head  are  to  be  urged, — the  growing  progrefs  of  luxury  in  London;  the 
larger  number  of  expenfive  families,  with  more  attendants  and  fervants  refident 
here,  than  formerly  ; the  augmentation  of  the  national  debt,  which  attaches  many 
to  this  city ; and  the  increafing  number  of  houfes  in  London,  of  which  a fmaller 
proportion  than  ever  are  now  vacant.  — It  is  certain,  all  thele  circumftances  imply 
an  increafing  number  of  adults  in  this  metropolis  ; and  luch  is  the  (late  of  its  pro- 
grefs, if  no  fuperior  caufes  operate  at  the  fame  time  to  the  contrary. 

On  the  other  hand  it  is  certain  that  the  quantity  of  commercial  bufinefs  tranfadted 
in  London,  for  feveral  years  pail,  particularly  in  the  importation  of  the  great  ar- 
ticles of  wine  and  tobacco,  and  the  ilfue  of  thefe  from  hence  to  other  parts  of  the 
kingdom,  hath  much  decreafed  ; the  out-ports  having  gradually  augmented,  dur- 
ing this  time,  their  dealings  in  thefe  and  other  commercial  branches ; and  go  on  at 
a great  increafing  rate,  to  furnilh  fupplies  of  many  commodities  to  various  parts  of 
the  kingdom,  which  were  formerly  drawn  almoft  wholly  from  London : this  mull 
operate,  therefore,  in  preventing  the  ufual  demand  made  by  London,  for  great 
numbers  of  adults,  who  were  neceflarily  employed  in  thefe  branches  : — Again,  the 
improvement  of  the  roads  near  this  metropolis,  and  the  increafing  conveniencies 
ol'  conveyance  to  all  the  villages  around  it,  prevent  that  ftagnation  of  people  in 
London,  which  was  formerly  ; enabling  great  numbers,  who  have  bufinefs  to  tranf- 
adt  in  London,  to  come  there  for  this  purpofe,  during  a few  hours  only  of  the  day, 
and  to  retire  into  the  country  in  the  evening  ; which  is  become  a general  practice. 
— Add  to  which,  the  improvement  of  the  roads  from  London  to  every  part  of  the 
kingdom  : — Which  hath  alfo  operated  towards  diminilhing  the  medium  number  of 
inhabitants  conftantly  refident  in  this  city. — It  will  here  probably  be  faid,  that 
this  improvement  of  the  roads  may  as  well  contribute  to  bring  more  perfons  to 
London,  as  to  carry  them  from  thence  to  the  country  : but  the  cafe  is  apprehended 
to  be  very  different ; — for  the  great  body  of  people,  who  come  to  London,  are  ne- 
cefiariiy  drawn  thither  by  commercial  bufinefs ; by  the  courts  of  law ; attendance 
upon  parliament,  and  applications  for  preferment : — Whatever  be  the  (late  of  the 
roads,  ti  e e will  all  come  to  London. — Wherefore  the  improvement  of  the  roads 
does  not  greatly  adt  towards  bringing  more  perfons  to  London  ; but  it  a<5ts  to- 
wards enabling  thefe  perfons,  at  Chriilmas,  and  at  all  other  feafons,  when  they 
can  gain  even  one  week’s  intermiffion  from  bufinefs,  to  retire  for  that  time  into 
the  country ; whereas  they  were  formerly  pent  up  in  London,  during  the  whole 
winter. — Many  families  alfo,  who  were  formerly  hurried  from  the  country  to  town, 
at  the  end  of  autumn,  to  avoid  the  badnefs  of  the  roads,  are  now  able  to  continue, 
many  months  longer  in  the  country  ; being  fecure  of  convenient  pa(fage  to  town  at 
any  feafon  : this  therefore  muft  greatly  lefifen  the  conftant  number  of  inhabitants 
in  London,  computed  at  a medium.  At  the  fame  time,  thefe  gentry,  and  their 
tradefmen  alfo,  continually  retain  their  houfes  in  London ; which  accounts  for  fo 
many  of  them  being  conftantly  tenanted.  Befides  this,  a practice  hath  lately  pre- 
vailed. 
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vailed  of  working,  in  the  country,  manufactures  for  fale  in  London,  which  for- 
merly employed  great  numbers  of  journeymen  in  this  city : this  is  vifible  in  the  ar- 
ticle of  fhoes  •,  in  which  there  are  fewer,  by  many  hundreds,  retained  at  work, 
than  were  twenty  years  ago  in  this  metropolis ; and  this  method  will  probably  be 
followed  in  many  other  branches  of  confumption. — Efpecially  as  the  expence  of 
carriage  from  the  country  to  London,  by  the  improvement  of  the  roads,  becomes 
eafy. — Thefe  confiderations  are  therefore  to  be  urged,  in  fupport  of  the  opinion, 
that  the  number  of  adults,  conftantly  refident  in  London,  rather  diminifhes. — 
However,  it  will  be  difficult  from  talking  at  large  upon  any,  or  all  of  thefe  articles, 
on  both  fides  of  the  queftion,  to  ftrike  the  balance; — It  mull  therefore  be  referred 
to  the  bills  of  mortality. 

In  entering  upon  this  reference,  it  may  fafely  be  premifed,  that  the  rate  of  mor- 
tality in  London,  of  late  years,  hath  gone  on  continually  increafing,  both  in  relpeCt 
to  adults  and  infants  *,  which  is  particularly  to  be  charged  to  the  abominable, 
notorious  confumption  of  fpirituous  liquors.  Wherefore,  if  the  annual  amount 
of  the  burials,  for  thefe  twenty  years  paft,  had  been  even  greater  than  it  was  for- 
merly, this  might  juftly  be  allotted  to  the  fame  number  of  people  as  before,  and 
to  their  greater  deftrudtion.  But  if  the  amount  of  the  burials  for  twenty  years  pa  ft, 
has  been  gradually  declining  •,  and  the  amount  of  the  chriftnings,  for  the  fame 
time,  hath  been  alfo  in  a courfe  of  declenfion,  ftill  more  fwift,  it  is  then  prefumed 
the  difpute  is  determined  ; for  if  a greater  mortality  hath  fubfifted  among  the 
common  people,  of  all  ages,  and  yet  a lefter  number  have  annually  died,  for  feve- 
ral  years  under  it,  it  is  evident  that  the  fum  total,  out  of  which  they  have  died, 
muft  have  been  diminifhed. 

But  that  fuch  a decreafe  hath  actually  happened,  both  in  the  burials  and  chrift- 
nings, will  be  demonftrated  by  the  following  table.

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Whereby  it  is  evident,  that  in  the  courfe  of  twenty  years  paft,  the  aggregate 
amount  of  the  burials  for  five  years  hath  funk  from  142,358  to  126,763  j and  the 
aggregate  amount  of  the  chriftnings,  during  the  fame  term,  from  87,890  to  72,480 ; 
which,  it  is  apprehended,  fufficiently  teftifies,  that  the  total  amount  of  the  me- 
dium number  of  people  conftantly  refident  in  London,  for  the  laft  twenty  five  years, 
hath  proceeded  forwards  continually  decreafing. 

However,  though  the  whole  medium  number  of  perfons  continually  fubfifting 
together  in  London  be  diminilhed,  yet  it  is  much  to  be  fufpedted,  from  the  con- 
tinual decreafe  of  the  chriftnings  of  late  years,  that  this  diminution  lies  folely  upon 
the  infants  under  ten  years  old ; and  not  upon  the  number  of  perfons  above  ten 
years  old  fubfifting  in  this  city. — To  bring  this  alfo  to  the  teft  of  calculation,  let  the 
amounts  of  the  burials  of  children  under  ten  years  old,  and  alfo  of  the  burials 
above  that  age,  for  the  twenty  laft  years,  be  feparately  exhibited  in  the  following 
table.

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It  thus  appears  from  this  table,  that  the  number  of  perfons  of  ten  years  old  and 
upwards,  continually  fubfifting  in  London,  upon  a medium,  proceeds  rather  in- 
creafing  j and  that  it  hath  proceeded  in  the  courfe  of  the  l^ft  fifteen  years  in  the  in- 
creafing  proportion  of  60479  ro  7°°42>  whilft  the  number  of  perfons  under  ten 
years  old,  hath  funk,  during  this  time,  in  the  proportion  of  66974  to  56721, 

which  is  the  reverfe  •,  and  in  a greater  decreafing  proportion Therefore, 

though  the  numbers,  who  are  ten  years  old  and  upwards,  have  increafed,  the 
numbers  under  that  age  have  ftill  more  been  diminifhed  : whence  the  total  number 
of  perfons  in  London  of  all  ages  is  rather  decreafed  •,  the  diminution  lying  wholly 
upon  that  part,  which  is  under  ten  years  old  •,  and  proceeding  from  two  melan- 
choly caufes,  a lefs  number  of  annual  births,  and  a greater  proportion  of  what  are 
born  dying  in  their  firft  infancy.— ——The  numbers  which  furvive  being  chiefly 
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the  children  of  perfons  of  fubftance,  inftead  of  thole  of  the  common  people.- 

And  this  mult  ftill  aggravate  the  drain  upon  the  country  : for  if  both  the  number 
of  children  born  in  London  is  lefs  than  formerly,  and  a lefs  portion  of  thefe,  in 
refpedl  to  their  whole  number,  pafles  beyond  ten  years  old,  it  is  evident  that  the 
annual  l'upply  which  this  city  furnilhes  to  itfelf  of  its  own  growth,  continually  de- 

creafes. But  the  whole  number  of  perfons  of  ten  years  old  and  upwards  fub- 

fifting  in  London,  proceeds  rather  increafing  •,  therefore  if  London  furnifhcs  lefs 
towards  this  fupply  than  formerly,  the  country  muff  furnilh,  more  •,  and  conse- 
quently, the  drain  upon  the  provinces  of  this  nation  goes  on  continually  in- 
creafing. 

The  prefent  diminution  of  the  chriftnings  in  London  is  indeed  very  fhocking 
and  alarming  •,  their  amount  for  the  laft  ten  years  being  funk  to  as  low  an  ebb,  as 
they  were  even  fixty  years  ago  for  the  amount  of  the  chriftnings  for  the  ten 
years,  from  1681  to  1690,  both  inclufive,  arofe  to  144,390,  and  went  on  rapidly 
increafing,  whilft  the  burials  for  the  fame  time  amounted  10223,626-,  whereas 
the  chriftnings  for  the  laft  ten  years,  ending  at  Chriftmas  1750,  amounted  to  no 
more  than  144,577,  which  exceeds  the  amount  of  the  chriftnings  for  the  former 
term,  fixty  years  before  it,  only  by  the  fmall  number  of  one  hundred  and  eighty 
feven  -,  whilft  the  burials  arofe  for  the  fame  term  to  253,517,  which  exceeds  the 
amount  of  the  burials  in  the  former  term,  by  no  lefs  than  twenty  nine  thoufand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety  one,  falling  fhort  only  by  one  hundred  and  nine  of  the' 
full  fum  of  thirty  thoufand  : This  is  not  oratorical  aggravation,  but  unde- 

niable fadt,  glaring  upon  the  face  of  the  bills  of  mortality. 

The  foregoing  calculations  are  refpedtfully  fubmitted,  with  an  honeft  intention, 
to  the  public.  And  the  foundations  upon  which  they  proceed  have  been  conftant- 
ly  laid  open,  perhaps  with  too  much  prolixity,  that  every  gentleman  may  readily 
convince  himfelf  of  their  redlitude,  or  miftake.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  the  procur- 
ing, and  digefting  into  proper  tables,  fo  many  particular  articles  of  information 
upon  this  curious  and  important  fubjedt,  will  be  no  unacceptable  prefent  to  thofe 
into  whofe  hands  this  treatife  fhall  enter. — -All  care  has  been  taken  to  avoid  errors 
in  thefe  tables,  which  the  very  ftiort  time  allotted  to  this  work  would  permit. 
Other  gentlemen,  with  more  leifure,  and  fuperior  abilities,  havfng  thefe  materials 
furnilhed  to  their  hands,  and  the  rifk  of  advancing  the  firft  calculations  adven- 
tured upon,  will  quickly  proceed  much  beyond  thefe  hafty  efiays,  and  eafily  con- 
firm the  conclufions  in  them,  or  difcover  their  errors.  Efpecially  if  it  could  be 
hoped,  that  the  Royal  Society  might  at  length  be  awakened  after  its  very  long 
paft  repofe. 

But,  before  thefe  calculations  be  clofed,  it  may  be  proper  to  obviate  one  ob- 
jedtion,  which  I recolledl  hath  been  briefly  fpoken  to  already,  but  may  require  a 
more  diftindt  anfwer. — It  may  perhaps  be  alledged,  that  great  bodies  of  perfons, 
of  the  growth  of  London,  have  gone  to  our  American  colonies,  and  have  fur-* 
nilhed  feveral  ultra-marine  demands,  which  mull  otherwife  have  fallen  upon  the 
provinces  of  this  realm  ; and  therefore,  that  this  city  hath  faved  a drain,  which 
would  otherwife  have  been  made  upon  the  country  by  this  article. — To  which  I 
anfwer,  admitting  this  to  be  fo,  which  is  however  in  part  difputable,  that  in  re- 
compence  hereof,  London  hath  received  a continual  accefiion  of  foreigners,  parti- 
cularly of  French  refugees,  to  a large  amount,  which  may  juftly  be  fuppofed  to  have 

Q_  balanced 
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balanced  the  egreffion  of  its  own  natives.  It  hath  therefore  conftantiy  received  an 
equivalent  for  thefe  fupplies,  which  it  may  be  fuggefted  to  have  furnilhed  to  our 
American  colonies. 

And  if  London  had  not  fubfifted,  though  the  provinces,  in  fuch  cafe,  muft  have 
furnifhed  thefe  foreign  demands,  yet  they  would  alfo  have  received  to  themfelves 
the  foreign  recruits  ; all  which,  as  the  cafe  has  Hood,  have  been  wholly  pofifeflfed 
by  London. 

Laftly,  If  the  total  amount  be  demanded  of  the  whole  body  of  people  fubfifting 
together  in  London  upon  a medium,  for  the  five  laft  years,  it  may  thus  briefly  be 
approached,  to  fufficient  exadtnefs.  The  number  which  hath  died  of  twenty  years 
old  and  upwards,  upon  a medium  of  thefe  years,  hath  been  13244  annually  •,  of 
which  it  may  be  fuppofed,  that  one  out  of  fixty  die  in  the  courfe  of  a year : there- 
fore, the  conftant  amount  of  thefe  adults  fubfifting  together  in  London  is  60  X 

13244,  that  is,  794,640. Again,  the  number  who  have  died  between  ten 

and  twenty  years  old,  upon  a medium  of  the  fame  term,  have  been  762  annually, 
which  may  be  fuppofed  to  be  the  one  hundredth  part  of  the  number  of  fuch  perfons 
generally  furviving  together,  therefore  76200  is  the  total  amount  within  this  di- 
vifion  ; and  the  number  which  have  annually  died  in  the  fame  term,  between  five 
and  ten  years  old,  appears  to  have  been  851  upon  a medium;  which  may  have 
been  about  one  fiftieth  part  of  their  total. 

Therefore,  the  number  furviving  together  at  one  time  in  this  divifion,  hath  been 
about  42,550  perfons.  But,  as  to  the  number  under  five  years  old,  furviving  toge-  . 
ther  at  any  one  time,  it  is  thought  proper  to  omit  inferting  any  eftimate  of  it  in 
this  place. 

The  total  of  which  three  antecedent  articles  alone,  is  913,390  perfons.  And 
if  the  number  which  this  city  contained  under  twenty  years  old,  was  equal  to  that 
above  that  age,  according  to  the  general  courfe  fubfifting  in  country  villages,  and 
which  would  be  the  cafe  here,  if  its  births  annually  exceeded  its  burials,  and  the 
fame  care  was  taken  of  infants  as  is  in  the  country,  the  number  of  its  inhabitants 

would  be  above  one  million  and  half  of  perfons. But,  as  it  Hands  at  prefent, 

it  is  the  greateft  monfter  of  the  fort  which  hath  ever  appeared  upon  the  face  of  the 
globe. 

But  to  proceed.  The  gradual  diminution  of  the  annual  births  for  the  laft  twenty- 

fix  years, and  a greater  proportion  than  formerly  of  thofe,  who  are  born  of 

poor  parents,  annually  dying,  plainly  difcover  fome  new  enfeebling  caufe  power- 
fully attacking  the  common  people,  from  whom  the  great  bulk  of  the  chriftnings 
is  conftantiy  derived. And  what  is  really  this  caufe,  is  impoftible  to  be  doubt- 
ed, under  the  prefent  fhocldng  confumption  of  fpirituous  liquors. A.fk  the 

phyfician,  and  he  will  inftantly  declare,  that  the  certain  confequence  to  adults  of 
drinking  thefe  burning  potions  is  to  be  enervated,  and  rendered  lefs  fit  for  bodily 
labour,  and  procreation  of  children. Let  it  now  befeen  by  the  bills  of  mor- 

tality how  this  adlually  has  refulted  in  fact. 

It  appears  by  thefe  bills,  that  the  amount  of  the  births  in  London  went  on  an- 
nually increafing  to  the  year  1724  *,  in  which  year  they  amounted  to  upwards  of 
19000:  but,  fince  then,  have  continually  funk  to  the  prefent  time-,  and  now 
lcarcely  arife  to  14500  annually.— Nor  have  actually  for  ten  years  paftr  amounted 
to  this  laft  fum,  upon  a medium.  Whereby  it  appears,  that  this  diminution  of 

the 
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the  births  fet  out  from  the  fame  time  that  the  confumption  of  thefe  liquors  by  the 
common  people  became  enormous ; and  that  as  this  confumption  hath  been  con- 
ftantly  increasing  fince  that  time,  the  amount  of  the  births  hath  likewife  been  con- 
tinually diminifhing.  But  let  this  diminution,  and  the  number  of  infants  loft 
thereby  within  this  city,  be  ftridfly  computed.  Now  the  amount  of  the  chriftnings 
in  the  year  1724,  was  19370  ; and  had  proceeded  in  a gradual  courfe  of  increafe 
up  to  that  number. — Admit  then,  that  they  would  have  ftood  only  to  this  amount 
from  that  time  to  the  prefent,  without  advancing,  beyond  this  level,  though  that 
was  their  evident  tendency:  then  for  the  twenty -fix  years  paft,  from  1725  to 
1750,  both  years  inclufive,  the  amou'nt  of  the  births  would  have  been  26x19370, 
that  is,  503,620.  But  the  adtual  amount  of  the  births  for  thefe  years  hath  been 
no  more  than  419,635.  The  difference  between  which  numbers  is  83985,  falling 
fhort,  by  only  the  frnall  number  of  fifteen,  of  fourfcore  and  four  thoufand  infants  ; 
— which,  at  a very  moderate  computation,  have  been  loft,  during  this  fhort  term, 
within  this  capital  only,  by  the  drinking  of  fpirituous  liquors. — Befides  what  have 
been  loft  in  all  other  parts  of  the  kingdom,  wherein  this  confumption  hath  been 
prevalent. 

Can  it  be  neceffary  to  add  to  this  fhocking  lofs,  by  prevention  of  births,  the 
fickly  ftate  of  iuch  infants  as  are  born,  who,  with  difficulty  pafs  through  the  firft 
ftages  of  life,  and  live  very  few  of  them  to  years  of  manhood. — What  actually 
arrive  to  it,  being  a’tfo  a weakly  unhealthy  race,  unfit  for  the  great  ufeful  fervices 
of  fociety,  labour,  and  agriculture. 

Afk  the  matters  of  every  trade,  and  every  manufadture,  whether  they  feel  no 
mifchiefs  in  their  trades,  from  the  confumption  of  thefe  liquors  ? They  will  tell 
you,  with  horror,  the  ftupefadtion  they  caufe  in  their  workmen,  and  continual 
difability  to  perform  their  labour. 

Enquire  from  the  phyficians  of  the  feveral  hofpitals  in  this  city,  whether  any  in- 
creafe of  patients,  and  of  what  fort,  are  daily  brought  under  their  care  ? They  will 
all  declare,  increafing  multitudes  of  dropfical  and  confumptive  people,  arifing 
from  the  effedts  of  fpirituous  liquors. 

And  if  any  convidtion  was  farther  Wanted,  it  would  be  eafy  to  draw  it  from 
all  other  fcenes  of  inferior  life,  in  fupport  of  the  neceffity  of  totally  fuppreffing 
the  confumption  of  thefe  liquors  by  the  common  people  ; which  ought  only 
to  be  fold  at  the  fame  fhops  where  arfenic  and  laudanum  are  allowed  to  be 
vended. 

Having  hitherto  proceeded  in  pointing  out  evils,  it  may  perhaps  be  expedted, 
that  fome  remedies  alfo  ftiould  be  propofed,  towards  preventing  the  annual  wafte 
of  infants  and  adults  in  this  metropolis  ; and  to  encourage  matrimony. — In  this 
view  I have  added  the  following  propofals. — The  firft  of  which,  I am  not  infenfi- 
ble,  will  appear  to  many  perfons  extremely  chimerical. 

The  unhealthinefs  of  the  air  of  London,  though  not  greater  than  formerly,  has 
been  mentioned  before,  as  one  operating  caufe  of  the  annual  deftrudiion  of  many 
people.  This,  indeed,  is  the  leaft  powerful  weapon,  in  the  hands  of  death  ; yet, 
to  obviate  its  force,  as  the  prefervation  and  health  of  the  people  in  every  inftance 
is  of  great  importance,  it  is  propofed,  that  the  cleanfing  of  this  city  ftiould  be  put 
under  one  uniform  public  management,  and  all  the  filth  be  carried  into  lighters, 
and  conveyed  by  the  Thames  to  proper  diftances  in  the  country;  where  it  would 
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be  of  great  benefit  to  the  lands,  inftead  of  being  lodged,  as  at  prefent,  on  the 
outfides  of  this  city  •,  a naufeous,  noxious  fpeCtacle. — -It  is  alfo  further  propofed 
upon  this  head,  that  open  ftreets  nearly  parallel  to  each  other,  at  proper  diftances, 
be  cut  from  the  river  fide  through  the  town,  and  continued  in  (trait  roads  or  walks 
for  feveral  miles  diftant,  direCtly  into  the  country.  By  which  meafures,  the  air 
of  London  would  be  free  from  many  of  the  poifonous  particles  loading  it  at  pre- 
fent •,  and  a new  circulation  of  pure  air  introduced.  Opportunities  alfo  would 
hereby  be  given  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  city,  to  extend  themfelveS  further  into 
the  country,  and  to  breathe  a frefher  air  than  they  generally  can  at  prefent,  in  a 
walk  of  the  fame  length  : — And  however  romantic  this  may  ieem  at  firft  view, 
whofoever  has  obferved  the  vail  multitudes  of  people  poured  forth  by  this  city  into 
the  fields  around  it,  on  fummer  evenings  •,  and  confidered  the  great  refrefhment 
and  fupport  of  their  health,  which  they  conftantly  derive  from  thefe  promenades, 
v/ill  perhaps  think  this  propofal  merits  regard  : the  execution  of  it  is  far  inferior  to 
the  public  works,  which  old  Rome  could  boaft  of  the  fame  fort : her  grand  Ap- 
pian,  Flaminian,  and  twenty  other  roads,  cut  in  ftrait  lines  for  many  miles  toge- 
ther into  the  country  j and  her  magnificent  aqueduCts ; — all  built  at  the  public  ex- 
pence for  public  convenience. 

2°.  To  prevent  the  grand  annual  deftruCtion  of  the  infants  of  poor  married  wo- 
men in  this  city,  and  the  deftru&ion  and  fuppreffion  of  the  infants  of  fingle  women, 
it  is  propofed,  that  feveral  foundling- hofpitals  be  eftablifhed  in  different  parts  of 
this  town,  for  the  receiving  all  children,  which  fhall  be  offered,  without  exception ; 
to  be  conducted  under  one  uniform  public  management*,— and  to  be  fupported  by 
an  annual  tax  upon  all  perfons  in  London,  of  both  fexes  above  twenty- one  years 
old,  who  have  never  been  married*,— at  proper  rates  fuitable  to  their  refpeCtive 
ranks  and  qualities.  A tax,  which  applied  to  fo  compaffionate  a public  fervice, 
would  not  be  regretted  by  thofe  on  whom  it  was  raifed ; who  would  rightly  confi- 
de r the  benefits  attending  it,  and  the  annual  faving  of  thoufands  of  infants  from  be- 
ing deftroyed  by  various  methods. 

This  tax  might  be  collected  in  the  fame  manner,  and  according  to  the  fame  pro- 
portion as  the  poll-taxes  were,  foon  after  the  revolution.  And  one  hundred  thou- 
sand pounds  be  immediately  raifed  upon  the  credit  of  this  fund,  as  foon  as  it  fhall 
be  eftablifhed,  in  order  to  carry  fo  valuable  and  compaffionate  a public  defign  im- 
mediately into  execution ; — the  means  of  conducing  it  in  the  beft  method,  being 
happily  furnifhed  from  the  experience  already  obtained  by  the  prudent  and  judi- 
cious management  of  that  fmall  contribution,  which  hath  been  made  for  a few  years 
paft,  to  a charity  of  the  fame  fort  begun  in  this  city. 

3°.  The  luxury  of  great  families,  in  their  prefent  general  ufe  of  unmarried  fer- 
vants,  confiderably  obftru&s  the  annual  produce  of  children  : — Thus,  fuppofe  a 
fafhionable  family  in  London,  to  confift  of  half  a dozen  perfons,  and  upwards ; — 
and  of  thefe,  perhaps  at  moft,  only  the  mafter  and  miftrefs  married  ; the  reft,  all 
fervants  marriageable,  and  unmarried  : — It  is  here  evident,  that  the  luxury  of  the 
mafter  and  miftrefs  detains  many  adults  of  both  lexes  from  manufacture  and  agri- 
culture, merely  for  grandeur  and  their  own  perfonal  attendance  ; and  reftrains 
them  from  marrying,  during  their  continuance  in  this  fervice. — Is  not  this  a tref- 
pafs  upon  the  national  growth,  and  a mifapplication  of  the  labour  and  induftry  of 
many  individuals  ? And  though  it  may  be  proper,  in  a wealthy  community,  to  in- 
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dulge  fuch  exceffes,  where  they  run  not  to  great  enormity,  yet  furely  the  perfons 
indulged  in  them,  and  who  publicly  declare  thereby,  their  income  to  be  fuper- 
fluous,  cannot  decently  oppofe  the  making  a fuitable  recompence  to  the  public  for 
their  refpedtive  trefpafies  in  this  article. 

4°.  The  retailers  of  commodities,  not  being  employed  in  manufactures  them- 
felves,  nor  in  public  labour,  but  fubfifting  by  the  advantages  they  take  of  the  in- 
duftry of  one  part,  and  the  appetites  of  the  other  part  of  the  fociety  preying  upon 
both,  and  Being  too  numerous  in  many  branches : it  is  therefore  propofed,  that 
all  prefent  retailers  fhall  take  licences  from  the  public  for  vending  the  produce  of 
the  induftry  of  others. — This  extended  throughout  the  kingdom,  would  furnifti 
a very  confiderable  public  revenue,  and  might  be  laid  in  aid  of  any  diminution 
of  the  prefent  duty  upon  fpirituous  liquors this  tax  would  be  welcome  and 
chearfully  paid,  if  the  following  regulation  was  annexed  to  it  •,  which  is,  that 
hawkers  and  pedlars  be  entirely  fupprefled  : a fet  of  unmeriting  people,  who  car- 
ry luxury  into  all  corners  ; and  follicit  and  enflame  the  pride  of  every  farmer’s 
wife  and  daughter  in  die  kingdom.  It  is  further  propofed  under  this  head,  that  all 
unmarried  perfons  be  prohibited  from  fetting  up  anew,  in  any  retail  bufinefs  •,  fuch 
perfons  not  meriting  the  indulgence  of  this  liberty  from  the  public. — Under  this 
regulation  many  perfons,  who  would  otherwife  continue  fingle,  would  enter  into 
matrimony  ; whereby  the  annual  produce  of  children  would  be  promoted,  and  the 
riling  national  ftrength  and  wealth  greatly  increaled. 

If  the  clergy  of  the  realm  would  zealoufly  unite  in  warning  their  refpedfive 
flocks  of  the  fatal  mifehiefs  flowing  upon  the  nation,  from  the  ufe  of  thefe  fpi- 
rituous liquors  by  the  common  people-,— the  ruin  of  all  decency,  fhame,  morality, 
and  principle,  it  would  animate  all  perfons  in  their  feveral  ftations,  to  exert 
themfelves  to  fupprefs  this  evil,  now  ravaging  like  one  continual  peftilence  through- 
out the  kingdom.  And  this  is  to  be  hoped  the  rather,  as  upon  other  occafions 
they  have  made  pathetic  exhortations,  with  great  effedt,  upon  the  dreaded  ap- 
proach of  lefs  formidable,  though  public  evils ; fuch  as  diftempers  amongft 
the  cattle,  and  earthquakes  -, — fome  of  which  have  actually  happened,  and  others 
only  happened  to  be  expedted. — But  this  is  a diftemper  amongft  the  people, 
which  hath  ragedifor  many  years  paft,  and  actually  now  rages  with  increafing  fury. 
— Threatning  not  only  a fhock,  but  a total  overthrow  of  all  induftry  amongft  us, 
and  mortality. 

But  in  this  fituation,  whatever  lukewarmnefs  may  appear  in  fome,  the  zeal  of 
others  of  this  body  is  highly  to  be  applauded.  And  it  muft  give  fat  is  faction  in 
this  juncture  to  every  lover  of  his  country  to  know,  that  due  remedies  to  thefe  evils 
are  now  the  fubjedt  of  the  confideration  of  the  legiflature  ; and  that  every  lauda- 
ble meafure  which  can  be  propofed,  every  falutary  fcheme  which  can  be  offered 
from  any  hand,  for  reforming  thefe  mifehiefs,  will  be  fure  to  obtain  full  counte- 
nance, andfupport,  under  the  upright,  difinterefted  and  public- fpirited  miniftry  of 
Mr.  Pelham. 

PO  STSCRIPT. 

THE  time  necefiary  to  the  working  of  the  fheet,  antecedent  to  this,  at  the 
prefs,  allowing  me  a fhort  leifure,  I fhall  allot  it  to  the  clearing  of  fome 
articles  in  the  foregoing  work,  upon  which,  it  is  poflible,  doubts  may  be  fuggefted. 

It 
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Ic  may,  perhaps,  be  imagined  by  fome  perfons,  that  the  accounts  of  the  chrifS1 
rungs  and  burials,  in  the  bills  of  mortality,  are  not  to  be  depended  on  ; and  there- 
*fore,  that  inferences  drawn  from  them  may  be  erroneous.  I foall  therefore  be^ 
leave  to  advance  the  following 

Proposition; 

To  demonjlrate  that  the  r effective  annual  amounts  in  the  hills  of  mortality  of  London 
of  the  chriftnings  and  burials  of  perfons  in  communion  with  the  church -of  England , 
are  the  total  amounts  of  all  fuch  perfons ; or,  that  the  fmall  additions  to  each , 
including  alfo  the  births  and  burials  of  diffenters , are  proportional  to  thefe  amounts ; 
and  therefore,  that  any  inferences  drawn  from  thefe  bills , in  regard  to  the  total  num- 
bers born  and.  deceafed , cannot  be  exaggerated , but  may  be  defective. 

Demonstration. 

It  is  not  to  be  doubted,  but  the  numbers  exhibited  in  thefe  bills,  to  have  been 
chriftned  and  buried,  have  been  actually  born,  and  deceafed  in  London.— But  the 
doubt  is,  what  omiflions  have  been  annually  made  of  each  fort.  Now  it  cannot 
be  fuppofed,  that  there  have  been  many  fuch  of  the  church  of  England  ; if  it  be  con- 
fidered,  that  the  performance  of  Chriftian  baptifm  and  burial  is  yet  very  rarely 
omitted  to  perfons  of  this  church,  either  born,  or  deceafed.  This  would  be  to 
fuppofe  the  evil  complained  of,  to  have  really  lpread  farther  than  hath  been  repre- 
Jented,  and  to  have  totally  obliterated  all  the  remains  of  decency  among  the  infe- 
rior clafs  of  people. — It  is  therefore  to'be  prefumed,  that  very  few  of  this  church, 
who  are  born  or  buried  in  London,  are  omitted  to  be  inferted  in  the  bills  of  mor- 
tality. And  if  there  be  any  fuch  actually  omitted,  the  omiftion  may  be  juftly  lup- 
pofed  to  be  equal  on  both  Tides. — But  befides  this,  it  is  certain  that  there  are  leverai 
who  annually  die  in  London,  and  are  carried  from  thence  to  diftant  places  to  be 
interred,  who  are  not  inferted  in  the  London  burials.  Therefore,  if  the  exadt  ac- 
count of  the  births  and  deaths  of  perfons  in  London,  “efteemed  in  communion  with 
the  church  of  England,  was  inferted  in  thefe  bills,  it  is  to  be  fuppofed,  though 
there  might  be  the  addition  of  a few  units,  yet  that  in  thefe  added  on  both  fides, 
the  births  would  be  ftill  exceeded  by  the  deaths.  Therefore,  the  prefent  proportion 
between  both  inferted  in  the  annual  bills  of  mortality,  would  not  be  thereby  altered. 
And  as  to  the  dilfenters,  whofe  chriftnings  and  burials  are  not  inferted,  thefe  are. 
alfo  to  be  fuppofed  to  have  happened  in  the  fame  proportion. — -Therefore,  if  the  an- 
nual totals  of  the  burials  and  chriftnings  in  London  be  augmented,  beyond  what 
they  ftand  in  the  prefent  bills,  to  their  full  amount,  as  their  proportions  to  each  other 
continue  the  fapie,  their  differences  will  necefiarily  become  greater ; and  therefore, 
the  milchiefs  exhibited  in  the  foregoing  work  will  ftill  be  greater  than  they  have 
heen  reprefented.  Q.E.  D. 

It  was  intended,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  propofals,  to  have  alfo  fubmitted 
•one  for  lupprefting  the  enormous  confumption  of  fpirituous  liquors,  without  giving 
any  encouragement  to  fmuggling,  and  providing  at  the  fame  time  a full  compen- 
fation  to  the  public  revenue  ; but  I have  chofen,  for  foine  reafons,  to  withdraw 
from  the  prefs,  and  referve  at  prefent,  the  papers  upon  this  fubjedt;  particularly, 
being  fir  ft  defirous  of  obferving,  what  acceptance  this  previous  part  foil  appear  to 
merit  from  the  public.
